AN ACT Amending Act Numbered Seven hundred and eighty-seven, entitled **An 
Act providing for the organization and government of the Moro Province," as 
amended, and providing that the property accountability and the power to pur- 
chase merchanaise and supplies for use of the provincial and district governments. 
Courts of First Instance, and so forth, heretofore by law devolvingupon the engi- 
neer of the Moto Province shall be assumed and exercised by tiie Treasurer of the 
Moro Province, and for other purposes. 

By auihorUy of tJie United States, he it enacted by the PMlippine Com- 
mission, that: 

Section 1. Section seven of Act Numbered Seven hundred and 
eightynseven, as amended, is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

^^Sec. 7. The provincial treasurer shall be the chief financial 
officer of the province; he shall supervise the appraisement and 
assessment by the district treasurers and their deputies of all property 
in the province required by law to be assessed for taxation; he shall 
supervise the collection by the district treasurers of all taxes imposed 
in the province, either by the Insular Government, the provincial 
government, or the municipalities in the province, except only the 
customs duties, which shall be collected as now by the collectors of 
customs under the direction of the Insular Collector of Customs; 
he shall give a bond for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
accoimting for all moneys coming into his custody and for the lawful 
disbursement thereof; he shall be the custodian of all the funds of 
the province deposited in the provincial treasury and shall pay no 
money out of the treasury of the province except upon warrants 
drawn in accordance with law, which, duly indorsed by the payee 
named therein, shall be his voucher for the payment; he shall, on or 

a This Act was passed b>r the Philippine Commission, acting within its exclusive 
general legislative jurisdiction over all that part of the Philippme Islands inhabited 
by Moros or other non-Christian tribes. 
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before the tenth day of each month; render an account of the trans- 
actions of his office for the preceding month to the legislative coimcil, 
hereinafter created, who, by committee, shall examine such accoimts 
and coimt the cash, and if said accoimts are found correct shall so 
certify on the face of the accoimts. He shall forward one copy of 
each monthly account-current to the district auditor accompanied 
by supporting vouchers, receipts, and abstracts. The books, accounts, 
papers, cash, and all records of the provincial treasurer shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of the district auditor or his deputy. 

^^The provincial treasurer shall render such further accounts as 
the distnct auditor may require of him and as the Insular Auditor 
may by general regulations require of all such treasurers. Copies 
of all contracts approved by the legislative council shall be for- 
warded to the district auditor. He shall perform all other duties 
which may be provided by law of the legislative council. 

*^The provincial treasurer shall purchase all supplies, equipment, 
or property reauired for the official use of the provmcial and district 
governments, tor the Courts of First Instance, and for customs 
officials in the Moro Province upon the order of the legislative council. 
He shall certify that the money to pay for such supplies, equipment, 
or property has been duly appropriated, and that there are or will 
be runds available out of the revenues of the Moro Province to pay 
for same. 

*^ Requisitions for material, equipment, and supplies for the 
construction or repair of public buildings^ roads, bnages, or other 
public works shall oe prepared by the provmcial engineer; all requisi- 
tions for school equipment, supplies, or property shall be prepared 
by the superintendent of schools; and the provincial en^neer and 
the superintendent of schools shall submit all such requisitions to 
the provincial treasurer for approval, who will in turn present the 
same to the legislative council for action, and upon the order of the 
council purchase the required property. The provincial treasurer 
shall keep a property account, in which ne shall charge all responsible 
officials with supphes, equipment, or property defivered, held, or 
used by them, and shall render such returns and account for same 
as the Insular Auditor shall require, and shall comply in this respect 
with all the conditions and requirements prescribed in Act Numbered 
Seventeen hundred and ninety-two. 

^^ Provided, however, That, in the execution of public works outside 
of the provincial capital, the provincial treasurer on recommendation 
of the provincial engineer, may authorize the provincial engineer or 
his accredited deputy to purchase public works supplies or materials 
as the exigencies of tne construction work may reqmre. The vouchers 
for such purchases shall state that said purchases were made in interest 
of economy, of time, or of money, and shall require subsequent 
approval of the provincial treasurer. 

^*He shall make his purchases of suppUes through the Purchasing 
Agent, except where otherwise expressly authorized in writing by 
the legislative council or by the governor of the province, such 
authonzation to be granted only in those cases where, in the opinion 
of the legislative council or of the governor of the province, substantial 
financial loss would be avoided thereby: Provided, however, That all 
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purchases to be made in the United States shall be made through the 
Purchasing Agent. " 

Sec. 2. Section eight of said Act, as amended, is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 

'^Sec. 8. The provincial engineer shall have supervision over 
the construction, repair, and maintenance of the roads, bridges, 
ferries, pubUc buildmgs, and other pubUc improvements of the 
province. It shall be the duty of the engineer to make reports to 
the legislative council at least once a quarter, and oftener if deemed 
necessary by the coimcil, of the condition of the roads, bridges, pub- 
Uc buildmgs, and other improvements of the province, and to recom- 
mend the repair and new construction which are necessary. Before 
a contract is let for the work it shall be the duty of the engineer to 
prepare plans and specifications and to make an estimate of the 
cost thereof and to submit the same to the legislative council. All 
contracts for such construction, repair, or maintenance shall be let 
by the engineer with the approval of the legislative council herein- 
after created, and no payment, partial or final, for any contract 
made for such pubUc work shall be authorized except upon the cer- 
tificate of the engineer that the same is due." 

Sec. 3. Section fifteen of said Act, as amended, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

^^Sec. 15. In each district of the Moro Province, there shall be 
appointed hj the provincial governor, with the consent of the legis- 
lative council, a district governor and a district secretary. The 
office of district governor may be filled by proper detail of an Army 
officer with the consent of the legislative council. There shall also 
be a district treasurer who shall De appointed and his salary fixed 
by the provincial treasurer with the approval of the legislative 
council in accordance with the provisions of the Civil Service Laws 
and Rules. Whenever the legislative council shall decide that the 
duties of any district treasurer can be more economically or more 
efficiently performed by the provincial treasurer, or a deputy pro- 
vincial treasurer, it may abolish the office of district treasurer in 
that district and require the duties thereof to be performed by the 
provincial treasurer, and may reestablish said office when it shall 
deem such action expedient. The governors and secretaries of the 
districts may be appointed without previous examination, but they 
shall be able after eighteen months of service to pass a satisfactory 
examination in the principal local dialect of their respective districts, 
and a failure to pass such an examination shall be sufficient cause 
for removal from office. All deputy provincial and deputy district 
treasurers shall be appointed by the provincial treasurer subject to 
the Civil Service Laws and Rules." 

Sec. 4. Section seventeen of said Act, as amended, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

'^ Sec. 17. The secretary of the district shall be the custodian of 
the public records and documents of the district; he shall attest 
all official acts of the governor of the district and shall record all 
of those acts which are required by law to be recorded, and shall 
discharge generally all the duties usually appertaining to the office 
of secretary; he shall on demand furnish certified copies of all pub- 
lic records and documents of the district, for which he shall charge,

to any private person but not to any public official needing the same 
for a piiblic purpose, the amount of ten centavos for each one hundred 
words including the certificate, which amount shall be paid into the 
provincial treasury. In case of a vacancy in the office of governor, 
or of his absence irom the district, or of his disability, the secretary 
shall perform the duties of district governor; he shall inspect civil 
affairs in the district and acquaint himself as far as possible with the 
language and customs of the Moros and other non-Christian tribes 
living therein; when public works or public repairs are begun by 
direction of the legislative council, he shall, unaer direction of the 
engineer and as his deputy, supervise them, and see that the con- 
tracts under which they are being carried out are complied with; he 
shall discharge the duties of his office, other than those of deputy 
engineer, unaer the orders and supervision of the district governor; 
and he shall discharge all other duties within the district which may 
be imposed upon him by acts of the legislative council or by executive 
order. When the district governor is absent from the capital but 
present in the district, the secretary shall perform such duties of the 
district governor as may be delegated to him in writing by the 
governor." 

Sec. 5. Section eighteen of said Act, as amended, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

*^Sec. 18. The treasurer of the district shall make collections 
of all taxes due and collectible under the law within his district, 
except such taxes or imposts as may be imposed by the municipal 
council and are collectible from day to day or from week to week. 
He shall have such agents or deputies as the legislative council shall 
by law provide. He shall perform the duty of registrar of Chinese 
when so designated by the Insular Collector of Customs and shall 
receive the same condensation therefor as provincial treasurers 
when so designated. He shall within ten days after the close of each 
month render accounts-current to the district auditor supported by 

E roper vouchers showing all collections and disbursements made by 
im during the preceding month, as well as all transfers of money 
from or to him, and shallforward a duplicate copy of said accounts- 
current to the provincial treasurer. The district treasurer shall, as he 
may be ordered by the provincial treasurer, retain custody of the 
money which he has collected or forward the same,-or any part thereof, 
to the provincial treasury. 

^ ^ He shall pay over to the municipal treasurers of his district 
such amounts as may be due the latter according to law, taking a 
receipt therefor, and shall advise the president and the council of the 
municipality of the payments which he has thus made to the munici- 
pal treasurer. He shall act as disbursing officer under the pro- 
vincial treasurer to pay the salary of the district governor, the dis- 
trict secretary, his own salary, and the salaries of the employees whose 
employment is lawfully authorized by the legislative council. His 
accounts, books, papers, cash, and all records, shall at all times be 
open to inspection by the provincial treasurer or his deputy, and by 
the district auditor or his deputy. In case he shall be found on ex- 
amination to be in default, the district auditor or the provincial 
treasurer, or the agent of either, shall be authorized to seize his office,

the books, papers, cash, and all records, and hold the same until the 
amounts due from him as such treasurer can be stated. In case of 
the decease of the district treasurer, the same procedure shall obtain. 
When the account shall be stated, the office, pubhc papers, and 
records shall be turned over to his lawful successor. 

'*The district treasurer shall have the custody of all public prop^ 
erty and of all pu^hc buildings except the property and buildings 
appertaining to the customs and school departments, which shall be 
in the custody of the collector of customs and the superintendent of 
schools, respectively. When in his opinion a more satisfactory ac- 
counting or property may be had, the Insular Auditor may make 
the district treasurers, collectors of customs in the Moro Province, 
and the superintendent of schools accountable as well as responsible 
for the property in their custody; in such cases these officials will be 
required to take up and account for all property in their custody and 
all property received from the provincial treasurer in the same man- 
ner as required of the provincial treasurer. The provincial treasurer 
will then oe allowed to drop such property from his property return. 
The district treasurer shall discharge such other duties as may be im- 
posed upon him by acts of the legislative council. The district treas- 
urer shall receive such documents relating to lands within his dis- 
trict as may be presented to him and shall forward the same to the 
register of deeds for the province of Zamboanga, where the registry of 
deeds for the province shall be located, but such receipt of documents 
by the district treasurer shall not be deemed a filing or registration 
thereof.'' 

Sec. 6. Section twenty-two of said Act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

''Sec. 22. No contract for construction of a road, bridge, a public . 
building, or other public improvement shall be entered into until 
the provincial treasurer shall, in writing, certify to the legislative 
council that there is an appropriation to cover the amount of said 
contract, and the same can be paid from revenues of the Moro Prov- • 
ince upon maturity of the obligations to be incurred : Provided j That 
nothing in this section shall be so construed as to prohibit the con- 
struction of public improvements from funds loaned to the Moro 
Province by the Insular Government.'' 

Sec. 7. Section twenty-three of said Act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

''Sec. 23. All repair or construction work, except repair or con- 
struction of roads, mvolving a greater cost than two thousand pesos, 
shall be let to the lowest responsible bidder after ten days' public 
notice of the letting, by advertisement in a paper of general circula- 
tion in the province, or if there be no such paper, by a notice posted 
for ten days at the main entrance of the provincial building at the 
capital of the province, and at the door of the office of the secretary 
of the district m which the work is to be done. In addition to giving 
the public notice above required, the legislative council, if it deem 
best, may direct the eno:ineer to advertise for bids in a newspaper 
published in the city of Manila, or other papers outside of the prov- 
ince. In the repair or construction of roads, work may be done by 
day labor, and there ne^d be no advertising or bidding, unless it seems

desirable to the legislative council, in which case the regulations for 
advertising for the repair or building of other public works herein- 
before mentioned shall be followed. The provmcial engineer, with 
the approval of the legislative council, may reject any or all bids, 
and tne legislative council may authorize him to purchase the ma- 
terial, hire the labor, and execute the work.'' 

Sec. 8. The pubUc good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of *^An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws,'' passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 9. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Amending Act Numbered Eighteen hundred and seventy-six, entitled 
"An Act providing for the establishment of a province to be known as the Mountain 
Province, for the establishment of a prison at Bontoc for non-Christian criminals, 
changing the boundaries of the Province of Nueva Vizcaya, amending Act Num- 
bered Eight hundred and sixty-seven, as amended, by changing the boimdaries of 
the Mountain Judicial District and the times and places of holding Courts of First 
Instance in the said district, providing for participation by the Mountain Province 
in the distribution of internal-revenue collections, and repealing all Acts or parts 
(rf Acts inconsistent with this Act,*' so as to provide that deputies of the provincial 
secretary-treasurer shall collect fees for recording documents or instruments per- 
taining to mining and mineral claims and account therefor, and shall perform the 
duties of mining recorders in the Subprovinces of Benguet and Lepanto. 

By authority of the United States j he it enacted hy the Philippine Com^ 
mission, that: 

Section 1. Paragraph (i) of section two of Act Numbered 
Eighteen hundred and seventy-six, entitled ''An Act providing for 
the establishment of a province to be known as the Mountain Prov- 
ince, for the establishment of a prison at Bontoc for non-Christian 
criminals, changing the boundaries of the Province of Nueva Viz- 
caya, amending Act Numbered Eight hundred and sixty-seven, as 
amended, by changing the boundaries of the Mountain Judicial Dis- 
trict and the times and places of holding Courts of First Instance in 
the said district, providing for participation by the Mountain Province 
in the distribution of internal-revenue collections, and repealing all 
Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act,'' is hereby amended 
to read as follows:

The pubUc good requiring the speedy enactment of this 
bill, the passage of the same is hereby expedited in accordance with 
section two of ^'An Act prescribing the order of procedure by the 
Commission in the enactment of laws,'' passed September twenty- 
sixth, nineteen hundred. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT Amending section twenty-two of Act Numbered Sixteen hundred and 
ninety-eight, known as "The Revised Civil Service Act," by reducing the oflSce 
hours to five hours, from seven o'clock and thirty minutes in the morning to twelve 
o'clock and thirty minutes in the afternoon, from the first of April to the fifteenth 
of June, both dates inclusive, of each year. 

By authority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, tmt: 

Section 1. Section twenty-two of Act Numbered Sixteen hundred 
and ninety-eight, known as "The Revised Civil Service Act," is 
hereby amended to read as follows : 

"Sec. 22. The required office hours of all Bureaus and Offices 
in the Phihppine civil service shall be fixed by executive order of the 
Governor-Greneral, but they shall not be less than six and one-half 
hours of labor each day, not including time for lunch and exclusive 
of Sundays and of days declared public holidays by law or executive 
order: Provided, That when the nature of the duties to be performed 
or the interests of the public service require it, officers and employees 
may, by direction of the chief of the Bureau or Office, be required 
to work on Sundays and holidays without additional compensation 
unless otherwise specifically authorized by law. It shall be the duty 
of Chiefs of Bureaus or Offices to require of all employees, of whatever 
grade or class, not less than the number of hours of labor authorized 
by law or executive order, but the head of any Department, Bureau, 
or Office may, in the interests of the public service, extend the daily 
hours of labor therein specified for any or all of the employees under 
him, and in case of such extension it shall be without additional 
compensation unless otherwise provided by law: Provided, however, 
That from the first day of April to the fifteenth day of June, both 
dates inclusive, in each year, the heads of the Bureaus and Offices of 
the Insular Government, of the provincial governments, and of the 
city of Manila, are hereby authorized, without need of an executive 
order by the Governor-General, to reduce the reauired hours of 
labor on each working day to five hours, which shall be from seven 
o'clock and thirty minutes in the morning to twelve o'clock and 
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thirty minutes in the afternoon, when in their judgment the trans- 
action of public business will not suffer thereby, or to again extend, 
at any time within the said period, the said hours for any or all of 
the employees under them, if in their discretion it be necessary in 
the interests of the public service: And provided further , That on 
Saturdays throughout the year the Governor-General mav, by exec- 
utive order, reduce the required number of hours of labor to five 
hours. This executive order shall not oblige the head of a Depart- 
ment, Bureau, or Office in the Philippine civil service to reduce the 
hours of labor to five hours, but it shall be within his discretion to 
reduce the number of hours if consistent with the needs of the public 
service; nor shall this provision be regarded as conferring a right 
upon officers or employees. Unless specifically authorized by law 
no payment shall be made for overtime work. The length of sessions 
of tne courts shall be regulated by existing law, and the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to judges. The number of hours for the 
daily sessions of the puDuc schools shall be fixed by the Secretary 
of Public Instruction, but they shall not be less than five hours a day. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

of any bonded indebtedness. Written or printed notice of the pro- 
posed increase or diminution of the capital stock or of the incurrmg, 
creating, or increasing of any bonded indebtedness and of the time 
and place of the stockholders' meeting at which the proposed increase 
or diminution of the capital stock or the incurring, creating, or in- 
creasing of any bonded mdebtedness is to be considered must be ad- 
dressed to each stockholder at his place of residence as shown by the 
books of the corporation and registered and deposited so addressed 
in the post-office with postage prepaid. 

^^A certificate in duplicate must be signed by a majority of the 
directors of the corporation and countersigned by the chairman and 
secretary of the stockholders' meeting, setting forth: 

''(a) That the requirements of tins section have been complied 
with. 

' ' (b) The amount of the increase or diminution of the capital stock. 

* ^ (c) If an increase of the capital stock, the amount thereof actually 
subscribed, the names and residences of the persons subscribing, the 
amount subscribed by each, and the amount paid by each on his sub- 
scription in cash or property. 

(d) Any bonded indebtedness to be created, incurred, or in- 
creased. 
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^ ^ (e) The actual indebtedness of the corporation on the day of the 
meeting. 

* ^ (/) The amount of stock represented at the meeting. 

^^(g) The vote authorizing the increasing or diminution of the 
capital stock, or the incurring, creating, or increasing of any bonded 
indebtedness. 

** One of the duplicate certificates shall be kept on file in the office 
of the corporation and the other shall be filed in the office of the 
chief of the division of archives, patents, copyrights, and trade- 
marks of the Executive Bureau and attached bv him to the original 
articles of incorporation. From and after the filing of the duphcate 
certificate with the chief of the said division the capital stocK shall 
stand increased or diminished and the incurring, creating, or increas- 
ing of any bonded indebtedness authorized as the certificate may 
declare. 

'^The chief of the said division of archives, patents, copyrights, 
and trade-marks shall be entitled to collect the sum of twenty pesos 
for the filing of said duplicate certificate: Provided j however, That 
if the said duplicate certificate increases the amount of capital stock, 
the chief of the said division of archives, patents, copyrights, and 
trade-marks shall not file such certificate uiQess accompanied by the 
sworn statement of the treasurer of the corporation lawfully holding 
office at the time of the filing of the certificate, showing that at least 
jtwenty per centum of such increased capital stock has been sub-

AN ACT Authorizing the establishment of a sugar testing laboratory in the city of 
Iloilo, Province of Iloilo, and fixing the powers and duties of the sugar chemist in 
charge thereof. 

By authority of the United States, he it enacted by the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. The Secretary of the Interior is hereby authorized 
to establish a sugar-testing laboratory in the city of Iloilo, Province 
of Iloilo, which shall be in charge of a sugar chemist who shall be an 
employee of the Bureau of Science. This sugar chemist shall fix and 
establish, on or before the fifteenth day of November of each year, 
standard samples of sugars number one, number two, number three, 
superior damp, and current of Iloilo, which shall govern as herein- 
after provided during the twelve months immediately following said 
fifteenth of November. 

Sec. 2. In fixing and establishing these samples, the sugar chemist 

shall take into account the degrees of polarization, the color, the 

hygrometric state, the granulation and the crystallization of the 

samples of each of the several classes of sugar fixed and established 
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by the merchants of Iloilo, and accepted in the markets where Phil- 
ippme sugar is sold, so far as they are known to him. Merchants 
may send portions of the classified, samples of sugar which they re- 
ceive from markets in which Philippine sugar is sold to aid him in 
correctly fixing and establishing standard samples, but failure to 
receive such samples from merchants shall not operate to prevent 
the sugar chemist from fixing and establishing standard samples of 
the different classes of sugar. 

Sec. 3. It shall further be the duty of the sugar chemist to cor- 
rectly classify all samples of sugar that may be dehvered to the sugar- 
testing laboratory for classification by any person. In cases of dis- 
pute between contracting parties with respect to the classification of 
any sugar, any one of them may send to tne sugar-testing laboratory , 
a sample of the said sugar for its classification. The result of the 
classification made by the sugar chemist shall be set forth in a cer- 
tified report which snail be transmitted in each case to the person 
sending the sample. A suitable portion of each sample of sugar the 
classification of which shall have been thus fixed, shall be deposited 
in a glass container which shall be closed with sealing wax, on which 
shall be stamped the seal of the Bureau of Science, and shall be 
properly marked so that it can be identified, and shall be transmitted 
to the person sending the sample. 

Sec. 4. In every case of dispute between contracting parties as to 
the class of sugar, a classification made by the sugar chemist, as 
provided in section three of this Act, shall determine the classification 
of the sugar in question, except when any one of the parties shall 
impugn the classification made by the sugar chemist and shall prove 
that it is incorrect. 

Sec. 5. Subject to the approval of the Secretary of the Interior, 
the Director of the Bureau of Science is hereby authorized to fix 
charges for the determination of the degrees of polarization of sugar, 
and for the determination of its color, its hygrometric state, its granu- 
lation and its crystallization, provided that the charges so fixed shall 
not exceed the actual cost to the Government of performing the work. 

Sec. 6. The sugar chemist may make analyses of sugar canes, of 
bagasse, or of mill juices, or other similar chemical investigations 
for private persons. The scale of charges for all such work shall be 
fixed by the Director of the Bureau of Science, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior. 

Sec. 7. The sugar chemist may carry on such investigations as may 
be practicable relative to means which inay advantageously be 
employed in improving the quality of Philippine sugar, and. the 
Director of the Bureau of Science shall from time to time publish the 
results of such investigations for the benefit of sugar producers. 

Sec. 8. Payment for all work performed at the sugar-testing labo- 
ratory shall be made to the sugar chemist, and all sums received in 
payment for work therein performed shall be accounted for as cash 
receipts of the Bureau of Science, under such rules as the Insular 
Auditor may prescribe.

(a) Whether any kind of crop has been damaged by excessive rain, 
drought, or wind, and upon what date;

(d) The names of some of the crops of lesser importance grown in 
the municipality; 

(e) Condition of live stock: (1) number of horses, cattle, carabaos, 
hogs, goats, and sheep; (2) increase during the quarter; (3) decrease 
during the quarter; (4) number of cases of disease; (5) number of 
deaths; (6) nature of the disease; and (7) remarks. 

(/) (1) The total number of hectares sown prior to the beginning 
of the quarter, with the following products: palay, hemp, maguey, 
cocoanuts (number of trees), su^ar cane, tobacco, maize, coffee, and 
cacao; (2) the hectares sown durmg the quarter with the said plants; 
(3) the state or condition of the crops; (4) the number of hectares 
which were productive during the quarter (for cocoanut trees, the 
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number of co'coanuts) ; (5) the total quantity harvested during the 
Quarter; (6) the average of production per hectare (for cocoanuts, 
tne quantity of cocoanuts to the tree); (7) the quantity of such 
products then remaining in thfi possession of the owners of the crops 
and local dealers, according to the measurement and weight specified 
in the fifth number of this paragraph; (8) the value, at the date of 
the report, of each one of the said products, according to the measure- 
ment and weight specified; and (9) remarks.

The Governor-General, on behalf of the Government 
of the Philippine Islands, is hereby authorized to execute the 
following siipplementary concessionary contract or grant with 
the Manila Railroad Company, a corporation duly organized and 
existing under and by virtue of the laws of the State of New Jersey; 
and the said company, its successors and assigns, is hereby authorized 
to locate, construct, equip, maintain and operate the additional 
lines of railv/ay hereby autnorized in accordance with the terms and 
conditions of the concessionary contract or erant set forth in Act 
Numbered Fifteen hundred and ten, as amended by Acts Numbered 
Fifteen hundred and sixty-six and Seventeen hundred and fourteen, 
and in accordance with the supplementary concessionary contract 
or grant herein set forth, as follows: 

This instrument, made, executed, and entered into this

Whereas by Act Numbered Fifteen hundred and ten of the Phil- 
ippine Commission, duly enacted on the seventh dav of July, in the 
year nineteen hundred and six, under and by virtue of section seventy- 
rour of the Act of Congress of the United States, approved July first, 
nineteen hundred and two, and the concessionary grant or contract 
duly executed by the Philippine Government pursuant to said Act 
and accepted by the Railroad Company as therein provided (here- 
inafter referred to as the concessionary grant or contract of August 
twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and six), the Philippine Govern- 
ment granted to the Railroad Company, its successors or assigns,

(C)" A line from some point on the existing or authorized lines in 
the Province of Tayabas or La Lagima to Apat or some other port 
on the eastern coast of Luzon approved by the Governor-General, 
thence to some point on the authorized Unes of the Railroad Company 
in the Province of Ambos Camarines to be approved by the Governor- 
General; in all an estimated distance of two hundred and seventeen 
kilometers (one hundred and thirty-five miles), thereby estabhshing 
a continuous railroad fine from Manila to and into the Province or 
Albay; and 

Whereas the Railroad Company is willing to construct and operate 
such additional fines on the terms and conditions which are nerein 
embodied as an amendment of, and supplement to, said conces- 
sionary grant or contract pursuant to section seventy-four of said 
Act or Congress of the Umted States, approved July first, nineteen 
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hundred and two, and sections four and five of the Act of Congress of 
the United States approved February sixth, nineteen hundred and 
five. 

In consideration thereof, it is conceded and granted by the Govern- 
ment of the one part, and contracted and agreed by the Railroad 
Company, for itself and for its successors and assigns, of the other 
part, as an amendment of, and a supplement to, said concessionary 
grant or contract of August twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and 
six, as follows : 

1. The Railroad Company, and its successors and assigns, are 
hereby authorized by the Government to construct, maintain, and 
operate in perpetuity Unes of railway in the Island of Luzon, in the 
PniUppine Islands, in addition to those specified and authorized in 
and by said concessionary grant and contract of August twenty- 
eighth, nineteen himdred and six, generally and approximately as 
follows, and subject to such variations and extensions not exceeding 
forty and twenty-five himdredths kilometers (twenty-five miles) 
each, as may be approved by the Governor-General and ratified by 
the Secretary of War: 

(A) A line from the present Une of the railroad to and into the 
port of Manila not exceeding approximately five kilometers (three 
miles) in length; 

(B) A Hne to Baguio from some point authorized on the existing 
railroad, with the right to use the Benguet Road in a maimer subject 
to the approval of the Governor-General; 

(C) A line from some point on the existing or authorized Unes in 
the Province of Tayabas or La Laguna to Apat or some other port 
on the eastern coast of Luzon approved by the Governor-General, 
thence to some point on the autnorized Unes of the Railroad Com- 
pany in the Province of Ambos Camarines to be approved by the 
Governor-General; in aU an estimated distance of two hundred and 
seventeen kilometers (one hundred and thirty-five miles), thereby 
estabUshing a continuous railroad Une from Manila to and into the 
Province of Albay. 

The Railro^jd Company may, with the consent of the Governor- 
<jeneral in writing, ratified by the Secretary of War, construct any 
branch lines, in its judgment desirable, for the purpose of reaching 
traflBic points within a reasonable distance of the main Unes of said 
additional railways: Provided, however, That the cost of construction 
of such branch Unes shaU not be included in the cost of construction 
as defined in paragraph five hereof. 

Surveys on and along the said several additional Unes shall be 
commenced by the Railroad Company within sixty days after written 
demand therefor shaU be made to the Railroad Company by the 
Governor-General. Detailed reports of the definite plans, surveys, 
and specifications, accompanied oy complete maps ana profiles of the 
character and kind in respect of such construction and equipment 
directed by the Governor-General, and embodying also estimates of 
the cost or such construction and equipment shall be submitted in 
writing to the Governor-General withm twelve months after said 
demand, or at such later time as may be permitted by the Governor- 
General or Secretary of War; and within two montlis after the sub- 
mission thereof to the Governor-General the latter shaU fix and 
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determine the final route substantially in accordance with the routes 
as above generally described. 

2. Subject as hereinafter mentioned, the paragraphs of said con- 
cessionary grant or contract of August twenty-eightn^ nineteen hun- 
dred and SIX, numbered two, four, five, six, seven^ eight, nine, ten, 
eleven, twelve, thirteen, and sixteen shall be apphcable to the said 
additional lines of railway with the same force and effect as if said 
additional lines had been included in the said concessionary grant 
or contract as Unes for which concessions were therein and thereby 
granted; excepting that the time within which the fines to be con- 
structed imder said concessionary grant or contract of August 
twenty-eighth, nineteen himdred and six, and this instrument, is 
hereby extended for five years beyond the time fixed by said con- 
cessionary grant or contract of August twenty-eighth, nineteen 
hundred and six. 

3. For the purposes of the provisions hereinafter contained, the 
railway lines of the Railroad Company specified and described in 
said concessionary grant or contract or August twenty-eighth, 
nineteen hundred and six, and in this instrument, shall be divided 
into two separate and distinct systems, capable of separate main- 
tenance and operation as such, one to be known as the *' Northern 
Lines'' and the other as the ^* Southern Lines," which systems shall 
be constructed (in so far as they are now unconstructed), main- 
tained, and operated separately and independently of each other, 
and each of which shall have its own separate and distinct books 
and accounts embracing construction, maintenance, operation, 
earnings, and expenses, to the end that, though owned by the same 
company, the two systems shall be constructed, maintained, and 
operated, and their books and accounts be kept, as if owned by 
separate and independent companies. 

(a) The system to be known as the ^'Northern Lines'' shall con- 
sist of the lollowing lines of railway, constructed and to be con- 
structed, viz: 

'^NORTHERN LINES." 

A. (1) The Manila and Dagupan Line, commencing at main 
terminal at Tondo, in the city of Manila, and running thence north 
to Dagupan. 

(2) The Cabanatuan Extension, with initial point at iBigaa and 
running thence in a northeasterly direction to Cabanatuan. 

(3) The Manila and Antipolo Line^ with initial point at main 
terminal at Tondo in the city of Mamla, and running from Manila 
east to Taytay, and from Rosario to Mariquina. 

(4) The Stotsenberg Branch, with initial point at Dau and run- 
ning thence west to miHtary post at Stotsenberg. 

(5) Port Line, Manila, witn initial point at main terminal, Manila, 
and running thence south to the Muelle de la Reina. 

(6) Port Line, Dagupan, with initial^ point at Dagupan Station, 
and running thence west to and along River Horno. 

B. The hne commencing at Dagupan on the Manila and Dagupan 
Line and running thence along the west coast to San Fernando de 
La Uni6n, with a spur from the town west to the port of San Fernando. 

C. The line commencing at San Fabian and running thence in a 
northeasterly direction to Camp Number One. 
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D. The line commencing at Paniqui, in Tarlac Province, and 
running thence in a northeasterly direction to Tayug, in the Prov- 
ince of Pangasinan. 

E. The Ime commencing at San Miguel and running thence east 
to La Paz. 

F. The line commencing at Dau and running thence east to San 
Pedro Magalang. 

G. The line commencing at San Fernando and running thence 
in a westerly direction to Bacolor and Florida-Blanca. 

H. The line commencing at San Fernando and running thence 
in an easterly direction to Arayat. 

I. The line commencing at Mariquina on the Manila-Antipolo 
Line, Rosario-Mariquina Branch, and running thence to Montalban. 

J. The Une commencing at Taytay on the Manila and Antipolo 
Line and running thence to Antipolo. 

And any branches from any of the above Unes of the ** Northern 
Lines'' that may be constructed under the concessionary ^ant or 
contract of August twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and six. 

(6) The system to be known as the ** Southern Lines'' shall con- 
sist of the following lines of railway, constructed and to be con- 
structed, viz: 



A. The line commencing at a point on the Manila-Antipolo line 
of Santa Mesa Station, about six and forty-four hundredths kilo- 
meters (four miles) from the main terminal at Tondo, in the city 
of Manila, running thence in a southerly direction across the River 
Pasig to Paco, and thence up to and along the west shore of the 
Laguna de Bay to Calamba; thence south to Luta; from this point 
running in an easterly direction to San Pablo and Lucena; and 
from this town or some other point on the existing or authorized 
lines in the Province of Tayabas or La Laguna to Apat or some 
other port on the eastern coast of Luzon approved by the Governor- 
General, thence to some point on the authorized lines of the railroad 
company in the Province of Ambos Camarines to be approved by 
the Governor-General; in all an estimated distance of two hundred 
and seventeen kilometers (one hundred and thirty-five miles), and 
thence south to Nueva Caceres; thence to Pili, Iriga, Albay, and 
port of Legaspi; and thence along the west shore of the Bay of 
Albay, and thence skirting the May on Volcano to the town and 
port of Tabaco, the terminus of the line, thereby establishing a 
continuous railroad line from Manila to and into the Province of 
Albay. 

B. The line commencing at Paco, about nine and sixty-five 
hundredths kilometers (six miles) from the main terminal in Manila 
and running in a southwesterly direction along the bay shore to 
Cavite and Naic, Province of Cavite. 

C. The line commencing at Calamba, and running in an easterly 
direction to Magdalena and Santa Cruz. 

D. The line commencing at Luta and running thence south to 
Batangas and Bauang with the following spurs therefrom: 

(1) Batangas port line; 

(2) Spur to Camp McGrath. 
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E. The line from the present Ime of the raihoad to and mto the 
port of Manila not exceeding approximately five kilometers (three 
miles) in length. 

F. The Une to Baguio from some point authorized on the existing 
railroad with the right to use the Benguet Road in a manner subject 
to the approval of tne Governor-General. 

And any and all branches from any of the above Unes of the 
'^ Southern Lines" that may be constructed under the concessionary 
grant or contract of August twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and 
six, or this instrument. 

It is understood that as certain of the foregoing lines of railway 
have not yet been surveyed or definitely located and constructed, 
each of the said lines as definitely located and coiistructed shall 
be deemed to be covered by the above description thereof. 

The main terminal at Tondo and the shops at Caloocan are to be 
maintained and operated jointly by the two systems, the expenses to 
be distributed between them on an equitable basis according to ap- 
proved railroad practice^ and there shall be charged to the ** Southern 
Lines" a reasonable yearly sum for the use or and access to such 
terminal and shops proportionate to the use thereof by the ^' South- 
em Lines" to the total use thereof by all lines. In case of failure 
of the parties hereto to agree as to the foregoing charges, the same 
shall be determined by the Secretary of War. 

4. In consideration of the agreement herein contained of the Rail- 
road Company to build, construct, and operate the additional lines 
hereinbefore mentioned, the Government under and in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of section four of the Act of Congress 
approved February sixth, nineteen hundred and five, hereby guar- 
antees until maturity of the bonds hereinafter described, the due 
and punctual payment by the Railroad Company of interest (and 
in the event of default of the Railroad Company it will itself pay 
the same upon demand) at the rate of four per centum per annum 
upon bonds which shall be first hen bonds with respect to the lines 
or railway herein designated the '* Southern Lines" to be issued by 
the Railroad Company under and in conformity with this instru- 
ment and said Act of Congress to an amount of ninety-five per 
centum of the total cost of the construction of the unconstructed 
portion of such railways and appurtenances hereinbefore designated 
the ^'Southern Lines" completed in accordance with the approved, 
definite plans hereinafter mentioned, and of the equipment of such 
lines designated the *^ Southern Lines," hereafter acquired, and as 
such total cost is determined in paragraph five hereof, and also, 
to the amount of the actual cost of construction of the heretofore 
constructed portion of such railways and appurtenances, and of the 
equipment thereof in so far as it has been heretofore acquired, 
exclusive of contractors' or construction profits, and to be delivered 
under the terms, conditions and circumstances, and at the time, 
prescribed by said section four of said Act of Congress approved 
February sixth, nineteen hundred and five: Provided , however y 
That the annual contingent liability of the Government under said 
guarantee shall not at any time exceed the amount available 
therefor under the limitations of section four of the said Act of 
Congress approved February sixth, nineteen hundred and five, over 
and above tne annual contingent liability of the Government under

its guaranty contained in the concessionary contract or grant to 
the PhiUppine Railway Company authorized by Act Numbered 
Fourteen Hundred and ninety-seven of the Philippine Commission, 
unless the Government shall be hereafter authorized to increase the 
amount of its annual contingent liabiUty under guarantees author- 
ized by said fourth section of said Act; the intention being that the 
annual contingent liabihty of the Government under its guaranty 
herein contained shall, up to the total amount now authorized (in 
the absence of such further authority) ^ be limited only as to its 
amount by the difference between one miUion two hundred thousand 
dollars and the annual contingent liability under its said guaranty 
in aid of the Philippine Railway Company. 

The said bonds shall mature thirty years from the date of the 
enactment of the Act authorizing this instrument and payment 
thereof shall not be extended without the consent of the Government. 

The Railroad Company covenants and agrees duly and punctually 
to pay the interest upon all bonds the interest upon which may be so 
guaranteed by the Government and as such interest becomes due and 
payable to the extent that there shall be earnings of such lines herein 
designated the ** Southern Lines" appUcable to the payment thereof 
as hereinafter provided, and in all respects duly and punctually 
to fulfill the covenants and conditions of the mortgage securing 
such bonds other than the covenant and condition with respect to 
the payment of interest on such bonds; and that all bonds in respect 
of which the Government shall so guarantee interest shall be secured 
by an absolute first lien, evidenced by mortgage or deed of trust, 
upon the railroads in respect of which said bonds may be so issued, 
to wit, the railroads herein designated the ''Southern Lines" and 
the equipment, franchises (including the said concessionary grant 
or contract of August twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and six, and 
this instrument, so far as they relate or pertain to said railroads 
herein designated the '-Southern Lines") and other property, real, 
personal and mixed, forming a part of, or appertaining to, said 
railroads herein designated the "Southern Lines,'' then owned and 
thereafter to be acquired, and the earnings, rents, revenues, and 
income thereof. 

Appropriate instruments sufficient in law to secure more effec- 
tually any liens on the lines designated the "Southern Lines" 
existing or arising under any provisions of the said Acts of the 
Congress of the United States and this instrument in favor of the 
Government, under or by reason of the making of said guaranty 
and of any payment made or to be made thereunder, subject to 
said first lien bonds and the mortgage securing the same, shall be 
duly executed and delivered to the Government or to any trustee 
by it designated. But failure to execute such instruments shall 
not impair or affect the lien or the remedy of foreclosure secured 
by saia Acts of the Congress of the United States, this instrument, 
or other instruments. 

It is expressly understood and agreed that the Government, 
although obligated by its said guaranty of interest, shall not in 
any sense or to any degree be obUgated for the payment of any 
part of the principal of any bond respecting wnich it may so 
guarantee the payment of interest, nor for the payment of any 
other bondj indebtedness, contract liability, or obligation whatsoever 
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of the Railroad Company, and that any such bonds shall not be 
deemed for any purpose whatsoever, to be the bonds or obligations 
of the Government or be deemed issued by said Government or 
under its authority. 

After the construction and equipment of the railways herein 
designated the '* Southern Lines" in accordance with the foregoing 

g ro visions ^nd all others of this contract of guaranty, the Rauroad 
ompany shall apply the ^oss earnings of said railways herein 
designated the "Southern Lmes'^ as follows: First, to the necessary 
operating expenses, including the sums chargeable under the last 
paragrapn of subdivision three hereof and also such a proportion 
of the reasonable expenses of the corporation common to the 
'* Northern Lines" and *' Southern Lines as the wheelage of the 
'' Southern Lines" bears to the total wheelage of both the Southern 
and Northern Lines, and the amounts due the Government with 
respect to said '^Southern Lines" under paragraph twelve of said 
concessionarv ^ant or contract of August twenty-eighth, nineteen 
hundred and. six, as hereby amended; second, to the necessary and 
ordinary repairs of said ^* Southern Lines" and their equipment; 
third, to sucn betterments and extraordinary repairs of said '* South- 
em Lines" and their e(juipment as may be first by the Governor- 
General of the Philippine Islands, in writing, expressly consented 
to; fourth, to the payment of the interest on the bonds the interest 
on which to any extent shall have been guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment under this contract. The earnings upon the business done 
partly over the '* Northern Lines" and partly over the '' Southern 
Lines" shall be divided upon a basis satisfactory to the Governor- 
General. 

The substance and form of the bonds, mortgages, deeds of trust, 
liens, guaranties, and other instruments herein provided for and 
the compliance of the Railroad Company with the requirements 
of this instrument shall be approved by the Secretary of War. 

5. For all purposes hereunder and for the determination of the 
amount of first lien bonds in respect of which interest will be 
guaranteed as hereinbefore provided, the actual cost of construction 
and equipment of the railways herein designated as the '^Southern 
Lines in so far as they or any of them are now unconstructed or 
imequipped in whole or in part, shall be deemed to be the actual 
cost, nrst, of all necessary land for buildings, right of way, and 
other railway purposes; second, of all materials and labor including 
transportation of employees, tools, implements, plant, and animals 
used in such construction and equipment, marine and fire insurance 
upon anv such material, machmery, and so forth, used in and 
expended upon or in aid of the construction of the roadbeds, 
tracks, and bridges, and in and about the building of telegraph, 
telephone, and electrical transmission lines, sidings and switches, 
depots, terminals, roimd-houses, turn-tables, water stations, repair 
and machine shops, freight houses, docks, wharves, warehouses, 
waiting rooms, dining rooms, hotels and employees' boarding houses, 
and all other appropriate buildings and structures necessary for the 
construction, maintenance, and operation of said railwav lines on 
plans approved by the Governor-General; third, of all expenses 
of engineering, surveying, and supervising in the Philippine Islands 
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both of the Railroad Company and of the Government connected 
with the building of said railroads herein designated the '^ Southern 
Lines'' and all legal expenses connected with the acquiring of land 
therefor, such expenses of the Government to be borne and paid 
by the Railroad Company upon demand of the Government; fourth, 
of all expenses and outlays necessarily incurred by the Railroad 
Company, or damages done to the property of the Railroad Com- 
pany forming a part of said ''Southern Lmes," arising from acts 
of rebellion, ladronism, outlawry, earthquakes, or through action 
of the elements or other accidents or acts of God; fifth, of all 
equipment of every name and nature necessary for the operation 
or tne railway lines herein designated the ''Southern Lines/' 
including locomotives, passenger and freight cars, wrecking cars, 
and of all tools, implements, and machinery for the construction, 
operation, and repair of said railway lines; sixth, every other 
outlay and expense of whatever character and wheresoever made, 
actually incurred in and about the construction and equipment 
of the lines of railway herein designated the "Southern Lines" 
and whether included in any of the specific items of cost herein 
enumerated or not; seventh, interest at four per centum per annum 
upon all sums expended for such construction and equipment from 
the respective dates at which outlays are made imtil the issue and 
dehvery in aid of such construction and equipment, of the bonds 
respecting which the Government will so guarantee interest, less 
any net earnings arising from the operation of any portion of said 
lines herein designated the "Southern Lines" during construction; 
eighth, for the contractors' profit, and such general expense outside 
of the Philippine Islands as it may be necessary for the Railroad 
Company to mcur in connection with such lines herein desi^ated 
the "Southern Lines," preliminary to the acceptance of thS con- 
tract, there shall be added as a part of said total cost of construction 
to be determined as above an amount equal to fifteen and one-half 
per centum of such actual total cost: Provided^ That the cost of 
materials, supplies, and equipment shall be the actual first cost 
thereof to the Railroad Company or its contractor or contractors 
dehvered on the ground where it is to be used, and that the cost 
of labor, superintendence, and administration shall be the actual 
wages, salaries, and fees paid in good faith by the Railroad Com- 
pany or its contractor or contractors, and shall not include any 
commissions, allowances, profits, rebates, or drawbacks to any 
third person. 

All plans for work to be hereafter done hereimder or under said 
concessionary grant or contract of August twenty-eighth, nineteen 
hundred and six, upon or in connection with said railways herein 
designated the "Southern Lines" shall be subject to the approval of 
the Governor-General, the work itself shall be subject to his inspec- 
tion, all bUls and construction accounts shall be subject to the audit 
of the Government, and the employment of labor in or about such 
construction shall be at all times under the reasonable direction of 
the Governor-General of the Philippine Islands. 

To determine the amount of nrst lien bonds in respect of which 
interest will be guaranteed as hereinbefore provided to be issued and 
delivered on account of the amount heretofore expended on the 
construction and equipment of the railways, or any part or parts

thereof, herein designated the "Southern Lines/' such amount shall 
be deemed to be the amount actually expended under the various 
heads hereinabove in this para^aph particularly specified, with the 
exception of that numbered eight, it being imderstood that con- 
tractors' or construction profits are not to be included. 

6. The Government through the auditing, engineering, and rail- 
road bureaus thereof, and by such other agencies as may be fixed 
by law, shall have the power, by monthly or other regular inspection 
or the books, accounts, vouchers and other papers of the railways 
herein designated the "Southern Lines" or by special inspection if 
in its jud^ent necessary to keep itself advised of the financial 
conditions and operations of the Railroad Company with respect to 
said railways designated the "Southern Lines" to enable it to exer- 
cise the powers vested in the Government in respect of this contract, 
and specially to verify the statements in the financial reports of the 
Railroad Company as to the construction, maintenance and opera- 
tion of said railways herein designated the "Southern Lines" with 
a view to the proper enforcement and execution of the obligations of 
the Railroad Company with respect thereto as contained in this 
instrument. 

In making any reports to the Government or any of its officers or 
Bureaus that may be required by law from time to time the Railroad 
Company shall make a separate and independent report as to each 
of the systems of railways herein designated the "Northern Lines" 
and the "Southern Lines." 

7. If the Railroad Company make breach of any of the conditions 
hereof, or of any of the obligations by it assumed hereunder in 
respect to the construction of said railways herein designated the 
"Southern Lines," and shall allow the same to continue for upwards 
of four months after notice in writing from the Government to the 
Railroad Company, then in such case at any time thereafter the 
Government may at its option and at the cost and expense of the 
Raiboad Company do and perform any and all acts and things 
which it may deem useful and necessary to insure the construction, 
eouipment, and completion of the railways herein designated the 
"Southern Lines" or the fulfillment of such conditions or obliga- 
tions, as the case may be, and in said event such cost and expense 
shall thereupon thenceforth be and become a hen upon the railways 
herein designated the "Southern Lines" and all franchises and 
property relating thereto, subject only to the first mortgage thereon 
securing the first Hen bonds respecting which the Government may 
guarantee interest as herein provided, and shall be enforceable by 
Foreclosure in the same maimer as if secured by a second mortgage. 
The remedy and rehef given to the Government by this paragraph 
shall be considered as an additional remedy and relief, and shall 
not exclude the Government from any remedy, rehef, or right of 
action which said Government might otherwise have. 

8. The words "Railroad Company" herein shall be held to include 
and apply to the successors and assigns of the party of the second 
part hereto; and the said concessionary ^ant or contract of August 
twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and six, as heretofore amended 
shall contmue in full force and effect except as herein amended and 
modified. 
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9. By the acceptance hereof the Railroad Company stipulates 
and agrees to construct said railways herein designated the "South- 
ern Lmes" in accordance with the terms and conditions herein im- 
posed and in perpetuity properly to maintain and operate them as 
commercial railways and common carriers in a maimer suitable to 
the local conditions; but this instrument shall not take effect until 
the Railroad Company shall have presented to the Secretary of 
War the necessary consents to postpone the lien of the existing 
mortgages of the Railroad Company on the railways herein des- 
ignated the "Southern Lines" to the lien of the mortgage thereon 
to be executed by the Railroad Company hereunder to secure the 
bonds, the interest on which to any extent shall be guaranteed by 
the Government hereimder, and the lien of the Grovemment for any 

Eayments made by it under its said guaranty, and the lien of the 
rovemment for any cost and expense it may incur under the fore- 
going paragraph numbered seven, and the same shall have been 
approved by him. 

In witness whereof, by virtue of authority conferred upon him, 
this instrument, in triphcate, is executed by the Governor-General 
of the Philippine Islands on behalf of the PhiUppine Government.

Sec. 2. The Governor-General of the Philippine Islands is 
hereby authorized and directed to execute, for and on behalf of the 
Philippine Government, the concessionary contract or grant set 
out m section one hereof, after its approval by the Secretary of 
War, and to receive on said behalf one of the triplicate copies 
thereof, when the same are fully executed, and when the bond. given 
by the Manila Railroad Companv in compUance with the require- 
ments of section three of the Act of the PhiHppine Commission 
Numbered Fifteen hundred and ten shall have oeen extended to 
cover the terms and conditions of this instrument in a form accept- 
able to the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 3. The proper officers of the Philippine Government are 
hereby authorized and directed to do the acts and perform the

officials who are prohibited from exacting, demanding or receiving any fee for 
service in obtaining loans. 

By authority of the United States, he it ena^cted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 
Section 1. Section ten of Act Numbered Eighteen himdred and 
sixty-five, entitled *^An Act creating a Government Agricultural 
Bank of the PhiUppine Islands and appropriating for funds thereof 
the sum of one miihon pesos,'' is hereby amended to read as follows: 

* *Sec. 10. The bank may make loans only for the payment or satis- 
faction of incumbrances on agricultural lands, for the construction, 
repair, or maintenance of drainage and irrigation works, for the pur- 
chase of fertilizers, agricultural seeds, machinery, implements, or 
animals to be used exclusively by the borrower for agricultural pur- 

Eoses, to aid in the purchase of agricultural land, to clear land and 
ring it under immediate cultivation, to pay for labor emploved in 
agricultural work, and to pay any other expense connected with 

fJanting, raising, cultivating, harvesting, or caring for any kind of 
arm crop or agricultural produce, or preparing the same for market;

resepective municipal councils, on or before October first; nineteen 
hundred and nine, a date for the celebration of the sumual fiesta of 
the municipality. The resolution of the municipal council shall be 
approved by the provincial board prior to its taking effect, and when 
the date of the fiesta of the municipality shall have been set by the 
council and approved by the provincial hoard, it shall not be altered 
except by a special act of the Legislature, and the fiesta of the munici- 
paUty shall be held on the same date every year. In the case of 
municipalities which were separate upon the date of enactment of 
the Municipal Code but which have been subsequently consolidated, 
the municipal coimcil shall, by resolution, select a date for the cele- 
bration of the Jlesta of the municipality, in the same manner as here- 
inbefore provided for ordinary municipalities. When new munici- 
paUties are created by executive order of the Governor-General or 
Act of the Legislature, the municipal councils of the municipalities 
so created shall, within three montns after the date of their organi- 
zation, select a date for the celebration of the fiesta of the munici- 
paUtv, which shall also be approved by the provincial board and 
which, upon being so approved, shall not be changed except by an 
Act of the Legislature: Provided, further, That in establisning the 
fiesta for the puehlo, the municipal council shall give preference to a 
date which, by reason of some important event in the municipaUty, 
the province, the Philippine Archipelago, or in the United States, or 
of the titular feast of the town, may be considered memorable and 
worthy of being commemorated by a local fiesta: And provided, 
finally. That no card games or games of chance of any kina shall be 
permitted on the premises of the cockpit.

AN ACT Amending sections twenty-two, twenty-six, thirty-one and thirty-two of Act 
Numbered Seventeen himdred and sixty-one, referred to as "The Opium Act," by 
providing for the disposition of all taxes, fines, and all other moneys collected under 
this Act, increasing the penalties for the violation of sections thirty-one and thirty- 
two, repealing section twenty-seven, and for other purposes. 

By authority of the United States, he it eriacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. Section twenty-two of Act Numbered Seventeen hun- 
dred and sixty-one, entitled "An Act gradually to restrict and 
regulate the sale and use of opium pending the ultimate prohibition 
of the importation of opium into the Philippine Islands in whatever 
form except for medicinal purposes as provided by the Act of Con- 
gress approved March third, mneteen hundred and. five, and prohib- 
iting any. person from having the possession of opium, cocaine, or 
alpha or beta eucaine in any of their several forms, or any derivative 
or preparation of any such drugs or substances, except for medicinal 
purposes, and to repeal Act Numbered 'Fourteen hundred and sixty- 
one, and for other purposes," is hereby amended to read as follows: 

'*Sec. 22. Any person claiming such seized property shall file his 
claim thereto as prescribed in the notice provided for in the preceding 
section, and shall deposit with the Collector of Internal Revenue a 
bond executed to the Government of the Philippine Islands in the 
sum of five hundred pesos, duly approved by said Collector of Internal 
Revenue, and conditioned that the claimant will pay all costs and 
expenses of forfeiture and sale of the property in case forfeiture and 
sale thereof are adjudged. On the filing of such a bond the Collector 
of Internal Revenue snail proceed against such seized property in the 
same maimer as is prescribed by Act Numbered Eleven hundred and 
eighty-nine, as amended, for the forfeiture and sale of property seized 
thereunder. If no person claims such seized property, or if the 
claimant does not give such a bond, such seized property shall be 
considered abandoned, and shall be disposed ot as any pubKc 
property." 

Sec. 2. Section twenty-six of said Act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

'*Sec. 26. Taxes, fines, and all other moneys collected by virtue 
of any of the provisions of this Act, shall be covered into the Insular 
Treasury and shall constitute a special fimd to be devoted solely to 
the following purposes: 

'* First. The carrying out of the provisions of this Act and the 
provisions of paragraph eight of section eleven of the Act of Congress 
approved March third, nineteen himdred and five, entitled "An Act 
to revise and amend the tariff laws of the Philippine Islands, and for 
other purposes; 

'^Second. The payment of the reasonable expenses, in some 
reputable hospital, of those desiring to be cured of the opium habit; 

'* Third. The payment of salanes of FiHpinos who have been 
appointed Insular teachers; 

''Fourth. The construction of schoolhouses and school buildings 
in the various municipahties of the Islands: Provided, That twenty- 
five per centum of alt fines imposed by reason of violations of tms 
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Act shall be paid to the person who furnished the original evidence, 
properly substantiated, which led to the detection of the offense 
and the imposition of the fine. The name of the informer shall be 
specified in the judgment of the court when a conviction is had in a 
court: Provided, That in all cases in which no fine is imposed but 
where the sentence is one for imprisonment or deportation, or when 
compromise is effected as provided in section twenty-five hereof, 
there shall be paid to the informer an amoimt approved by the 
Secretary of Finance and Justice, not exceeding one thousand pesos 
in any one case. The fund herebv provided is hereby appropnated 
for the purposes of this section and snail be expended therefor on the 
approval or the Governor-General." 

Sec. 3. Section thirty-one of the said Act Numbered Seventeen 
hundred and sixty-one, is herebv amended to read as follows: 

''Sec. 31. Any imauthorized person owning, carrying, holding, 
having, controlhng, having possession of, or knowingly having on 
his premises, any opium, cocaine, alpha or beta eucaine, or any 
derivative or preparation of such drugs or substances, on and after 
March first, nineteen hundred and eight, shall be punished bv a 
fine not exceeding ten thousand pesos, nor less than three hundred 
pesos, or by imprisonment for not exceeding^ five years, nor less 
than three montns, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court: Provided, however, That m the case of the 
commission of a second offense under the provisions of this section, 
any person so convicted, if other than a citizen of the United States 
or a citizen of the Philippine Islands, may, by order of the court, 
be deported." 

Sec. 4. Section thirty-two of the said Act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

"Sec. 32. On and after March first, nineteen hundred and eight, 
it shall be unlawful for any person in the Philippine Islands to 
inhale, smoke, chew, swallow, inject, or otherwise use or permit 
to be used in or on his body any opium, except for medicinal purposes, 
and then only upon prescription of a duly licensed and practicing 
physician. 

''Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding ten thousand pesos nor less than 
three hundred pesos, or by imprisonment for not exceeding five 
years, nor less than three months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the court: Provided, however, Thst 
m the case of the commission of a second offense under the provisions 
of this section, any person so convicted, if other than a citizen of 
the United States or a citizen of the Philippine Islands, may, by 
order of the court, be deported." 

Sec. 5. The amendments made by sections three and four of 
this Act to sections thirty-one and thirty-two of Act Numbered 
Seventeen hundred and sixty-one shall not affect offenses committed 
prior to the passage of this Act, and as to such offenses said sections 
as enacted bv Act Numbered Seventeen hundred and sixty-one shall 
remain in full force and effect.

By authority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. Section two hundred and fiftv-two of Act Num- 
bered Three hundred and fifty-five, entitled "An Act to constitute 
the customs service of the Philippine Archipelago and to provide 
for the administration thereof, is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

"Sec. 252. Merchandise duly entered for warehouse may remain 
in bonded warehouses for a period of two years from the time of 
arrival, which period may be further extended for not more than 
one year by the Insular Collector whenever sufficient reasons for 
such extension are presented to him. Merchandise not withdrawn 
at the completion of the prescribed period shall be sold at auction 
by the Collector."

Act providing for the widening of the streets and the adjustment of ownership of 
land located within certain specified limits in the municipality of Cebu, Province 
of Cebu," by granting larger powers to the committee thereby created. 

By authority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. Section one of Act Numbered Thirteen hundred and 
ninety-three, as amended, is hereby further amended to read as fol- 
lows: ^ 

"Section 1. The Governor-General, with the consent of the Phil- 
ippine Commission, is hereby authorized to appoint a committee of 
nve persons to continue the work of the committee appointed by reso- 
lution of the Commission of March twenty-first, nineteen hundred and 
five, to provide plans for the widening of such streets as may be desir- 
able and proper and to lay out new streets within the so-called ' burnt 
area' in tne municipaUty of Cebu, Province of Cebu, to adjust all ques- 
tions of ownership of all land within the said burnt area, and to make 
such equitable allotment and adjustment of the land within the said 
burnt area as may be necessary and practicable, caused by the widen- 
ing of existing streets and in the laying out of new streets. All future 
vacancies on the committee hereby established shall be filled by 
appointment by the Governor-General. The committee heretofore 
appointed under the provisions of Act Numbered Thirteen hun- 
dred and ninety-three is hereby discharged from further duty and shall 
turn over all books, papers, records and accounts to the committee

"Said committee shall from time to time, as may be necessary, pre- 
pare suitable building and sanitary ordinances for the said burnt area 
and submit them to the Governor-General for approval who shall 
modify, amend or approve the same and transmit them through said 
committee to the municipal council of Cebu, and upon receipt thereof 
by said council such ordmances shall be and have all the force of mu- 
nicipal ordinances within said burnt area. Said committee may also 
in hke manner and subject to the same approval prepare ordinances 
for the purposes set forth in subsections (f), (h), (^), (7), (it), (Z), (m), 
(n), (0), (p), (2), (s), (u), (v), (da), (dd)y and (jj) of section thirty-nine 
of Act Numbered Eighty-two and in subsections (e), (g), (h) of sec- 
tion forty of said Act Numbered Eighty-two, and such ordinances 
when so as aforesaid approved and transmitted to the municpal coun- 
cil shall have full force and effect as ordinances within said area and it 
shall be the duty of each and all of the officers and employees of the 
municipality to enforce the same as ordinances of the mumcipality of 
Cebu. 

"Said committee is further empowered by resolution approved by

The municipaUty of Cebu is hereby authorized to grant 
and convey to said committee, for the purpose specified, all esteros, 
streets, alleys, and other property owneo. by said municipality within 
said burnt area, and to accept and authorize the new streets and widen- 
ing of such existing streets as are shown on the map referred to in the 
E receding section. The municipality of Cebu and the committee 
ereby created are each of them authorized and empowered to con- 
demn the lands of private persons or corporations not conveying their 
property to the said committee, and the procedure to be followed in 
such cases of condemnation shall be the same as that provided in the 
Code of Civil Procedure for the exercise of the right of eminent domain:

Article VI of the franchise contained in section two 
of Act Numbered Eighteen hundred and forty-two is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

"Art. VI. As a guarantee that this franchise has been accepted

with the Insular Treasurer, five thousand pesos, or negotiable bonds 
of the United States or other securities, approved bv the Secretary 
of Conmierce and Police, of the face value of five thousand pesos: 
Provided, however. That if the deposit is made in money the same 
shall be deposited at interest in some interest-paying baiik approved 
by the Secretarv of Commerce and Police, and all mterest accruing 
and due on such deposit shall be collected by the Insular Treasurer 
and paid to the grantees, (his) their successors or assies, on demand : 
And provided further. That if the deposit made with the^ Insular 
Treasurer be negotiable bonds of the United States or other interest- 
bearing securities approved by the Secretary of Commerce and Police 
the interest on such bonds or securities shall be collected by the Insular 
Treasurer and paid over to the grantees, (his) their successors or 
assigns, on demand. 

"Should the said grantees, (his) their successors or assigns, for 
any other cause than the act of God, the public enemy, usurped or 
military power, martial law, riot, civil commotion, or inevitable 
cause, fail, refuse, or neglect to begin within eighteen months from 
the date of the acceptance of this franchise the business of trans- 
mitting messages by telephone, or fail, refuse, or neglect to be fully 
equipped and ready to operate within eighteen months from the date 
or the acceptance of this franchise one hundred telephones in the 
municipality of Iloilo according to the terms of this franchise, then 
the deposit prescribed by this article to be made with the Insular 
Treasurer, whether in money, bonds, or other securities, shall become 
the property of the Insular Government, as liquidated damages caused

by act of God, the public enemy, usurped or military power, martial 
law, riot, civil commotion, or inevitable cause.''

AN ACT To amend Act Numbered Seventeen hundred and sixty-seven, entitled "An 
Act making permanent continuing annual appropriations to encourage the produc- 
tion of tobacco and to protect the interests of the tobacco-manufacturing industries 
of the Philippine Islands bjr providing bounties for the erowers of leaf tobacco, and 
for other purposes, ' ' by providing that a larger number of bounties of smaller amounts 
may be given, and for other purposes. 

By authority of the United States j he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, tmt: 

Section 1. Section one of Act Numbered Seventeen hundred 
and sixty-seven is hereby amended to read as follows: 

"Section 1. Beginning with the calendar year nineteen hundred 
and nine, and each year thereafter, there shall be paid bounties to 
growers of tobacco under the following conditions: 

"(a) Three thousand pesos in the Province of Cagavan, three 
thousand pesos in the Province of Isabela, two thousand two hun- 
dred and fifty pesos in the Province of La Union, to be expended 
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in bounties for the encouragement of the tobacco-raising industry, 
under the rules and regulations to be made by the Director of Agri- 
culture, subject to the approval of the Secretary of the Interior. 

"(6) Each of the provinces named in the preceding paragraph 
shall be divided into districts not to exceed four in number in each 
province by the Director of Agriculture, subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior. 

'^(c) In the rrovinces of Cagayan and Isabela sums not to exceed 
four himdred pesos each, and in the Province of La Union a sum 
not to exceed three himdred pesos may be expended out of the fimds 
hereby appropriated, in each calendar year, for the traveling expenses, 
per diems, or any other expenses of the committee hereinafter pro- 
vided for. Growers of leaf tobacco desiring to compete for the 
boimties provided for above shall register as competitors with the 
provincial treasurer at the time of planting each year's crop, or as 
soon thereafter as practicable, and the treasurer of each province 
shall by frequent piiblication, not less than once a quarter or of tener 
if advisable, by bando, or otherwise, in each town inform all growers 
of leaf tobacco regarding the payment of these boimties and the 
steps necessary to be taken to enter the contest. A standing com- 
mittee in each province is hereby constituted to pass on the claims 
of the various competitors. Said committee shall be composed of 
the provincial treasurer, a representative from the Bureau of Agri- 
culture to be designated in each province by the Director of that 
Bureau, and a third member to oe a planter of or dealer in leaf 
tobacco in each province to be selected by the other two members 
of the committee. This committee shall convene on the call of the 
provincial treasurer, shall provide such rules for the discharge of 
its commission as may be needed to suit local conditions in each 

1)rovince, and their report each year on the names of the growers of 
eaf tobacco entitled to the various bounties shall be in the form 
of a certified resolution signed by the three members of said com- 
mittee and forwarded to the Governor-General of the Philippine 
Islands. A copy of said resolution shall also be forwarded to the 
Insular Auditor and a copy to the Collector of Internal Revenue and 
the Director of Agriculture. 

''(d) The balances appropriated in section one (a) hereof shall 
in each province be equally divided among the several districts, so 
that each district shall receive its proportionate amount, said amount 
to be subdivided into two parts. The first part shall be distributed 
in the proportion of fifty per centum, thirty per centum, and twenty 
per centum to the growers, in their order of merit, of leaf tobacco 
m said district who plant not less than one hectare nor more than 
ten hectares and who produce the largest number of marketable 
leaves per hectare. Leaves taken from rattoons or suckers shall not 
be considered a part of the crop on which awards are to be made. 
The second part shall be distributed in the proportion of fifty per 
centum, thirty per centum, and twenty per centum to the growers, 
in their order oi merit, of leaf tobacco in said district who cultivate 
not less than one hectare nor more than ten hectares and who sort 
the tobacco leaves harvested on such holding in the most xmif orm 
maimer as regards the size, quaUty, coloring, and so forth, of the 
leaves." 

Sec. 2. Section two of said Act Numbered Seventeen himdred and 
sixty-seven is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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''Sec. 2. A permanent continuing appropriation to pay the com- 
mittee expenses and boimties above specined is hereby made, and 
the Insular Auditor shall, upon the approval of the Director of Agri- 
culture, paj the former by warrant direct, and the latter to each 
grower entitled thereto by warrant, in the name of such grower, to 
DC delivered to him by the provincial treasurer and to be paid out of 
the Insular Treasury from any moneys not otherwise appropriated.

sons in justice of the peace courts.

Section thirty-four of Act Numbered One hundred 
and ninety, entitled '*An Act providing a Code of Procedure in Civil 
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Actions and Special Proceedings in the Philippine Islands/' i& hereby- 
amended to read as follows: 

'*Seo. 34. Employment of lawyers not required. — ^Any party may 
conduct his litigation in a court of a justice of the peace in person 
or with the aid of an agent or friend appointed by him for that 
purpose, or with the aid of a lawyer: Provided j however j That no 
person not duly authorized to practice law may engage in the occu- 
pation of appearing for or defending other persons in justice of the 
peace courts without first being authorized for that purpose by the 
judge of the Court of First Instance of the district within which the 
justice of the peace court is situated. Such authority shall only be 
granted to a person who is a citizen of the PhiKppine Islands, or of 
the United States, twenty-one years of age, of good moral character, 
and who possesses the necessary qualifications of learning and ability. 
The persons so authorized may charge for their services a reason- 
able compensation, which shall not exceed five pesos for all services 
rendered in any one criminal or civil case. The judge of the Court

AN ACT Amending sections sixteen and seventeen of Act Numbered Five hundred 
and ninety-seven, entitled ''An Act regxdating the practice of pharmacy in the 
Philippine Islands." 

By authority oftTie United States j he it eruicted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. Section sixteen of Act Numbered Five hundred and 
ninety-seven is hereby amended to read as follows: 

''Sec. 16. Every person desiring to begin the practice of phar- 
macy in the Philippme Islands after the passage of this Act shall 
apply to the Board of Pharmaceutical Examiners for a certificate 
oi registration as registered pharmacist, but no certificate as second- 
class pharmacist (practicante de farmacia) shall be issued to any 
such person by the Board. Each applicant shall submit to an 
examination in the following subjects: General chemistry, organic 
and inorganic, as applied to pharmacy; physics as applied to 
pharmacy; botany; pharmacology; pharmacognosy; qualitative 
analytical chemistry and its special application to the analysis of 
medicaments and food stuffs; quantitative analytical chemistry; 
elementary toxicology and toxicological analysis and microscopy; 
practical pharmaceutical preparations and compounding of pre- 
scriptions. For each such certificate the secretary-treasurer of the 
Board shall collect a fee of ten dollars, and the Board of Phar- 
maceutical Examiners shall issue a certificate of registration as 
registered pharmacist to each applicant who passes a satisfactory 
examination in these subjects, and who submits satisfactory proof 
that he is over twenty-one years of age, that he has followea the 
above-mentioned courses and been examined therein in a legally 
chartered school, college, or university in which the said subjects 
or pharmaceutical studies generally are taught, that he is of good 
reputation, and has had at least two years of practical experience 
in some place where the prescriptions of physicians were com- 
pounded and drugs, medicmes, and poisons were dispensed and 
sold at retail: Prwided, That any person who has heretofore been 
admitted to examination before the Board of Pharmaceutical Exam- 
iners, under the conditions prescribed in this Act, may hereafter 
present himself for examination without complying with the condi-

prescription, drug, chemical, medicme, or poison imder any fraud- 
ulent name, direction, or pretense, or to adulterate any drug, 
chemical, medicine, or poison so used, sold, or offered for sale. 
Any drug, chemical, medicine, or poison shall be held to be adul- 
terated or deteriorated within the meaning of this Act if it differs 
from the standard of quality or purity given in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia. Any person violating the provisions of this Act 
shall, upon conviction, oe punished by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars. It shall likewise be unlawful to compound or 
dispense physicians' or veterinarians' prescriptions, recipes or for- 
mulas which are written in cipher or m which there are employed 
imusual names of drugs which differ from the names ordmarily 
used for such drugs in standard pharmacopoeias or formularies. 

^*Any person violating this provision shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than five hundred dollars, and in case of a recurrence 
of the offense the Board of Examiners may, upon conviction of the 
offender, revoke his certificate of re^tration in accordance with 
the provisions of section fourteen of tms Act."

"Section 1. In any case where an officer or employee of the

provincial government, and it appears to the satisfaction of the 
Grovemor-General that medical attendance on such officer or em- 
ployee is necessary to preserve his life, the Governor-General may 
order any medical officer in the emplov of the Insular or of a pro- 
vincial government to attend sucn ill person and, if necessary, 
conduct him to the nearest hospital for treatment.

By authority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
laturey that: 
Section 1. In pursuance of the provisions of sections sixty-six, 
sixty-seven, sixty-eight, and sixty-nine of the Act of Congress 
approved July first, nineteen hundred and two, entitled "An Act 
temporarily to provide for the administration of the affairs of civil 
government in the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes, the 
municipalitv of Iloilo is hereby authorized to incur an inaebtedness 
of one nimdred and fifty thousand dollars in gold coin of the United 
States, and the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to issue, 
in the name and on behalf of the municipality of Iloilo, Province 
of Iloilo, its bonds covering the said indebtedness for the purpose 
of providing fimds to construct necessary sewer and drainage facili- 
ties, to secure a sufficient supply of water, and necessary buildings 
for primary public schools in said mimicipality of Iloilo. The bonds 
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thus authorized shall be issued and dated January first, nineteen 
hundred and ten; shall bear interest at the rate of four per centum 
per annum payable quarterly in said gold coin, and shall be redeem- 
able at the pleasure of the municipality of Iloilo after ten years 
from date of issue, and payable thn*ty years after date of issue in 
said gold coin. Both prmcipal and interest shall be payable at the 
Treasury of the United States. The said bonds shall be in regis- 
tered form, in denominations of one thousand to ten thousand dol- 
lars, in proportions to suit the purchasers, thereof, and shall be 
registerea and transferable at the office of the Treasury Department 
of the United States at Washington, District of Colmnbia. The 
said bonds are declared, by section one of the Act of Congress approved 
February sixth, nineteen hundred and five, entitled ''An Act to 
amend an Act approved July first, nineteen hundred and two, 
entitled 'An Act temporarily to provide for the administration of 
the affairs of civil government in the Philippine Islands, and for 
other purposes,' and to amend an Act approved March eighth, nine- 
teen nimdred and two, entitled 'An Act temporarily to provide 
revenue for the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes,' and to 
amend an Act approved March second, nineteen himdred and three, 
entitled 'An Act to establish a standard of value and to provide

Sec. 3. Upon report being made by the Secretary of War to the 
Auditor ana Treasurer of the Philippine Islands or the amount of 
bonds so issued and sold by him, the amount realized from such 
sale or sales, and the numbers and denominations of said bonds so 
sold, the date of such deposit and the name of such depository, 
the same shall be made a matter of record by said Insular Officials 
in their respective offices, and immediately thereafter shall be reported 
by said Auditor to the municipal council of the municipaEty of 
Iloilo. 

Sec. 4. The proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be placed 
by the Treasurer of the PhiUppine Islands to the credit of the " pubUc 
works bond issue of the municipality of Iloilo," and shall only be 
withdrawn therefrom by appropriation by the municipal council of 
Iloilo, approved by the Governor-General of the Philippine Islands, 
for the puiposes mentioned in this Act. 

Sec. 5. Commencing with the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and ten, and each succeeding year thereafter 
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until said bonds shall have been paid, there is hereby appropriated 
a continuing annual appropriation, authorized to be paid out of 
any funds in the Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, of 
such sum as may be necessary to meet the annual interest payments 
upon the bonds issued in accordance with this Act. 

Sec. 6. Commencing with the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and twelve, and each succeeding year thereafter 
until said bonds shall have been paid, there is hereby appropriated 
a continuing annual appropriation, authorized to be paid out of 
any funds m the Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
of one thousand nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars, money of 
the United States for each one hundred thousand dollars, and pro- 
portionally for each fraction thereof, of bonds issued in accordance 
with this Act. Said sum so appropriated and the interest thereon 
shall be invested by the Insular Treasurer in such manner as may 
be approved by the Governor-General, and shall constitute a sinking 
fund for the payment of said bonds. 

Sec. 7. The funds so appropriated shall be reimbursed by the 
municipality of Iloilo from tne current revenues of the municipality 
within ninety days after same shall have been so paid as interest 
or placed in said sinking fund by the said Insular Treasurer. In 
case the municipal council of the municipality of Iloilo shall fail 
to make such reimbursement, the provincial treasurer of the Province 
of Iloilo is hereby authorized and directed to withhold from the 
revenues of the municipality of Iloilo that may come in his possession 
an amount sufficient to make the, or any, reimbursement above 
provided for, and shall deposit same with the Treasurer of the Philip- 
pine Islands as and for the, or any, reimbursement aforesaid. 

Sec. 8. The Director of Public Works of the PhiUppine Islands 
shall have exclusive charge and control of all work to be done and 
improvements to be made under the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 9. This Act shall take effect upon the consent and approval 
of the President and the Congress of the United States.

tical nursing in such hospital or hospitals as he may designate. 

Students m order to be eligible to appointment under the provi- 
sions of this Act must be holders of certificates of completion of 
the intermediate cmirse in the public schools, and must be at least 
nineteen years of age. 

Seo. 2. As soon as possible after the Director of Education shall 
certify that the classes provided for in the last preceding section

Palawan and Mindoro, shall select in accordance with rules pre- 
scribed by the Director of Education from among the female 
students in the municipalities of their province those who, in the 
judgment of said supermtendents, are best qualified to receive the 
instruction and training hereinbefore provided for, and shall recom- 
mend them to the Director of Education for appointment. 

Seo. 3. The total number of students which may be selected for 
said classes may not exceed for the first year twenty, which number 
shall be in addition to the thirty scholarships provided for in Act 
Numbered Eighteen hundred and seventy-three, the appointees to 
which are hereby declared to come within the provisions of this Act, 
and whose expenses for the fiscal jear nineteen hundred and ten 
shall be paid from the sum herein appropriated; thereafter the 
students already selected, or others in their places, and twenty new 
students each year shall be provided for in the appropriation Acts.

AN ACT Providing for the consolidation of all libraries belongng to any branch of 
the Philippine Insular Government for the creation of "The Philippines Library," 
and for the maintenance and regulation of the same, and for other purposes. 

By authority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. A board of five members is hereby constituted consist- 
ing of the Secretary of Public Instruction, the Secretary of the 
Interior, the Secretary of Finance and Justice, and two other mem- 
bers to be appointed annually by the Governor-General, which shall 
be known as 'The Philippines library Board.'' 

Sec. 2. All libraries ot every kind and character belonging to the 
Insular Government of the Philippine Islands, or to any Department, 
Bureau, or subdivision of the same shall be consolidated under the 
general management of the Board created by section one of this Act, 
as hereinafter provided, and shall collectively be known as ''The 
Philippines Library.'' 

Sec. 3. The Philippines Library Board shall divide the Library 
into such divisions as are necessary and proper for the correct and 
advantageous classification of the books^ papers, periodicals, and 
documents belonging to such Ubrary, having among other divisions, 
a division of Filipimana, a law division, a scientific division, and a 
circulating division, in which latter shall be included the present 
American Circulating Library. The scientific division shall be housed 
in the building of the Bureau of Science, the law division shall be 
hoiised in such place as the Supreme Court may direct, and other 
divisions shall be consolidated and housed in one place so far as 

gossible, but this shall not be done if, in the judgment of such Library 
►oard, the purposes of the library can better be served by having 
one or more of such divisions located in another place than at the 
place of the main library. When a division is located in some other 

{)lace than at the place of the main library, property responsibility 
or the custody of the books shall rest upon tne bureau or Office in 
which it is located, and the employees occupied in cataloguing and 
caring for the books shall be employees of such Bureau or Office. 
As soon as practicable there shall be prepared and housed in the 
main library a complete catalogue of all hooks and publications belong- 
ing to the Philippines Library and each of its divisions. No purchases 
of books or puDUcations shall be made for any section or division of 
such library except by such Library Board, and such Board shall 
avoid, as far as is consistent with the needs of the library, the dupli- 
cation of purchases, by bringing to the attention of the proper Secre- 
tary of Department or of the Governor-General, as the case may be, 
orders involving such duplication. Appropriations for the purchase 
of books shall hereafter be made for the several divisions of the 
Philippines Library as provided by law or established by the Library 
Board. Requisitions for the purchase of books for any division shall 
be signed by the Chief of the Bureau or Office having custody of the 
bool^ of said division, and, after approval by the Secretary of the 
proper Department or the Governor-General, as the case may be, 
shall be transmitted to the Library Board, wnich shall examine the 
same with a view of avoiding, so tar as is consistent with the needs 
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of the library, the duplication of purchases, and said Board shall 
purchase the books of all the divisions of the library in such manner 
and in such quantities as will reduce the price of purchases to the 
minimum; and all books, papers, periodicals, documents, and other 
reading matter required lor the uses and purposes of the Philippines 
Library may be ordered and purchased by said Library Board with- 
out the intervention of the PurchasingAgent: Provided, That books 
for which requisition is made by any Bureau or Office shall be paid 
for out of the funds, if any, appropriated for such purpose for such 
Bureau or Office. 

Sec. 4. The said Library Board shall give particular attention to 
the making available of the said Ubrary, in all its parts, for the use 
of teachers and students of either public or private schools, bv the 
establishment of suitable reading rooms, and the opening of said 
Ubrary and reading rooms for such use, and for the use of the pubUc, 
under proper regulations, at all times, including hoUdays ana even- 
ings, and the said Board is empowered to make all rules and regula- 
tions for the use of such Ubrary. Such Board shall also make pro- 
vision for the temporary placing of books in the high school and 
in other pubUc schools, or with Bureaus which may desire to use 
certain books at certain times. 

Sec. 5. Said PhiUppines Library Board shaU serve without pay. 
and no appropriation is made for the enforcement of this Act. All 
appropriations heretofore made for Ubrary purposes which are left 
unexpended and all appropriations which shaU oe made for Ubrary 
purposes in the appropnation bill for the fiscal vear nineteen hundred 
ana ten for any Bureau or Office whatever are hereby made available 
for the uses of the said PhiUppines Library. 

Sec. 6. All officers and employees of the main Ubrary shaU be 
appointed by the Secretary of rubUc Instruction, with the approval 
or the .Library Board, and for administrative purposes, snaU be 
under the control of the Secretary of PubUc Instruction, and aU 
officers and employees of the Phihppine Government now engaged 
in duties or work in connection witn any one of the Ubraries now in 
existence which under this Act is transferred to and housed with 
the main Ubrary, may be continued in the service of the PhiUppines 
librarv, and shaU be paid from any funds which have been appro- 
priated for the payment of their salaries, or, in case of a vacancy, 
the place mav be fiUed by the said PhiUppines Library Board, pro- 
viding that the salary or wages in any case is not greater than that 
provided by law. 

Sec. 7. The PhiUppines Library is authorized to receive and accept 
ifts, donations, bequests, and transfers of property, money, or 
>ooks for the use and benefit of said PhiUppines Library. 

Sec. 8. The PhiUppines Library Board snaU make a special effort 
within the means at its disposal to procure and preserve from time 
to time aU books, papers, documents, and periodicals of every kind 
or class which relate to the history of the PhiUppine Islands or to the 
FiUpino people, and to provide a chief of the division of FiUpiniana 
witn proper qualifications to classify and arrange said historical 
coUection. 

Sec. 9. It shaU be the duty of the said Board at the end of each 
fiscal year to make a complete report of its operations, which report 
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shall be addressed to the Legislature, and to make such recommenda- 
tions as to it may seem wise as to the betterment of the said Library 
and as to the methods for increasing the efficiency of the same. 

Sec. 10. All Acts and parts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed.

ties for obtaining titles and the registration of property in the Philippine Islands, 
appropriating the sum of two hundred and five thousand pesos for the Judiciary and 
one hundred and fifty thousand pesos for the Bureau of Lands to meet the additional 
expenses involved, and for other purposes, " by providing that those who have prac- 
ticed their profession of surveyor in tne Philippine Islands prior to June first, nine- 
teen hundred and nine, under certain conditions, shall be authorized by the Director 
of Lands to make surveys for the Court of Land Registration without examina- 
tion^ and providing for the suspension of fees the payment whereof is prescribed in 
section one hundred and fourteen of Act Numbered Four hundred and ninety-six, 
as amended by section seven of Act Numbered Sixteen hundred and forty-eight, 
except the fees of the sheriff and the registrar of property, on all property not exceed- 
ing five hundred pesos in value, under certain conditions. 

By authority of the United States, be it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. Section five of Act Numbered Eighteen hundred and 
seventy-five is herebv amended to read as follows: 

''Sec. 5. It shall oe the duty of private surveyors who make sur- 
veys, maps, or plats of property for which registration of title is re- 
quested to comply witu the requirements of the preceding section 
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and to promptly send their reports, surveys, maps, and plats of such^ 
property to the Bureau of Lands for verincation. Private surveyors 
shall not be authorized to make surveys for the Court of Land Regis- 
tration unless they shall have passed either a civil-service examina- 
tion or an examination by the Bureau of Lands for the purpose of 
determining their qualifications: Provided, however. That surve^rors 
with an academic diploma issued by a duly established university, 
college, or school, wno have practiced their profession in the Phil- 
ippine Islands prior to June first, nineteen hundred and nine, shall 
be authorized dv the. Director of Lands to make surveys for the 
Court of Land Kegistration without the necessity of passing the 
examination provided by this section: Provided , however, That 
authority to make surveys may be denied, subject to appeal to the 
committee named in the fiext succeeding proviso of this section, if it 
appears that the holder of such diploma has made plans or surveys 
for the Court of Land Registration which were defective, incorrect or 
substantially erroneous. All surveys and plans made by private 
surveyors under said authorization shall be executed in strict ac- 
cordance with the 'Manual of instructions of surveys to be verified 
by the Director of Lands for presentation to the Court of Land Regis- 
tration' issued by the Bureau of Lands: And provided further. That 
whenever it shall appear to the Director of Lands that there is doubt 
as to the accuracy or any plan or survey made under such authoriza- 
tion, such survey or plan shall be subject to verification in the manner 
provided in section sixty-six of Act Numbered Nine hundred and 
twenty-six, and if it appear that the survey is defective, incorrect, 
or substantially erroneous, the Director or Lands may thereupon 
withdraw the authorization of said surveyor, subject to appeal by 
the surveyor, to be taken within five days of receipt of notice of the 
withdrawal, to a committee composed of the Governor-General, the 
Secretary of the Interior, and the judge of the Court of Land Regis- 
tration, the decision of which committee shall be final. If no appeal is 
taken as herein provided, or if the said comniittee shall approve the 
action of the Director of Lands in withdrawing from said surveyor 
the authorization to make surveys, such surveyor shall not be per- 
mitted to make surveys or plans for the Court of Land Registration 
without first having passed the examination provided for in this sec- 
tion. Pending appeal, the right of the surveyor to make surveys for 
the Court of Land Registration shall be suspended: And provided 
further. That under the designation of surveyors with academic 
diploma shall be recognized all those who, with similar diplomas in 
the time of the Spanish Government, were considered as such sur- 
veyors or as entitled to practice the said profession.'' 

Sec. 2. The fees payment whereof is prescribed in section one 
hundred and fourteen of Act Numbered Four hundred and ninety- 
six, as amended by section seven of Act Numbered Sixteen hundred 
and forty-eight, except the fees of the sheriff and the registrar of 
property shall be suspended on all property not exceeding five 
nundred pesos in value: Provided, however, That in order to enjoy 
the benefit of this section the applicant must be a poor person not 
having suflBcient means to pay the fees and he must apply to the 
Court of Land Registration for exemption from the said lees and 
charges, Th^ Cpurt pf Land Registration, if satisfied, upon full and 
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careful investigation, that such person has not suflBcient means to pay 
the fees and charges, shall order that the applicant be exempted from 
such payment.

AN ACT Authorizing the appointment of certain high school students as Government 
pupils while pursumg a course of training for teaching, and authorizing expenditure 
for such pupils from mnds designated by section twenty-six of Act Numbered Seven- 
teen hundred and sixty-one, as amended. 

By authority of the United States, he it €na,cted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. The Director of Education is hereby authorized, sub- 
ject to the conditions which the Secretary of Pubhc Instruction may 
require, to appoint Government students to receive the benefit of 
the provisions of this Act while pursuing a course in training for 
teacning in the PhiUppine Normal School. Students so appomted 
shall have completed at least the studies of the second year of a high- 
school course, except as elsewhere provided in this Act, and shall not 
be over twenty-one years of age. 

Sec. 2. The division supenntendents of schools of the provinces 
organized under Act Numbered Eighty-three, entitled ''The Pro- 
vincial Government Act," and those m the Provinces of Palawan and 
Mindoro, shall select from among the male and female students in 
the municipahties and townships inhabited by Christian tribes in 
their provinces those who, in the judgment of said superintendents, 
possess the best qualifications to receive the instruction hereinbefore 

{provided for, and shall recommend them to the Director of Education 
or appointment. Those appointed shall sign a contract by which 
they snail bind themselves to serve, upon the completion of the term 
of study, as municipal or Insular teachers in any of the municipalities 
of the province of their origin and faithfully to discharge the duties 
of the oflSce for the salary which may be fixed by competent authority 
during a period of time equal to that emploved by them in study 
under the privileges of this Act: Provided, Tnat in case no student 
possessing the qualifications specified in section one of this Act re- 
sides in a province and desires to accept appointment, selection may 
be made of the best quaUfied students residing in the province, who 
hold certificates of completion of the intermediate course and are 
enrolled as students in any public secondary school. 

Sec. 3. The total number of Students which may be appointed 
under this Act shall not exceed one hundred for the first year, and 
thereafter said number shall be determined in the appropriation 
Acts. The Director of Education shall distribute said number 
among the provinces organized under Act Numbered Eighty-three, 
and among the municipalities and townships of the Provinces of 
Palawan and Mindoro, taking into account the number of pupils in 
the public schools of each province during the term next preceding 
that when the selection is made: Provided, That at least one student 
shall be chosen from each province. 

Sec. 4. Students selected shall be entitled to traveling and sub- 
sistence expense^ from th^ir place of residence to Manila and vice 
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versa, and shall receive during the trip and their stay in Manila for 
attendance at said classes, as compensation of all expenses, the sum 
of twenty-five pesos a month. 

Sec. 5. The Governor-General is hereby directed to authorize the 
expenditure of a sum necessary for carrying out the provisions of 
this ^ct, not exceeding thirty thousand pesos, from the funds which 
have accumulated under the provisions of section twenty-six of Act 
Numbered Seventeen hundred and sixty-one, as amended; such 
amount to be expended by the Director of Education for such travel- 
ing and other expenses of students appointed as hereinbefore pro- 
vided and the Director of Education may consider necessary for the 
purposes of this Act. 

Sec. 6. This Act shall not be construed to repeal or supersede any 
of the provisions of subsection (1) of section forty of Act Numbered 
Eighty-two, as amended, but shall be in addition thereto.

AN ACT To amend sections twenty-five, twenty-seven, thirty-six, seventy-four and 
ninety-one of Act Numbered Eleven hundred and eighty-nine, entitled "The 
Internal Revenue Law of Nineteen himdred and four," by imposing internal- 
revenue taxes on wines and imitations of wines and on certain articles imported 
into the Philippine Islands, by permitting the removal of distilled spirits from 
distilleries or bonded warehouses for industrial purposes under certain conditions 
without the payment of tax, and for other purposes. 

By authority of the United States, be it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. Section twenty-five of Act Numbered Eleven hundred 
and eighty-nine, entitled *^The Internal Revenue Law of Nineteen 
hundred and fout,'' is hereby amended to read as follows: 

' * Sec. 25. The loUowing sources of revenue shall be included in the 
internal revenue for the rhilippine Islands, and the taxes imposed 
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shall be collected by the Collector of Internal Revenue through the 
provincial treasurers of the several provinces or their authorized dep- 
uties, or as otherwise provided by law, and the revenue obtained 
therefrom shall be devoted to the support of the several provinces 
and of the Insular and municipal governments in the maimer in this 
Act provided: 

^ 4 . Certain license tax. 

^^2. Tax on distilled spirits. 

^^3. Tax on fermentea liquors and wines. 

*^4. Tax on manufactured tobacco and snuff. 

^'5. Tax on cigars and cigarettes. 

^'6. Tax on matches. 

*'7. Tax on banks and bankers. 
^8. Stamp taxes on specified objects. 
'9. Poll or cedula personal tax. 

^'10. Tax on insurance companies. 

''11. Tax on forestry products. 

''12. Tax on valid perfected mining concessions granted prior to 
April eleventh, eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. 

"13. Tax on business, manufacture, and occupation." 

Sec. 2. Section twenty-seven of said Act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

"Sec. 27. All taxes required by this Act to be paid upon the man- 
ufacture or sale of distilled spirits, rectified or manufactured liquor, 
wines and imitation of wines, fermented liquors, manufactured 
tobacco and snuff, cigars, cigarettes, and matches, and upon the 
execution of bonds, debentures, certificates of stock and indebted- 
ness, or other documents, instruments, or papers, certificates, receipts, 
contracts, insurance bonds, tickets, and other written instruments of 
every kind which are subject to tax, and upon all acts, pursuits, and 
trades subject to the taxes herein imposed, except the poll taxes, 
shall be paid by the afl^ture of internal-revenue stamps to be pur- 
chased, attached, and canceled in the maimer hereinafter provided." 

Sec. 3. Section thirty-six of said Act is hereby amended to read 
as follows : 

"Sec. 36. All distilled, rectified, or manufactured spirits, fer- 
mented liquors, wines, imitation wines, matches, cigars, cigarettes, 
or manufactured or partially manufactured tobacco imported from 
the United States or foreign countries, shall pjay, in addition to the 
import duties imposed thereon (if any), the internal-revenue taxes 
imposed by this Act on similar articles of domestic manufacture. 
The taxes on imported articles shall be paid to the Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue or nis duly authorized representative by the owner or 
importer while the articles are in the custody of the proper custom- 
house officer, and the articles shall not pass out of the custody of 
said custom-house officer until the taxes shall have been so paid. 
All the provisions of this Act and the regulations issued thereunder 
applicable to manufacturers of and dealers in articles of domestic 
manufacture subject to internal-revenue taxes, and all the provisions 
of this Act and the regulations issued thereimder concerning the 
packing of such articles shall apply to importers of and dealers in 
imported articles made subject to said taxes, and the owner or 
importer of or dealer in such imported articles shall be liable to all 
the penal provisions of this Act prescribed for manufacturers of, and 
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dealers in, similar articles manufactured in the Philippine Islands. 
All taxes imposed under this Act on distilled, rectifiea, or manufac- 
tured spirits, fermented liquors, wines, imitation wines, matches, 
cigars, cigarettes, or manufactured or partially manufactured to- 
bacco, manufactured in the Philippine Islands for domestic sale or 
consumption, shall be paid at the time of the removal of such articles 
from the manufactory, or other bonded warehouse. 

''No tax imposed under this Act on any of the articles enumerated 
in this section shall be collected on any portion of such articles 
as may be removed for the purpose of their exportation and which 
shall be actually so exported aboard some ocean-going ship and 
which shall not Be relanded in the Phihppine Islands. 

''The Collector of Internal Revenue shall issue such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary to carry into effect the provisions 
of this section, and for such purpose shall require that such marks 
or labels be placed on the packages containing such goods, that 
such bonds shall be given by the owners of such articles, and that 
such bills of lading, certificates, and other evidence shall be furnished 
by the owners of sucl^ articles as may be necessary to establish the 
fact that the said articles have, after removal from the manufactory 
or other bonded warehouse, been actually exported, and that no 
portion thereof has been sold or delivered for domestic consump- 
tion within the Philippine Islands. And upon the presentation 
of satisfactory proof as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue to cancel the bond or bonds furnished 
by the owners of such articles conditioned on faithful comphance 
with the provisions of this section.'' 

Sec. 4. Section seventy-four of said Act as amended is hereby 
further amended to read as follows: 

"Sec. 74. (a) Except as hereinafter provided there shall be 
levied and collected on all distilled spirits and manufactured liquors 
manufactured in the Philippine Islands for domestic sale or con- 
sumption a tax of twenty centavos on each liter of proof spirits, 
until January first, nineteen hundred and ten, and thereafter a 
tax of twenty-five centavos on each such liter of proof spirits: 
Provided, That on all distilled spirits and manufactured liquors 
produced by the fermentation of grain, there shall be levied and 
collected a tax of seventy centavos per proof liter. The tax im- 
posed by this section shall be paid by the distillery owners or 
persons having possession of such spirits before removal from the 
distillery or bonded warehouse, and tne tax shall be collected on the 
whole number of proof liters and shall be increased in proportion 
for any greater strength than the strength of proof spirit as defined 
in this article, and every fractional part of a liter, amounting to a 
half liter or over in a cask or package shall be taxed as a hter, and 
any fractional part of a liter less than a half liter in a cask or package 
shall be exempted from tax: Provided , That any package of spirits 
the total contents of which are less than a liter shall be taxed as one 
liter. 

"(J) Domestic alcohol of not less than one hundred and eighty 
degrees proof (ninety per centum absolute alcohol) may be with- 
drawn from a registered distillery or bonded warehouse without the 
payment of the internal-revenue tax provided in this section for use 
m the arts and industries and for fuel, hght, and power, provided 
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said alcohol shall have been mixed in the presence and under the 
direction of an authorized Government officer, with methyl alcohol 
or other denaturing material or materials, or admixture of the same, 
suitable for the use for which the alcohol is withdrawn, but which 
destroys its character as a beverage and renders it unfit for lic^uid 
medicmal purposes; such denaturing to be done upon the apphca- 
tion of any registered distiller on the distillery premises or elsewhere 
in denatured alcohol bonded warehouses specially designated by the 
Collector of Internal Revenue for denaturmg purposes only, and to 
which alcohol for industrial purposes may be transferred from the 
distillery premises under bond and under conditions prescribed by 
the Collector of Internal Revenue with the approval of the Secretary 
of Finance and Justice: Provided, however, That notwithstanding 
anything in this section contained, domestic alcohol, when suitably 
denatured, may be withdrawn from bond without the payment of 
internal-revenue tax under the conditions herein prescrilbed for use 
in the manufacture of ether and chloroform and other definite chemical 
substances and provided it does not appear .in the finished product 
as alcohol: And provided , further, That the license taxes imposed by- 
section sixty-eight of this Act upon dealers in distilled spirits shall 
not apply to dealers in industrial alcohol manufactured and sold in 
accordance with the provisions of this section, and that the taxes 
imposed by section one hundred and thirty-nine of this Act shall 
apply to an dealers in industrial alcohol so manufactured and sold. 

(c) The character and quantity of the said denaturing material 
and the conditions upon which said alcohol may be withdrawn free 
of taxes shall be prescribed by the CpUector of Internal Revenue who 
shall, with the approval of the Secretary of Finance and Justice, 
issue all such rules and regulations, in the manner prescribed in sec- 
tion thirtjr-six of this Act, as may be necessary to carry into effect 
the provisions of this section. 

^^(d) Distillers, manufacturers, dealers, and all other persons fur- 
nishing, handling or using alcohol withdrawn from bond under the 
provisions of this section shall keep such books and records, execute 
such bonds, render such returns, and display such signs as the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of 
Finance and Justice, may by regulation require. Such books and 
records shall be open at all times to the inspection of any internal- 
revenue oflBcer or agent. 

'^(fi) Any person who withdraws alcohol free of tax under the pro- 
visions of this section and regulations made in accordance therewith, 
and who removes or conceals same or is concerned in removing, 
depositing, or concealing same for the purpose of preventing the same 
from being denatured under governmental supervision, and any per- 
son who uses alcohol withdrawn from bond under the provisions of 
para^aph (J) of this section for manufacturing any beverage, or 
knowingly sells any beverage made in whole or in part from such 
alcohol, and any person who uses alcohol withdrawn from bond under 
the provisions or paragraph (5) of this section for the manufacture 
of liquid medicinal preparations, except as therein provided, or 
knowinglv sells any uquid medicinal preparation containing untax- 
paid alcohol as an ingredient, which alcohol was not withdrawn from 
Dond and used in accordance with the provisions of paragraph Q>) 
of this section, or knowingly violates any of the provisions of this 
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section, or who shall recover or attempt to recover bv redistillation 
or by any other process or means any alcohol renaered unfit for 
beverage or liquid medicinal purposes under the provisions of this 
section, or who knowingly uses, sells, conceals, or otherwise disposes 
of alcohol so recovered or redistilled, shall on conviction for each 
offense be fined not less than five hundred pesos nor more than ten 
thousand pesos, or be imprisoned for not less than six months nor 
more than five years, or both: Provided, That manufacturers em- 
ploying processes in which alcohol used free of tax under the pro- 
visions of this section is expressed or evaporated from the articles 
manufactured shall be permitted to recover such alcohol, and to 
have such alcohol restored to a condition suitable solely for reuse in 
manufacturing processes under such regulations as the Collector of 
Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of Finance and 
Justice, shall prescribe." 

Sec. 5. The title of article six of said Act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

^'Article VI." 

*' FERMENTED LIQUORS AND WINES." 

Sec. 6. Section ninety-one of said Act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

^'Sec. 91. On all beer, lager beer, ale, porter, and other fermented 
hquor bv whatever name called, except tuba, bassi, and tapuy, which 
may be Brewed or manufactured in the Philippine Islands for aomestic 
sale or consumption, there shall be levied p,nd collected a tax of four 
centavos on each liter, which tax shall be paid by the owner, agent, 
or superintendent of the brewery or premises on which such fer- 
mented liquors are manufactured. On all wines or imitation wines 
manufactured in the Philippine Islands there shall be levied and col- 
lected upon each gauge liter removed for domestic consumption the 
following taxes: 

''(a) On all sparkling wines, one peso. 

"(6) On all still wines containing fourteen per centum of alcohol 
or less, eight centavos. 

'*(c) On all still wines containing more than fourteen per centum 
of alcohol, fifteen centavos." 

Sec. 7. This Act shall take effect at such time as may be fixed by 
the Governor-General by Executive Order with the exception of the 
provisions contained in the subdivisions (5), (c), (d), and (e) of section 
seventy-four of Act Numbered Eleven hundred and eighty-nine, as 
amended by section four of this Act, relative to denatured alcohol, 
which shall take effect on the first of July, nineteen hundred and 
nine: Provided, however, That if this Act is not in force on the thirty- 
first of December, nineteen hundred and nine, the Governor-General 
shall be authorized to provide for the continuance until the thirty- 
first of December, nineteen hundred and ten, of the tax on distilled 
spirits and manufactured liquors in the PhiHppine Islands for domes- 
tic sale or consumption, at the rate of twenty centavos on each liter 
of proof spirits, and the tax on cigarettes made of tobacco or of any 
raw material employed as a substitute therefor, at the rate of sixty- 
seven centavos on each thousand of cigarettes whose weight does 
not exceed two kilograms a thousand.

AN ACT Creating a code committee to revise and amend the Civil, Commercial, 
Penal, and Procedure codes in force in the Philippine Islands and to prepare new 
codes on said subjects, making necessary appropriation for the same, and for other 
purposes. 

By authority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. A code committee composed of a president and four 
members for the purpose of revising the Civil, Commercial, Penal, 
and Procedure Codes which have been in force to date and the 
Mortgage and Land Registration Acts, and to prepare new codes 
upon said matters in accordance with modern principles of the 
science of law and with the customs of the country, is hereby created. 

Sec 2. The Governor-General shall appoint, by and with the 
consent of the Philippine Commission, the president and members 
of the committee created by this Act; said president shall receive 
an annual salary of fifteen thousand pesos and said members shall 
receive an annual salary of twelve thousand pesos each. 

Sec 3. To be appointed president or member of the code com- 
mittee the following qualifications shall be necessary: 

(a) To be thirty years of age or over. 

(5) To be a citizen of the United States, a native of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, or to have acquired the political rights of a native 
of said Islands by virtue of the treaty of Paris^ and 

(c) To have practiced law or to have been judge of a court of 
record in the United States, the Philippine Islands, or Spain, or 
prior to the date of the ratification of the treaty of Paris, in any 
Spanish territory, for a period of three years or to have held for 
an eaual period of time any office requiring as an indispensable 
qualincation the title of lawyer in the Philippine Islands, or, prior 
to the ratification of the treaty of Paris, in any Spanish territory. 

Sec 4. The Attorney-General shall furnish, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of Finance and Justice, the subordinate 
employees which may be necessary in order for the code committee 
to begin and to carry out its duties. 

Sec 5. The committee shall complete its work not later than 
five years after the date of its appointment and shall present a 
report of all the work performed by it at the beginning of each 
session of the Legislature. 

Sec 6. The members of said committee shall have all the civil 
rights and privileges and shall be subject to the same disabilities 
as are now provided by law for judges of Courts of First Instance 
and shall be governed by the same civil-service provisions: Pro- 
vided, That in case any officer or employee of the rhilippine Gov- 
ernment or any subdivision thereof shall be appointed upon said 
committee he shall be entitled to commutation of all accrued and 
vacation leave to which on the date of his appointment he may be 
entitled, at any time in connection with actual leave taken by him 
under the provisions of this section. 

Sec 7. oaid committee is hereby also authorized, whenever the 
Governor-General shall decide that the public interests require and 
shall so order, to revise, compile, and codify the existing general 
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statutes of the Philippine Commission and Philippine Legislature 
and to report the same so codified to the Legislature for adoption 
as the revised statutes of the Philippine Islands. In case the Gov- 
ernor-General shall make the order herein authorized he may extend 
the time in which said committee shall complete its labors not to 
exceed one year. 

Sec. 8. Concurrent Resolution Numbered Seven of the first 
session of the First Philippine Legislature, and all Executive Orders 
appointing committees for purposes similar to those of this Act are 
hereby repealed, and there is hereby appropriated, out of anv funds 
in the Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, annually dur- 
ing the period for which authorization is given by this Act, for the 
operations of said committee, such sum or money as may be neces- 
sary, not exceeding ninety thousand pesos, to pay the salaries of the 
president and members of said committee and of the subordinate 
personnel provided in section four hereof and for the purchase jof 
necessary books and stationery and other necessary incidental 
expenses which shall be approved by the Governor-General. 

DEC. 9. This Act shall take effect on July first, nineteen hundred 
and nine.

AN ACT Providins; the means whereby poor defendants in Courts of First Instance 
shall be defended free of cost with certain exceptions. 

By authority of the United States y he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. Judges of First Instance are hereby authorized to 
desig^nate a practicing lawver in each province of their respective 
districts who shall be called defensor de ofido and whose duty it shall 
be to represent the defendant free of charge in all criminal cases 
in the Court of First Instance of the province when the defendant 
is unable to employ counsel. 

Sec. 2. When such desi^ation shall have been made and ac- 
cepted, the court shall so inform the provincial treasurer, and the 
lawyer so appointed shall be exempted from the payment of the 
license tax established by subsection eight of section one hundred 
and forty-four of Act Numbered Eleven hundred and eighty-nine 
during the entire time that he holds the office. 

Sec. 3. Before entering upon the performance of his duties as 
defensor de ojicioy the person designated as such shall make a state- 
ment under oath to the judge which shall, among other things, con- 
tain the promise not to collect bltlj money or receive anv object 
from the defendants, as compensation, unless the court tor good 
reason shall grant him special authority to do so. 

Sec. 4. If at any time after the defense of a case has been intrusted 
to the defensor de ofido it shall be proved that the defendant has 
the means with which to pay a lawyer of his own, the court shall 
designate an equitable fee to be paid to the defensor de qfido, and 
from such order of the judge of the court there shall be no appeal. 
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Sec. 5. Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to pre- 
vent the defensor de ojicio from engaging in private practice: Pro- 
vided, That such practice shall not be incompatible with or detri- 
mental to his official duties as defensor de ojicio.

AN ACT Providing for the relief of persons who have paid or are liable to pay the 
land tax for nineteen hundred and six or subsequent years upon an excessive or 
erroneous assessment. 

By autkority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. In all cases in which the assessment and valuation of 
real property for the year nineteen hundred and six, or any year there- 
after, or for any year after the enactment of this Act, for the purposes 
of the imposition and collection of land taxes thereon, may be reduced 
more than twenty-five per centum in conformity with and under 
the authority of the provisions contained in section sixty-one of Act 
Numbered Eighty-two, as amended by Act Numbered Seventeen 
hundred and ninety-one, but only in case such reduction shall be so 
made because of such assessment and valuation being found erroneous 
or unjust and not due to damage or deterioration suDsequent thereto, 
the owner who shall have paid such taxes on such erroneously or 
unjustly valued and assessed real property shall be entitled to a credit, 
and the proper provincial treasurer is hereby required to deUver to 
such person a certificate of credit of a sum equal in amount to the 
difference between the taxes and penalties, if any, so paid and the 
taxes payable on such revised assessment and valuation. 

Sec. 2. The certificate of such credited sum, as well as the sum 
named therein, shall not be transferable, and such credited sum may 
be appKed only to and for the payment of land taxes due or to become 
due on real property belonging to the holder of such certificate situated 
in the mumcipality in which is situated the real property for and on 
account of the erroneous or unjust valuation and assessment of which 
such certificate was issued, and for no other payment or payments 
whatsoever, and each such certificate shall state on its face the limita- 
tions and conditions named in this section. 

Sec. 3. In the event that no taxes shall have been paid upon the 
assessment or valuation of any real property so reduced as provided 
in section one hereof, the taxpayer concerned shall be allowed sixty 
days from and after the date of the notice of such reduction, which

notice shall be served as provided in section four hereof, in which 
to pay such taxes without penalty. In case of failure to so pay such 
taxes, then and in that case all the penalties by law provided shall 
attach as of the date upon which the taxes became due and payable 
on the assessment appealed from and so reduced. 

Sec. 4. As soon as may be after receipt by the provincial treasurer 
of proper notice of each such reduction of assessment and valuation 
as named in section one hereof, such treasurer is enjoined and directed 
to notify each taxpayer whose' assessment and valuation shall have 
been so reduced by depositing in the post-office, postage prepaid, and 
addressed to such taxpayer at his place of residence or, if that be 
unknown, to the municipality and barrio where the real property so 
reduced in assessment and valuation is situated, a notice stating that 
such property has been so reduced in assessment and valuation, that 
if such owner has theretofore paid the taxes on the assessment and 
valuation appealed from, he is entitled to a credit, which may be 
used and appUed only under the conditions stated in the certificate 
thereof, of an amount equal to the difference between the sum of the 
taxes, and penalties, if any, so paid and the sum of the taxes payable 
on such reduced assessment and valuation, or that if the taxes on 
such reduced assessment and valuation have not been paid, the same 
are now due, and are payable at any time within sixty days from and 
after the date of such notice, and, if not so paid, a concise statement 
of the legal penalties which will attach by reason of such non-pay- 
ment. 

Sec. 5. This Act shall be retroactive as to any and all cases which 
may fall under the provisions of section one hereof.

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assigns, subject only to the terms and conditions expressly pre- 
scribed therefor by the provisions of the aforesaid royal decree of 
May fourteenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, which have not 
expired or become unreasonable or impossible to comply with: 
Provided^ however, That in view of the modifications brought about 
by the change of soverei^ty, the said terms and conditions shall 
hereafter be valid and binding for the grantees of the aforesaid 
mining concessions, their successors and assigns, to the extent and 
imder the terms hereinafter set forth, to wit: 

1. That the mine shall be worked in accordance with' mining 
rules, and the grantees and their laborers shall submit to the police 
regulations established by the regulations in force or as may be 
established by the Government of the Philippine Islands or that 
of its political subdivisions from time to time. 

2. That the grantee shall be liable for all damages resulting to 
others from his mining work. 

3. That the grantee shall likewise make good any damage to his 
neighbors resulting from the accumulation of water caused by his 
operations whenever he fails to draw off such water within the time 
that he shall be formally requested to do so. 

4. That he shall contribute to the work of draining the mines 
contiguous to his own and to the construction of draining levels 
or passage galleries, in proportion to the benefits received, when- 
ever, by authority of the Governor-General, such works are under- 
taken for a group of claims or for the entire mining region where 
the mine is situate. 

5. That the development of each mine or group of mines and the 
active work connected therewith shall be guaranteed by such annual 
output from the same, or by such an annual expendiutre for im- 
provements thereon, as the Governor-General may determine, upon 
the registration of said mine or group of mines, having regard to 
the nature and condition of the same and to other circumstances 
connected therewith. 

6. That the grantee shall reenforce the wall3 of the mine within 
such time as may be set, whenever they are in danger of being ruined 
on account of structural defects, provided he is not prevented from 
so doing by circumstances beyond his control. 

7. That the grantee shall not make a subsequent working of the 
mine difficult or impossible by covetous exploitation. 

8. That the grantee shall not suspend the working of the mine 
with intent to abandon it without previously communicating his 
intention to the Governor-General, and in such case he shall leave 
the mine in a good condition as regards reenforcement. 

9. That he shall pay on the mine and on its output the taxes 
established by the royal decree of May fourteenth, eighteen hxmdred 
and sixty-seven. 

10. That the grantee shall fulfill all other provisions contained 
in said royal decree of May fourteenth, eighteen hxmdred and sixty- 
seven, and regulations thereunder, except in so far as the provisions 
thereof have become unreasonable or impossible of performance by 
reason of existing legislation. 

Sec. 3. Any person or persons claiming to be the owner of any 
of the mining concessions ratified and confirmed by this Act, or of 
any interest therein, shall, within two years' time from the passage 
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of this Act, apply to the Court of Land Registration for the regis- 
tration of the title thereto, and said court shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction to hear and decide said applications, in the same manner 
as in the case of applications for the registration of title to real estate. 

Sec. 4. If the Court of Land Registration, after the examination, 
shall find that the applicant has a title as set forth in his application, 
it shall issue an order of confirmation and registration, which shall 
have the same force, effect and consequences, and shall be registered 
and made of record in the same maimer as in the case of nghts of 
confirmation and registration of title to real estate. 

Sec. 5. While an application for the registration of title to the 
mining concessions mentioned in this Act is pending examination 
and decision, and prior to the issuance of the order relative to the 
same, the Governor-General shall certify to the Court of Land Regis- 
tration the maimer and terms in which the future development 
and working of the mining property covered by the application is 
to be guaranteed, and the said terms shall be included in the right 
and form a part thereof: Provided , however , That the said guar- 
antee shall, in all cases, consist, either of an obligation to produce 
annually a given minimum output of the mine, or in an obligation 
to invest annuaUv a given sum of money in the development and 
improvement of the mine.

Fifteen hundred and eignty-two, entitled **The Election Law." 

By authority of the United States, he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Section 1. The second paragraph of section four of Act Num- 
bered Fifteen hundred and eighty-two is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

''Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office of municipal presi- 
dent the same shall be filled by the vice-president, if there be one, 
for the unexpired term and until his successor is elected and <juaH- 
fied. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in any other elective mumcipal 
office the same shall be fiilled by appointment by the provincial 
board and the officer so appointed shall serve until his successor is 
elected and qualified.'' 

Sec. 2. Section ten of the aforesaid Act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

''Sec. 10. Liquors^ cockiighting, and booths in vicinity. — No intoxi- 
cating liquors shall be sold or dispensed, nor allowed to be sold or 
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dispensed, within thirty meters of any polling place on any registra- 
tion day nor within one hundred ana fifty meters of any polling 
place on any election day during the hours for voting and counting 
the votes. 

*'No temporary booths, tents, or shelters of any kind for the sale 
or display of any wares, merchandise, or refreshments, solid or 
liquid, or for any other purpose whatsoever, shall be erected or 
maintained on said days, withm said thirty meters, during the hours 
aforesaid; nor shall any cockfight be held in any municipality upon 
any election day. 

Any violation of the provisions of this section shall be punished 
by imprisonment for not less than five days nor more than twenty- 
five days, or by a fine of not less than five pesos nor more than 
twenty-five pesos, or both fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court. 

Sec. 3. The eighth paragraph of section twenty-nine of the same 
Act, as amended by Act Numbered Seventeen hundred and nine, is 
hereby further amended to read as follows: 

*^Sec. 29. No person, except a notary public, holding any ap- 
pointive public omce or employment, or any public office or employ- 
ment by appointment, shall, within ninety days preceding any 
general election, or within sixty days preceding any special election, 
announce his candidacy for or be eligible to hold any elective public 
office or employment to be filled at such general or special election. 
No person holding an elective public omce to which such person 
has been elected shall present his candidacy, nor shall he be eligible 
while holding such office, at any municipal, provincial or Assembly 
election, except for reelection to the office held by him. Resigna- 
tions tenderea for electoral reasons shall be accepted without delay 
by the officer or person called upon to accept them.

tender in writing of a resignation within the time hereinabove fixed 
shall be held to be a compliance with the requirements of this

AN ACT To provide for the establishment of the Province of Batanes; to amend 
paragraph seven of section sixty-eight of Act Numbered Eleven hundred and 
eighty-nine in certain particulars; to authorize the Provincial Board of the Prov- 
ince of Batanes, with the approval of the Governor-General, to extend the time for 
the payment without penalty of taxes and licenses; to amend section five of Act 
Numbered Fifteen hundred and eighty-two, entitled "The Election Law,'* by 
increasing the number of delegates to the Philippine Assembly to eighty-one, and 
for other purposes. 

By authority of the United States , he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 
Section 1. (a) There is hereby established a province which 
shall be known as the Province or Batanes. It shall comprise all 
the islands of the Philippine Archipelago situated north of the 
Balingtang Channel. 

(b) The Province of Batanes shall be organized in accordance 
with Act Numbered Thirteen hundred and ninety-six, entitled ''The 
Special Provincial Government Act/' and the provisions of sections 
one to twenty-two, inclusive, of the said Act, as amended, and those 
of Act Numbered Thirteen hundred and ninety-seven, entitled 
''The Township Government Act,'' as amended, shall be appUed to 
said province and to its townships and barrios, respectively. 

(c) The capital of the Province of Batanes shall be Santo Do- 
mingo de Basco. 

Sec. 2. (a) There shall be a governor of the Province of Batanes. 
He shall be a justice of the peace ex oflBcio with jurisdiction through- 
out the province. He shall receive a salary not to exceed four thou- 
sand pesos per annum. He shall exercise the powers and perform 
the duties of provincial supervisor, as defined in Act Numbered 
Thirteen hundred and ninety-six, entitled "The Special Provincial 
Government Act," as amended.

AN ACT Providing for the free transportation, under certain conditions and restric- 
tions, of certain articles to the lepers kept at the Culion leper colony. 

By authority of the United States , he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 
Section 1. The family of any leper at present confined in the 
Culion leper colony is hereby authorized to deliver to the district 
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health officer of each province, once in three monthsj any packages 
or parcels containing food, clothing, tobacco, letters, pictures and 
generally all sorts of documents or papers, and nothing else, to be 
sent free of all expense to the leper member of said family for his 
personal use whenever the total gross weight of each such shipment 
to a leper shall not exceed one himdred pounds. 

Sec. 2. The district health officer of each province shall receive 
the articles mentioned in the next preceding section; shall fix, by 
means of notices in English, Spanish, and the local dialect, posted 
at the door of every municipal building in the province, the date or 
dates for the receipt of sucn articles at the provincial capital, and 
shall make said dates coincide as far as possible with the sailing 
dates of interisland mail steamers; shall issue receipts for the prop- 
erty delivered to him and shall send same without delay to Culion 
by the most practicable transportation route. 

Sec. 3. For the purposes of this Act the parents, spouse, brothers, 
sisters, sons, and daughters shall be considered tne family of a 
leper, and it shall be the duty of the district health officer to ascer- 
tam and assure himself of such relationship in every instance before 
carrying out the provisions of this Act.

March eighth, nineteen hundred and two. entitled * An Act temporarily to provide 
revenue for the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes,' and to amend an Act 
approved March second, nineteen hundred and three, entitled 'An Act to estab- 
lish a standard of value and to provide for a coinage system in the Philippine 
Islands,* and to provide for the more eflScient administration of civil government 
in the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes," approved February sixth, 
nineteen hundred and five; repealing a portion of section one of Act Numbered 
Sixteen hundred and eighty-eight and a portion of section one of Act Numbered 
Seventeen hundred and fifty and a pK)rtion of section one of Act Numbered Eighteen 
hundred and thirty-seven, appropriating for certain public works and permanent 
improvements out of bond issue, authorizing the Governor-General to suspend 
for a term not to exceed three years all accretions to said bond sinking fund and 
the appropriations made therefor, making appropriations for certain public works 
and permanent improvements, and for other purposes. 

By authority of the United States, le it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
JxtturCy that: 
Section 1. Pursuant to the provisions of section two of the 
Act of Congress entitled '^An Act to amend an Act approved July 
first, nineteen hundred and two, entitled 'An Act temporarily to 
provide for the administration of the affairs of civil government 
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in the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes/ and to amend 
an Act approved March eighth, nineteen hundred and two, entitled 
'An Act temporarily to provide revenue for the PhiUppine Islands, 
and for other purposes, and to amend an Act approved March 
second, nineteen himdred and three, entitled ^An Act to establish a 
standard of value and to provide for a coinage system in the PhiUp- 
pine Islands,' and to provide for the more efficient administration 
of civil government in the PhiUppine Islands, and for other pur- 
poses," approved February sixth, nineteen hundred and five, the 
Secretary of War is hereby authorized to issue, in the name and 
on behalf of the Government of the Philippine Islands, its bonds 
to the amoimt of one million five hundred thousand doUars, gold 
coin of the United States of the present standard value.

Both principal and interest shaU 
fee payable in gold coin of the United States at the Treasury of the 
Umted States. The said bonds shaU be in registered form in de- 
nominations of one thousand doUars and ten thousand doUars, in 
Eroportion to suit the purchaser or purchasers thereof, and shaU 
e registered and transferable at the office of the Register of the 
Treasury Department of the United States, Washington, District 
of Columbia. The said bonds being of the class expressly exempted 
in and by section one of said Act of Confess from the payment of 
aU taxation by the Government of the Umted States, or by the Gov- 
ernment of tne Philippine Islands or of any political or municipal 
subdivision thereof, or oy any State, or by any county, municipahty 
or other municipal subdivision of any State or Territory of the United 
States, or by the District of Columbia, such exemption shaU be 
stated upon their face. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of War is further authorized to sell said 
bonds on such terms as are most favorable to the Government of 
the PhiUppine Islands, and he shall deposit the proceeds of such sale 
or sales with the Guaranty Trust Company of New York, an author- 
ized depository of the Government of the Philippine Islands, to the 
credit of the Treasurer of the Philippine Islands: Provided, That no 
bond or bonds shaU be sold at less than par value in gold coin of 
the United States.

sum of two hundred thousand pesos, this being part of the appropria- 
tion therein made. for the purposes of said Act, and section one of 
Act Numbered Eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, entitled "An Act 
making appropriations for certain public works and permanent 
improvements, and for other purposes,'' in so far only as to appro- 
priations of one hundred thousand pesos for the purpose of preparing

Commencing with the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and eleven, and each succeeding year thereafter 
until said bonds shall have been paid, there is hereby made a con- 
tinuing annual appropriation, authorized to be paid out of any funds 
in the Insular Treasury not otherwise appropriated, of nineteen 
thousand four hundred dollars, gold coin of the United States of the 
present standard value, for each one million dollars, and proportionally 
for each fraction thereof, of bonds issued in accordance with this Act. 
Said sum so appropriated and the interest thereon shall be invested 
by the Insular Treasurer in such maimer as may be approved by the 
Governor-General, and shall constitute a sinking fund for the pay-

There is hereby created a permanent reimbursable appropriation 
which shall be designated ''Forage supply fund."

three; and there shall be deposited to the credit of this appropria- 
tion all moneys received on account of forage sold and for other 
services and supplies incidental to the purposes of the undertaking. 
The operation of the forage plant, together with the receipt and 
disbursement of funds pertaining to this appropriation, shall per- 
tain to the Bureau of Agriculture. The employment of services, 
the purchase of supplies, and such other (questions as may arise in 
connection with the administration of this undertaking which are 
not otherwise provided for by law shall be determined by the Di- 
rector of Agriculture under the direction of the Secretary of the 
Interior. To furnish the necessary funds for the prompt settle- 
ment of obligations notwithstanding delays necessarily incident to 
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collection of funds which will accrue to this appropiration, there 
is hereby appropriated the sum of fifty thousand pesos. 

There is nereby created a permanent reimbursable appropriation 
which shall be designated ''Cattle quarantine stations fund.'' There 
shall be payable from this appropriation all expenses incident to 
the care and maintenance of cattle held at cattle quarantine stations 
under the control of the Bureau of Agriculture; and there shall be 
deposited to the credit of this appropriation all moneys received 
on account of the care and maintenance of cattle so held at such 
stations. To furnish the necessanr funds for the prompt settlement 
of obligations notwithstanding delays necessarily incident to collec- 
tion or funds which will accrue to this appropriation, there is 
hereby appropriated the sum of twenty thousand pesos.

AN ACT Providing for the suspension of payinents, the relief of insolvent debtors, 
the protection of creditors, and the punishment of fraudulent debtors. 

By authority of the United States j he it enacted hy the Philippine Legis- 
lature, that: 

Chapter I. 

TITLE AND GENERAL SUBJECT OF THE ACT. 

Section 1. This Act shall be known and may be cited as The 
Insolvency Law, and in accordance with its provisions every insolvent 
debtor may be permitted to suspend payments or be discharged from 
his debts and liabilities. 

Chapter II. 
suspension of payments. 

Sec. 2. The debtor who, possessing sufficient property to cover 
all his debts, be it an individual person, be it a sodeaad or corpora- 
tion, foresees the impossibility of meeting them when they respec- 
tively fall due, may petition that he be declared in the state of sus- 
pension of payments by the court, or the judge thereof in vacation, 
of the province or of the citjr in which he has resided for six months 
next preceding the filing of his petition. 

He shall necessarily annex to his petition a schedule and inventory 
in the form provided in sections fifteen, sixteen, arid seventeen of 
this Act, in addition to the statement of his assets and liabilities and 
the proposed agreement he requests of his creditors. 

Sec. 3. Upon receiving and filing the petition with the schedule 
and documents mentioned in the next preceding section, the courts 
or the judge thereof in vacation, shall make an order calling a meet- 
ing of creditors to take place in not less than two weeks nor more than 
eight weeks from the date of such order. Said order shall designate 
the day, hour, and place of meeting of said creditors as well as a news- 
paper of general circulation published in the province or city in which 
the petition is filed, if there be one, and if tnere be none, m a news- 
paper which, in the judgment of the judge, will best give notice to the 
creditors of the said debtor, and in the newspaper so designated said 
order shall be pubHshed as often as may be prescribed by the court 
or the judge thereof. 

Said order shall further contain an absolute injunction forbidding 
the petitioning debtor from disposing in any manner of his property, 
except in so far as concerns the ordmary operations of commerce or 
of industry in which the petitioner is engaged, and, furthermore, from 
making any payments outside of the necessary or legitimate expenses 
of his business or industry, so long as the proceedings relative to the 
suspension of payments are penfing, and said proceedings for the 
purposes of this Act shall be considered to have been instituted from 
the date of the filing of the petition. 
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Sec. 4. A copy of said order shall immediately be published by 
the clerk of said court, in the newspaper designated therein, for the 
number of times and in the form prescribed by the court or tne judge 
thereof, and the clerk of said court shall cause a copy of said order 
to be delivered personally or to be sent forthwith bv registered mail, 
postage prepaid, to all creditors named in the schedule. There shall 
be deposited in addition to the sum of twenty-four PhiKppine pesos, 
which shall be paid to the clerk for the filing and registration of the 
petition, including all proceedings tmtil the expediente is completed, 
an amoimt sufficient to defray all expense of publication ordered by 
the court, necessary postage, and ten centavos for each copy, to be 
delivered personally or mailed to the creditors, which last-named 
sum is hereby constituted the legal fee of the clerk for the personal 
delivery or mailing required by this section. 

Sec. 5. Only creditors included in the schedule filed by the debtor 
shall be cited to appear and take part in the meeting mentioned in 
section three, and they shall be notified upon delivery or transmission 
to them of a copy of the order calling the meeting to appear at same 
with the written evidences of their respective* claims, without which 
thev shall not be admitted. 

Sec. 6. If any execution be pending against the debtor it shall not 
be consolidated with this proceeding, but the course thereof shall be 
suspended before sale of property is made thereunder, provided the 
debtor makes a req^uest tnerefor to the court before which the pro- 
ceeding for suspension of pavments is pending, unless the execution 
be agamst property especially mortgaged which is hereby exempted 
from the provisions of this section. The suspension ordered by virtue 
of this section shall lapse when three months shall have passed with- 
out the proposed agreement being accepted by the creditors or as soon 
as it is denied. No creditor other than those mentioned in section 
nine shall sue or institute proceedings to collect his claim from the 
debtor from the moment that suspension of payments is appUed for 
and while the proceedings are pending. 

Sec. 7. Creditors may be represented at the meeting by one or 
more lawyers or by any person duly authorized by power of attorney, 
which document snail be presented and be attached to the record. 

Persons appearing for more than one creditor shall have only one 
personal vote, but the claims presented by them shall be taken into 
consideration for the purpose or arriving at the majority of the amount 
represented. 

Sec. 8. The presence of the creditors representing at least three- 
fifths of the Uabilities shall be necessary for holding a meeting. The 
meeting shall be held on the day and at the hour and place designated, 
the juc%e, or commissioner deputized by him when ne is absent from 
the province where the meeting is held, acting as president and the 
clerk as secretary thereof, subject to the following rules: 

(a) The clerk shall prepare tor insertion in the minutes of the meet- 
ing a statement of the persons present and their claims; the judge, or, 
in default thereof, the commissioner, shall examine the written evi- 
dences of the claims and the powers of attorney, if any. If the per- 
sons present who have complied with the foregoing rules represent at 
least three-fifths of the habilities, the judge or commissioner shall 
declare the meeting open for business. 
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(6) The petition of the debtor, the schedule of debts and of property, 
the statement of assets and liabilities, and the proposed agreement 
filed therewith shall be read forthwith by the clerk, and the discus- 
sion shall be opened. 

(c) The debtor may modify his proposition or propositions in view 
of the result of the debate, or insist upon the ones already made, and 
the judge or commissioner, without further discussion, shall clearly 
and succinctly place these several propositions before the meeting for 
a vote thereupon. 

(d) The vote shall be taken by a call of names and shall be inserted 
in the minutes; a majority vote shall rule. 

(e) To form a majoritv it is necessary — 

1. That two-thirds or the creditors voting unite upon the same 
proposition. 

2. That the claims represented bv said majority vote amount to 
at least three-fifths of the total liabilities of the debtor mentioned 
in the petition. 

(/) After the result of the voting has been announced, all protests 
made against the majority vote shall be admitted and stated in the 
record, and the meeting shall be closed. 

(g) The minutes of the meeting, containing a succinct statement 
of all proceedings had therein, shall be drawn up, and there shall be 
inserted therein the proposition or propositions voted upon, which, 
after having been read and approved, shall be signed by the judge or 
commissioner together with all persons taking part in the voting; 
if any such persons shall be imable to write, any person present shdl 
sign, at their request, and the clerk shall certify to all of the above. 

Sec. 9. Persons having claims for personal labor, maintenance, ex- 
penses of last illness and funeral of the wife or children of the debtor, 
mcurred in the sixty days immediately preceding the filing of the 
petition, and persons having legal or contractual mortgages, may 
refrain from attending the meeting and from voting therein. Such 
persons shall not be bound by any agreement determined upon at 
such meeting, but if they should join in the voting they shall be bound 
in the same manner as are the other creditors. 

Sec. 10. The proposed agreement shall be deemed rejected if the 
number of creditors required for holding a meeting do not attend 
thereat, or if the two mdorities mentioned in rule (e) of section eight 
are not in favor thereof, even if the negative vote itself does not 
receive such majorities. 

Sec. 11. If the decision of the meeting be negative as regards 
the proposed agreement or if no decision is had in default of such 
numoer or of such maiorities, the proceeding shall be terminated 
without recourse and tne parties concerned shall be at Hberty to 
enforce the rights which may correspond to them. If the decision 
is favorable to the debtor it may be objected to within ten days 
following the date of the meeting by any creditor who attended the 
meeting and who dissented frona and protested against the vote of 
the majority. The opposition or objection to the decision of the 
majority favorable to tne debtor shall be proceeded with as in any 
other incidental motion, the debtor and the creditors who shall 
appear declaring their piirpose to sustain the decision of the meeting 
bemg the defendants. Tne court shall hear and pass upon such 
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objection as soon as possible and in a summary manner, and in its 
order, which shall be nnal, it shall declare whether or not the decision 
of the meeting is vaUd. In case that the decision of the meeting is 
held to be null, the court shall declare the proceeding terminated and 
the parties concerned at liberty to exercise the rights which may 
correspond to them; and in case the decision of the meeting is declared 
valid, or when no opposition or objection to said decision has been 
presented, the court shall order that the agreement be carried out 
and the persons concerned shall be bound by the decision of the 
meeting. The court may also issue all orders which may be proper to 
enforce the agreement on motion of any of the parties litigant. The 
order directing the agreement to be made effective shall be binding 
upon all creditors included in the schedule of the debtor who may 
have been properly summoned, but not upon creditors mentioned in 
section nine who failed to attend the meeting or refrained from voting 
therein, and their rights shall not be affected by the agreement unless 
they may have expressly or impliedly consented thereto. 

Sec. 12. The causes for which objection may be made to the 
decision of the meeting shall be — 

(a) Defects in the call for the meeting, in the holding thereof, and 
in the deliberations had thereat which prejudice the rights of the 
creditors ; 

(jb) Fraudulent connivance between one or more creditors and the 
debtor to vote in favor of the proposed agreement; 

(c) Fraudulent conveyance of claims for the purpose of obtaining 
a majority. 

Sec. 13. If the debtor fails wholly or in part to perform the agree- 
ment decided upon at the meeting of the creditors, all the rights 
which the creditors had against the debtor before the agreement snail 
revest in them. In such case the debtor may be made subject to the 
bankruptcy and insolvency proceedings in the maimer established 
by the following chapters of this Act : 

Chapter III. 

VOLUNTARY INSOLVENCY. 

Sec. 14. An insolvent debtor, owing debts exceeding in amount 
the sum of one thousand pesos, may apply to be discharged from his 
debts and UabiUties by petition to the Court of First Instance of the 
province or city in which he has resided for six months next preceding 
the fiUng of such petition. In his petition he shall set forth his 
place of residence, the period of his residence therein immediately 
prior to fiUng said petition, his inabiUty to pay all his debts in full, 
nis willingness to surrender all his property, estate, and effects not 
exempt from execution for the benefit of his creditors, and an appli- 
cation to be adjudged an insolvent. He shall annex to his petition 
a schedule and inventory in the form hereinafter provided. The 
filing of such petition shall be an act of insolvency. 

Sec. 15. Said schedule must contain a full and true statement of 
all his debts and liabiUties, together with a list of all those to whom, 
to the best of his knowledge and beUef , said debts or UabiUties are 
due, the place of residence of his creditors and the sum due each, 
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the nature of the indebtedness or liability and whether founded on 
written security, obligation, contract or otherwise, the true cause 
and consideration thereof, the time and place when and where such 
indebtedness or UabiUty accrued, a declaration of any existing 
pledge, hen, mortgage, judgment, or other security for the payment 
of the debt or liability, and an outUne of the facts giving rise or which 
might give rise to a cause of action against such insolvent debtor. 

Sec. 16. Said inventory must contain, besides the creditors, an 
accurate description of all the real and personal property, estate, 
and effects of the petitioner, including his homesteaa, if any, togetiier 
with a statement of the value of each item of said property, estate, 
and effects and its location, and a statement of tne incumbrances 
thereon. All property exempt by law from execution shall be set 
out in said inventorv with a statement of its valuation, location, and 
the incumbrances thereon, if any. The inventory shall contain an 
outUne^ of the facts giving rise, or which might give rise, to a right of 
action in favor of the insolvent debtor. 

Sec. 17. The petition, schedule, and inventory must be verified 
by the affidavit of the petitioner, annexed thereto, and shall be in 
form substantially as follows: ^'I, , do sol- 
emnly swear that the schedule and inventory now delivered by me 
contain a full, correct, and true discovery of all my debts and Uabilities 
and of all goods, effects, estate, and property of whatever kind or 
class to me in any way belonging. The inventory also contains a 
full, true and correct statement of all debts owing or due to me, or to 
any person or persons in trust for me and of all securities and con- 
tracts whereby any money may hereafter become due or payable to 
me or by or through which any benefit or advantage whatever may 
accrue to me or to my use, or to any other person or persons in trust 
for me. The schedule contains a clear outhne of the facts giving 
rise, or which might give rise, to a cause of action against me, and the 
inventory contains an outhne of the facts giving rise, or which might 
give rise, to any cause of action in my favor. I have no lands, money, 
stock, or estate, reversion, or expectancy, or property of any kind, 
except that set forth in said inventory. I have m no instance cre- 
ated or acknowledged a debt for a greater sum than I honestly and 
truly owe. I have not, directly or indirectly, concealed, fraudulently 
sold, or otherwise fraudulently disposed of, any part of my real or 
personal property, estate, effects, or rights of action, and I have not 
in any way compounded with any of my creditors in order to secure 
such creditors, or to receive or to accept any profit or advantage 
therefrom, or to defraud or deceive in any manner any creditor to 
whom I am indebted. So help me God.'' 

Sec. 18. Upon receiving and fifing said petition, schedule, and 
inventory, the court, or tne judge thereof in vacation, shall make 
an order declaring the petitioner insolvent, and directing the sheriff 
of the province or city in which the petition is filed to take possession 
of, and safely keep, until the appointment of a receiver or assignee, 
all the deeds, vouchers, books of account, papers, notes, bonds, bills, 
and securities of the debtor, and all his real and personal property, 
estate, and effects, except such as may be by law exempt rrom exe- 
cution. Said order shall further forbid the payment to the debtor 
of any debts due to him and the deUvery to tne debtor, or to any 
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person for him, of anj property belonging to him, and the transfer 
of any property by him, and shall further appoint a time and place 
for a meeting of the creditors to choose an assignee of the estate. 
Said order shall designate a newspaper of general circulation pub- 
lished in the province or citj^ in which the petition is filed, if tnere 
be one, and if^there be none, in a newspaper which, in the opinion of 
the judge, will best give notice to the creditors of the said insolvent, 
and in the newspaper so designated said order shall be published as 
often as may be prescribed by the court or the judge thereof. The 
time appointed for the election of an assignee shall not be less than 
two, nor more than eight, weeks from the date of the order of adjudi- 
cation. Upon the grantiiig of said order all civil pr oceedings pending 
against the said insolvent shall be stayed. When a receiver is 
appointed, or an assignee chosen, as provided in this Act, the sheriff 
shall thereupon deUver to such receiver or assignee, as the case mav 
be, all the property, assets, and belongings of the insolvent which 
have come mto his possession, and he shafl be allowed and paid as 
compensation for his services the same expenses and fees as would by 
law be collectible if the property had been levied upon and safely 
kept under attachment. 

Sec. 19. A copy of said order shall immediately be published by the 
clerk of said court, in the newspaper designated therein, for the 
number of times and as prescribed by the court or the judge thereof, 
and a copy of said order shall be delivered personally or sent by the 
clerk forthwith bv registered mail, postage prepaid, to all creditors 
named in the schedule. There shall be deposited, in addition to 
twenty-four pesos, which shall be received by the clerk on commenc- 
ing such proceedings, a sum of money sufficient to defray the expense 
of the pubUcation ordered by the court, necessary postage, and ten 
centavos for each copy, to be delivered personally or mailed to the 
creditors, which last-named sum is hereby constituted the legal fee 
of the clerk for the personal deUvery or mailing required by this 
section. 

Chapter IV. 

INVOLUNTARY INSOLVENCY. 

Sec. 20. An adjudication of insolvency may be made on the 
petition of three or more creditors, residents of the PhiUppine 
Islands, whose credits or demands accrued in the PhiHppine Islands, 
and the amount of which credits or demands are in tne aggregate 
not less than one thousand pesos: Provided j That none of said 
creditors has become a creditor bv assignment, however made, within 
thirty days prior to the fiUng or said petition. Such petition must 
be filed in the Court of First Instance or the province or city in which 
the debtor resides or has his principal place of business, and must be 
;7erified by at least three of the petitioners. The following shall be 
considered acts of insolvency, and the petition for insolvency shall 
set forth one or more of such acts: (1) That such person is about to 
depart or has departed from the Philippine Islands, with intent to 
defraud his creditors; (2) that being absent from the Philippine 
Islands, with intent to defraud his creditors, he remains absent; 
(3) that he conceals himself to avoid the service of legal process for 
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the purpose of hindering or delaying or defrauding his creditors; 
(4) that he conceals, or is removing, any of his property to avoid its 
being attached or taken on legal process; (5) that he has suffered his 

{)roperty to remain under attachment or legal process for three days 
or the purpose of hindering or delaying or defrauding his creditors ; 
(6) that he has confessed or offered to allow judgment in favor of 
any creditor or claimant for the purpose of hindering or delaying or 
defrauding any creditor or claimant; (7) that he has willfully suf- 
fered judgment to be taken against him by default for the purpose of 
hindering or delaying or defrauding his creditors; (8) that ne has 
suffered or procured his property to be taken on legal process with 
intent to give a preference to one or more of his creditors and thereby 
hinder, delay, or defraud any one of his creditors; (9) that he has 
made any assignment, gift, sale, conveyance, or transfer of his estate, 
property, rights, or credits with intent to delay, defraud, or hinder 
his creditors; (10) that he has, in contemplation of insolvency, made 
any payment, gift, grant, sale, conveyance, or transfer of his estate, 
property, rights, or credits; (11) that being a merchant or trades- 
man he has generally defaulted in the payment of his current obUga- 
tions for a period of thirty days; (12) that for a period of thirty days 
he has failed, after demand, to pay any moneys deposited with him 
or received by him in a fiduciary capacity; and (13) that an execu- 
tion having been issued against him on final judgment for money, he 
shall have been found to be without sufficient property subject to 
execution to satisfy the judgment. The petitioners may, from time 
to time, by leave of the court, amend and correct the petition, so that 
the same shall conform to the facts, such amendment or amendments 
to relate back to and be received as embraced in the original petition. 
The said petition shall be accompanied by a bond, approved by the 
court, witn at least two sureties, m such penal sum as the court shall 
direct, conditioned that if the petition in insolvency be dismissed by 
the court, or withdrawn by the petitioner, or if the d.ebtor shall not be 
declared an insolvent, the petitioners will pay to the debtor alleged 
in the petition to be insolvent all costs, expenses, and damages occa- 
sioned by the proceedings in insolvency, together with a reasonable 
counsel fee to oe fixed by the court. The court may, upon motion, 
direct the filing of an additional bond, with different sureties, when 
deemed necessary. 

Sec. 21. Upon the filing of such creditors' petition, the court or a 
judge thereof shall issue an order requiring such debtor to show cause, 
at a time and place to be fixed by said court or judge, why he should 
not be adjudged an insolvent debtor; and at the same time, or there- 
after, upon good cause shown therefor, said court or iudge may make 
an order forbidding the payment of any debts, and the dehvery of 
any property belonging to such debtor to him or to any other person 
for his use or benefit or the transfer of any property by him. 

Sec. 22. A copy of said petition, with a copy of the order to show 
cause, shall be served on tne debtor, in the same manner as is pro- 
vided by law for the service of summons in civil actions, but such 
service shall be made at least five days before the time fixed for the 
hearing: Provided j That if, for any reason, the service is not made, 
the order may be renewed, and the time and place of hearing changed 
by supplemental order of the court. Whenever the debtor on whom 
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service is to be made resides out of the Philippine Islands; or has 
departed from the Phihppine Islands; or can not, after due diligence^ 
be found within the Philippine Islands; or conceals himself to avoid 
the service of the order to show cause, or any other process or orders 
in the matter; or is a foreign corporation having no managing or 
business agent, cashier, or secretary within the rhiUppine Islands 
upon whom service can be made, and such facts are shown to the 
court or a judge thereof, by affidavit, such court or judge thereof shall 
make an order that the service of such order, or other process, be 
made by pubUcation, in the same maimer, and with the same effect, 
as service of summons by pubUcation in ordinary civil actions. 

Sec. 23. At the time fixed for the hearing of said order to show 
cause, or at another time to which such hearing may be adjourned, 
the debtor must answer the petition, or may demur for the same 
causes as are provided for demurrer in other cases by the Code of 
Civil Procedure. If he demur and the demurrer be overruled, the 
debtor shall immediately answer the petition. Such answer shall 
contain a specific denial of the material allegations of the petition 
controverted by him, and shall be sworn to; and the issues raised 
thereon shall be promptly tried and disposed of. If, upon such trial, 
the issues are found in favor of the respondent, the proceediags shall 
be dismissed, and the respondent shall be allowed all costs, counsel 
fees, expenses, and damages sustained by reason of the proceedings 
therein. Counsel fees, costs, expenses, and damages shall be fixed 
and allowed by the court. 

Sec. 24. If the respondent shall make default, or if, after trial, the 
issues are found in favor of the petitioners, the court shall make an 
order adjudging that said respondent is and was, at the time of fiUng 
the petition, an insolvent debtor and that the debtor was guilty of the 
acts and thiugs charged in the petition, or such of them as the court 
may find to be true ; and shall require said debtor, withia such time 
as the court may designate, not to exceed three days, to file in court 
the schedule and inventory provided for in sections fifteen- and six- 
teen of this Act, duly venfied as required of a petitioning debtor: 
Provided, That in the affidavit of the insolvent, touching his prop- 
erty and its disposition, he shall not be required to swear that he has 
not made any fraudulent preference or committed any other act in 
conffict with the provisions of this Act; but he may do so if he desires. 
Said order shall further direct the sheriff of the province or city where 
the insolvency petition is filed, or the receiver, if one has been there- 
tofore appoiated, to take possession of and safely keep, until the 
appointment of an assignee, all the deeds, vouchers, books of account, 
papers, notes, bills, bonds and securities of the debtor, and all his real 
and personal property, estate and effects, except such as may be by 
law exempt from execution. Said order shall further forbid the pay- 
ment to tne debtor of any debts due to him, and the deUvery to tne 
debtor, or to any person for him, of any property belonging to him, 
and the transfer or any property by him, ana shall further appoint a 
time and place for a meeting of the creditors to choose an assignee of 
the estate. Said order shall designate a newspaper of general circu- 
lation pubKshed in the province or city in which the petition is filed, 
if there be one, and if there be none, in a newspaper which, in the 
opinion of the judge, will best give notice to the creditors of the said 
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insolvent, and in the newspaper so designated said order shall be 
published as often as may be prescribed by the court or the judge 
thereof. The time appointed for the election of an assignee shall not 
be less than two nor more than eight weeks from the date of the order 
of adjudication. Upon the granting of said order, all civil proceed- 
ings pending against the said insolvent shall be stayed. When an 
assignee is chosen as provided in this Act, the sherin or receiver, if 
there be one, shall thereupon deliver to such assignee all the prop- 
erty, estate, and belongings of the insolvent, which have come into 
his possession, and he shall be allowed and paid as compensation for 
his services the same expenses and fees as would bv law oe collectible 
if the property had been levied upon and safely kept under attach- 
ment. 

Sec. 25. A copy of the order provided for in the last preceding sec- 
tion of this Act shall immediately be published by the clerk of said 
court in the newspaper designated therein for the number of times 
and as prescribed by the court or the judge thereof, and upon the 
filing, at any time before the date set for such meeting, of the sched- 
ule required by said last preceding section, a copy of said order shall 
be dehvered personally or sent by the clerk forthwith by registered 
mail, postage prepaid, to all creditors named in said schedule. If 
said schedule is not filed prior to the day fixed for the election of an 
assignee, publication of said order as herein required shall be of itself 
sufficient notice to the creditors of the time and place appointed for 
the election of an assignee. No order of adjudication upon creditors' 
petition shall be entered unless there be first deposited, m addition to 
the cost of commencing said proceedings, a sum of money sufficient 
to defray the expense of the publication ordered by the court, neces- 
sary postage, and ten centavos for each copy to be dehvered person- 
ally or mailed to the creditors, which last-named sum is hereby con- 
stituted the legal fee of the clerk for the personal delivery or mailing 
required by this section. 

Sec. 26. In all cases where the debtor resides out of the PhiUp- 
pine Islands; or has departed from the Philippine Islands; or can 
not, after due diligence, be found within the Philippine Islands; 
or conceals himself to avoid service of the order to show cause, 
or any other preliminary process or orders in the matter; or is a 
foreign corporation having no managing or business agent, cashier, 
or secretary within the Philippine Islands upon whom service or 
orders and process can be made, and it therefore becomes necessary 
to obtain service of process and order to show cause, as provided in 
section twenty-two of this Act, then the petitioning creditors, upon 
submitting the affidavits requisite to procure an order of publication, 
and presenting a bond in double the amount of the aggregate sum of 
their claims against the debtor, shall be entitled to an order of the 
court directing the sheriff of the province or city in which the matter 
is pending to take into his custody a sufficient amount of property of 
the debtor to satisfy the demands of the petitioning creditors and the 
costs of the proceedings. Upon receiving such order of the court to 
take into custody property of the debtor, it shall be the duty of the 
sheriff to take possession of the property and effects of the debtor, 
not exempt from execution, to an extent sufficient to cover the 
amount provided for, and to prepare, within three days from the time 
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of taking such possession, a complete inventory of all the property so 
taken, and to return it to the court as soon as completed. The time 
for taking the inventory and making return thereof may be extended 
for good cause shown to the court or a judge thereof. The sheriif 
shall also prepare a schedule of the names and residences of the cred- 
itors, and the amount due each, from the books of the debtor, or from 
such other papers or data of the debtor available as may come to his 
possession, and shall file such schedule list of creditors and inventory 
with the clerk of the court. 

Sec. 27. In all cases where property is taken into custody by the 
sheriff, as provided in the preceding section, if it does not embrace all 
the property and effects of the debtor not exempt from execution, any 
other creditor or creditors of the debtor, upon giving bond to be ap- 
proved bv the court in double the amount of their claims, singly or 
jointly, shall be entitled to similar orders, and to like action, by the 
sheritt, until all claims be provided for, if there be sufficient property 
or effects. All property taken into custody by the sheriff by virtue 
of the giving of any such bonds shall be held by him for the benefit of all 
creditors of the debtor whose claims shall be duly proved, and as pro- 
vided in this Act. The bonds provided for in this and the preceaing 
section to procure the order for custody of the property and effects of 
the debtor, shall be conditioned that if, upon final hearing of the peti- 
tion in insolvency, the court shall find in favor of the petitioners, such 
bonds and all of them shall be void ; if the decision be in favor of the 
debtor, the proceedings shall be dismissed, and the debtor, his heirs, 
administrators, executors, or assigns, shall be entitled to recover such 
sum of money as shall be sufficient to cover the damages sustained by 
him, not to exceed the amount of the respective bonds. Such dam- 
ages shall be fixed and allowed by the court. If either the petitioners 
or the debtor shall appeal from the decision of the court, upon final 
hearing of the petition the appellant shall be required to give bond 
to the successful party in a sum double the amount of the value of the 

Eroperty in controversy, and for the costs of the proceedings. Such 
ond shall be approved by the court. 

Any person interested in the estate may except to the sufficiency 
of the sureties on such bond or bonds. When excepted to, the peti- 
tioner's sureties, upon notice to the person excepting of not less than 
two nor more than five days, must justify as to their sufficiency; and 
upon failure to justify, or if others in their place fail to justify at the 
time and place appointed, the judge shall issue an order vacating the 
order to take the property of the debtor into the custody of the 
sheriff, or denying tne appeal, as the case may be. 

Sec. 28. If, in any case, proper affidavits and bonds are presented 
to the court or a judge thereof, asking for and obtaining an order of 
publication and an order for the custody of the property of the debtor, 
as provided in sections twenty-six and twenty-seven of this Act, and 
thereafter the petitioners shall make it appear satisfactorily to the 
court or a j udge thereof that the interest of the parties to the proceedings 
will be subserved by a sale thereof, the court may order such property 
to be sold in the same maimer as property is sold under execution, 
the proceeds to be deposited in the court to abide the result of the 
proceedings. 
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Chapter V. 

ASSIGNEES. 

Sec. 29. No creditor shall be entitled to vote for the election of 
an assignee unless he shall have filed his claim in the office of the clerk 
of the court in which the proceedings are pending at least two days 
prior to the time appointed for such election. All claims shall con- 
tain a statement showing the amount and nature of the claim and 
security, if any. The claim shall be verified bv the claimant, or his 
duly authorized agent or attorney. No claim barred by the statute 
of limitations shall be proved or allowed against the estate of an in- 
solvent debtor for any purpose. Any person interested in the estate 
of the insolvent may file exceptions to the legality or good faith of 
any claim, by setting forth specifically in writing nis interest in the 
estate, and the grounds of his objection to such claim. Such excep- 
tions shall be verified by the affidavit of the party objecting, or his 
dulv authorized agent or attorney, and the affidavit shall set out that 
sucn exceptions are not made for the purpose of delay and are made 
in good faith in the best interests of said estate. Exceptions to any 
claim must be filed with the clerk of the court at least one day before 
the time appointed for the election of an assignee, and such exceptions 
shall be heard and disposed of by the court, on affidavit or other evi- 
dence, in a summary manner, before the election of an assignee. No 
creditor or claimant who holds any mortgage, pledge, or lien of any 
kind whatever as security for the payment or his claim or attachment 
or execution on property of the debtor duly recorded and not dis- 
solved under this Act shall be permitted to vote at the election of the 
assignee any part of his secured claim unless he shall first have the 
value of such security fixed as provided in section fifty-nine of this 
Act, or shall surrender to the sheriff or receiver of the estate of the 
insolvent, if there be a receiver, all such property , or assign such lien 
to such sheriff or receiver. The surrender or assignment of such se- 
curity or lien shall be for the benefit of all creditors of the estate of the 
insolvent. The value of such security, if fixed by the court, shall be 
so fixed at least one day before the day appointed tor the election of an 
assignee, in which event the claimant may prove his demand as pro- 
vided in this section for any unsecured balance, subject to the filing 
of exceptions as in all other claims. 

Sec. 30. At a meeting of the creditors in open court or, if the court 
is not in session, in the presence of the judge or the clerk of the court, 
those being entitled to vote, as provided by section twenty-nine, shall 
proceed to the election of an assignee. The majority of the creditors 
who have proven their claims, such majority being both in number 
and amount, must concur for the election of an assignee. The clerk 
of the court shall keep a minute of the deliberations of said creditors, 
and of the election and appointment of the assignee, and enter the 
same upon the records of the court, and, in the absence of the judge, 
shall send a copjr of such record to him at the place where he may oe 
found. The assignee shall file, within five days, unless the time be 
extended by the court, with the clerk, a bond, in an amoimt to be fixed 
by the court, to the Government of the Philippine Islands, with two 
or more sufficient sureties, approved by the court, and conditioned 
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upon the faithful performance of the duties devolving upon him. 
Tne bond shall not oe void upon the first recovery, but may be sued 
upon from time to time by any person a^rieved, in his own name, 
until the whole penalty be exhausted. Tlie sureties on such bond 
may be required to justify as to their sufficiency upon the application 
of any party interested. 

Sec. 31. If, on the day appointed for the meeting, creditors do not 
attend, or fail or refuse to elect an assignee, or if, after election, the 
assignee shall fail to qualify within the proper time, or if a vacancy 
occurs by death or otherwise, the court snail appoint an assignee and 
fix the amount of his bond. 

Sec. 32. As soon as an assignee is elected or appointed and Quali- 
fied, the clerk of the cdurt shaU, by an instrument under his hand and 
seal of the court, assign and convey to the assignee all the real and 

Eersonal property, estate, and eifects of the debtor with all his deeds, 
ooks, and papers relating thereto, and such assignment shall relate 
back to the commencement of the proceedings in insolvency, and 
shall relate back to the acts upon whicn the adjudication was founded, 
and by operation of law shaU vest the title to all such property, estate, 
and effects in the assignee, although the same is then attached on 
mesne process, as the property of the debtor. Such assignment shall 
operate to vest in the assignee all of the estate of the insolvent, debtor 
not exempt by law from execution. It shall also dissolve any attach- 
ment levied within one month next preceding the commencement of 
the insolvency proceedings and vacate and set aside any judgment 
entered in any action commenced within thirty days immediately 
prior to the commencement of insolvency proceedings and shall 
vacate and set aside any execution issued thereon and shall vacate 
and set aside any judgment entered by default or consent of the 
debtor within thirty days immediately prior to the commencement of 
the insolvency proceedmgs. 

Sec. 33. The assignee shall have the right to recover all the 
estate, debts, and effects of said insolvent. If, at the time of the 
commencement of proceedings in insolvency, an action is pending 
in the name of the debtor, for the recovery of a debt or other thing 
which might or ought to pass to the assignee by the assignment, the 
assignee shall be allowed and admitted to prosecute the action, in 
like manner and with like effect as if it had been originally com- 
menced by him. If there are any rights of action in favor of the 
insolvent for damages, on any account, for which an action is not 
pending, the assignee shall have the right to prosecute the same 
with the same effect as the insolvent might have done himself if no 
proceedings in insolvency had been instituted. If any action or 
proceeding in which the insolvent is defendant is pending at the 
time of the adjudication, the assignee may defend tne same in the 
same manner and with like effect as it might have been defended 
by the insolvent. In a suit prosecuted or defended by the assignee, 
a certified copy of the assignment made to him shall be conclusive 
evidence of his authority to sue or defend. 

Sec. 34. The assignee shall, within one month after the making 
of the assignment to him, cause the same to be recorded in every 
province or city within the Philippine Islands where any real estate 
owned by the debtor is situated, and the record of such assignment, 
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or a duly certified copy thereof, shall be T^onclusive evidence thereof 
in all courts. If the schedule and inventory required by this Act 
have not been filed by the debtor the assignee shall, within one 
month after his election, prepare and file such schedule and in- 
ventory from the best information he can obtain, and shall there- 
upon personally deliver notice or send same by registered mail, 
postage prepaid, to all creditors named in such schedule, whose 
claims have not been filed, to forthwith prove their demands. 

Sec. 35. Any assignee may at any time, by writing filed in 
court, resign his appointment, having first settled his accoxmts and 
delivered up all the deeds, vouchers, books of account, notes, bills, 
bonds, and securities of the debtor and all his real and personal 
property, estate, and effects to such successor as the court shall 
appoint: Provided, That if, in the discretion of the court, the 
circumstances of the case require it, upon good cause being shown, 
the court may, at any time before such settlement of account and 
delivery of the estate shall have been completed, revoke the appoint- 
ment of such assignee and appoint another in his steacl. The 
liability of the outgoing assignee, or of the sureties on his bond, 
shall not be in any maimer discharged, released, or affected by such 
appointment of another in his stead. 

Sec. 36. The said assignee shall have power: 

1. To sue and recover all the estate, assets, debts, and claims, 
belonging to or due to such debtor; and no set-off or coimterclaim 
shall be allowed in any such suit for debts contracted by the 
insolvent within thirty days immediately preceding the fihng of 
the petition of insolvency except in case of creditors specified in 
section fifty of this Act. 

2. To take into his possession all the estate of such debtor 
except property exempt by law from execution, whether attached or 
delivered to him, or afterwards discovered, and all books, vouchers, 
evidence of indebtedness, and securities belonging to the same. 

3. In case of a nonresident or absconding or concealed debtor, 
to demand and receive of every sheriff who shall have attached any 
of the property of such debtor, or who shall have in his possession 
any moneys arising from the sale of such property, all such prop- 
erty and moneys, on paying him his lawful costs and charges for 
attaching and keeping the same. 

4. From time to time to sell at public auction after advertise- 
ment in the manner provided by subsections (1), (2), and (3) of 
section four himdred and fifty-four of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
upon order of the court, any of the estate, real and personal, which 
has come into his possession, and which is vested m him as such 
assignee, and on such sales to execute the necessary conveyances and 
bills of sale. 

5. To redeem all valid mortgages and conditional contracts, and 
all valid pledges of personal property, and to satisfy any judgments 
which may be an incumbrance on any property sold by him; or to 
sell such property, subject to such mortgage, contracts, pledges, 
judgments, or liens. 

6. To settle all matters and accoimts between such debtor and 
his debtors, subject to the approval of the court. 
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7. Under the order of the court or judge appointing him, to 
compound with any person indebted to such debtor, and thereupon 
discharge all demands against such person. 

8. To recover from any person receiving a conveyance, gift, 
transfer, payment, or assignment, made contrary to any provision 
of this Act, the property thereby transferred or assigned; or in 
<jase a redelivery or the property can not be had, to recover the value 
thereof, with damages for tne detention. 

Sec. 37. If any person, before the assignment is made, having 
notice of the commencement of the proceedings in insolvency, or 
having reason to believe that insolvency proceedings are about to 
be commenced, embezzles or disposes of any of the moneys, goods, 
chattels, or effects of the insolvent, he is chargeable therewith, and 
liable to an action by the assignee for double the value of the 
property so embezzled or disposed of, to be recovered for the benefit 
of the insolvent's estate. 

Sec. 38. The same penalties, forfeitures, and proceedings by 
citation, examination, and commitment shall apply on behalf of 
an assignee against persons suspected of havmg concealed, em- 
bezzled, conveyed away, or disposed of any property of the debtor, 
or of having possession or knowledge of any oeeds, conveyances, 
bonds, contracts, or other writings which relate to any interest of 
the debtor in any real or personal estate as provided in the case of 
estates of deceased persons in sections seven himdred and nine 
to seven himdred and thirteen, inclusive, of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. 

Sec. 39. The assignee shall as speedily as possible convert the 
estate, real and personal, into money. He shall keep a regular ac- 
count of all moneys received by him as assignee, to which every 
creditor or other person interested therein may, at all reasonable 
times, have access. No private sale of any property of the estate 
of any insolvent debtor shall be valid unless made under the order 
of the court, upon a petition in writing, which shall set forth the 
facts showing tne sale to be necessary. Upon filing the petition, 
notice of the hearing thereof of at least ten days shall be given by 
publication and mailing, in the same manner as is provided in sec- 
tion nineteen of this Act. If it appears that a private sale is for 
the best interests of the estate, the court shall order it to be made. 

Sec. 40. In all cases when it appears to the satisfaction of the 
court that the estate of the debtor, or any part thereof, is of a 
perishable nature, or is liable to deteriorate in value, or is dis- 
proportionately expensive to keep, and that the insolvent's estate 
will suffer if sufficient time elapses for the giving of notice, the 
court may order the same to be sold in such manner and at such 
time as may be deemed most expedient, under the direction of the 
sheriff, receiver, or assignee, as the case may be, who shall hold the 
funds received in place of the property sold until further order of 
the court. 

Sec. 41. Outstanding debts, or other property due or belonging 
to the estate, which can not be collected and received by the assignee 
without unreasonable or inconvenient delay or expense, may be sold 
and assigned in like manner as the remainder of the estate. If 
there are any rights of action for damages in favor of the insolvent 
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prior to the commencement of the insolvency proceedings, the same 
may, with the approval of the court, be compromised. 

Sec. 42. Assignees shall be allowed all necessary expenses in the 
care, management, and settlement of the estate^ and shall be entitled 
to charge and receive for their services commissions upon all sums 
of money coming to their hands and accoimted for oy them, as 
follows: For the first thousand pesos, at the rate of seven per 
centum; for all above that sum and not exceeding ten thousand 
pesos, at the rate of five per centum; and for all above that sum, 
at the rate of four per centum: Provided , however, That if the 
person acting as assignee was receiver of the property of the estate 
pending the election of an assignee, any compensation allowed him 
as such receiver shall be deducted from the compensation to which 
he otherwise would be entitled as such assignee: And 'provided 
further, That if there should be two or more assi^ees the court 
shall order an equitable division of the compensation herein pro- 
vided, and if for any reason an assignee's term is completed before 
the final settlement of the estate and a successor is appointed the 
court shall not allow to any such assignee prior to the settlement 
of the estate an amount exceeding four per centum of the sums of 
money coining into his hands, upon tne final settlement of the 
estate an eauitable distribution of tne compensation of the assignee 
shall be maae. 

Sec. 43. At the expiration of three months from the appointment 
of the assignee in any case, or as much earlier as the court may 
direct, a time and place shall be fixed by the court at which the 
assignee shall file just and true accounts of all his receipts and 
payments with proper vouchers, verified by his oath, and a statement 
of the property outstanding, specifying the causes of its outstanding, 
also what debts or claims are yet undetermined, and stating what 
sum remains in his possession, and shall accompany the same with 
an affidavit that notice by registered mail has been given to all 
creditors named in the schedule filed by the debtor or the assignee 
that said accounts will be heard at a time specified in such notice, 
which time shall not be less than two nor more than eight weeks 
from the filing of such accounts. At the hearing the court shall 
audit the accounts of the assignee, and any person interested may 
appear and file exceptions thereto and- contest the same. The 
court shall thereupon confirm said accounts if they shall be found 
to be correct, or order the same corrected if errors shall be found 
therein. The court shall also, in such hearing, determine the 
property which must be deducted from the estate as another's, under 
the provisions of section fortjr-eight of this Act, and the right of 
the claimants to participate in the dividend, and may order a 
dividend paid to those creditors whose claims have been proven and 
allowed. The decision of the court theretofore rendered as to 
whether any claimant was entitled to vote for an assignee shall 
not be conclusive upon the right of the claimant to share in such 
dividend; but all claimants who were so allowed to vote shall 
participate in such dividend unless objections were filed to the same 
prior to such hearing. If any such objections have been filed 
against any claim, or if any claimant was refused the right to vote, 
the court shall determine said objections and the rights of all such 
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claimants in such hearing and refuse or allow the same before the 
declaration of a dividend. Thereafter, further accounts, state- 
ments, and dividends shall be made in like manner as often as 
occasion requires: Provided, however , That it shall be the duty of 
the assignee to file his final account within one year from the 
date of the order of adjudication, unless the court, after notice to 
creditors, shall grant further time, upon a satisfactory showing that 
great loss and waste would result to the estate by reason of the 
conversion of the property into money within said time, or that 
it has been impossible to do so by reason of litigation. 

Sec. 44. The court may at any time, upon the motion of any 
two or more creditors, re^iuire the assignee to file his account in 
the maimer and upon giving the notice specified in the preceding 
section, and if he has funds subject to distribution he may be 
required to distribute them without delay. 

Sec. 45. Whenever any dividend has been duly declared, the 
distribution of it shall not be stayed or affected by reason of debts 
being -subsequently proved, but any creditor proving such a debt 
shall be entitled to a dividend equal to those already received by 
the other creditors before any further dividend is made to the latter, 
if the failure to prove such claim shall not have resulted from his 
own neglect. 

Sec. 46. Should the assignee refuse or neglect to render his 
accounts as required by sections forty-three and forty-four of this 
Act, or refuse or neglect to pay over a dividend when he shall have, 
in the opinion of the court, sufficient funds for that purpose, or 
shall neglect or mismanage the estate in any manner whatever or 
violate any of the provisions of this Act, the court shall immediately 
discharge such assignee from his trust, and shall appoint another 
in his place. The assignee so discharged shall forthwith deliver 
over to the assignee appointed by the court all the funds, property, 
books, vouchers, or securities belonging to the insolvent, and he shall 
not be entitled for his services to the compensation provided in 
section forty-two. 

Sec. 47. Preparatory to the settlement of the estate, the assignee 
shall file his final account in the court, accompanying the same with 
an affidavit that a notice by registered mail has been given to all 
creditors who have proved their claims, that he will apply for a 
settlement of his account and for a discharge from all liability as 
assignee at a time specified in such notice, which time shall not 
be less than two nor more than eight weeks from such filing. At 
the hearing the court shall audit the account, "and any person inter- 
ested may appear and file exceptions in writing and contest the same. 
The court thereupon shall settle the account, and order a dividend 
of any portion of the estate, if any, remaining undistributed, and 
shall discharge the assignee, subject to compliance with the order of 
the court, from all liability as assignee to any creditor of the insolvent. 
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Chapter VI. 

CLASSIFICATION AND PREFERENCE OF CREDITORS. 

Sec. 48. Merchandise, effects, and any other kind of propertT 
found among the property of the insolvent, the ownership of which 
has not been conveyed to him by a legal and irrevocable title, shall 
be considered to be the property of other persons and shall be placed 
at the disposal of its lawful owners on order of the court made at 
the hearing mentioned in section forty-three or at any ordinary 
hearing, if the assignee or any creditor whose rig;ht in the estate of 
the insolvent has been established shall petition in writing for such 
hearing and the court in its discretion snail so order, the creditors, 
however, retaining such rights in said property as belong to the 
insolvent, and subrogating him whenever they shall have complied 
with all obligations concerning said property. 

The following shall be included in this section: 

1. Dowry property inestimado and such property estimado'^whicb. 
may remain in the possession of the husband where the receipt thereof 
is a matter of record in a public instrument registered under the 

Provisions of sections twenty-one and twenty-seven of the Code of 
ommerce in force. 

2. Paraphernal property which the wife may have acquired by 
inheritance, legacy, or donation whether remaining in the form in 
which it was received or subrogated or invested in other property, 
provided that such investment or subrogation has been registered 
m the registro mercantil in accordance with the provisions of the 
sections of the Code of Commerce mentioned in the next preceding 
paragraph. 

3. Property and effects deposited with the bankrupt, or admin- 
istered, leased, rented, or held in usufruct by him. 

4. Merchandise in the possession of the bankrupt, on commission, 
for purchase, sale, forwarding, or delivery. 

5. Bills of exchange or promissory notes without indorsement or 
other expression transferrmg ownership remitted to the insolvent 
for collection and all others acauired by him for the account of 
another person, drawn or indorsed to the remitter direct. 

6. Money remitted to the insolvent, otherwise than on current 
account, and which is in his possession for delivery to a definite 
person in the name and for the account of the remitter or for the 
settlement of claims which are to be met at the insolvent's domicile. 

7. Amounts due the insolvent for sales of merchandise on com- 
mission, and bills of exchange and promissory notes derived there- 
from in his possession, even when tne same are not made payable 
to the owner of the merchandise sold, provided it is proven that the 
obligation to the insolvent is derived therefrom and that said bills 
of exchange and promissory notes were in the possession of the 
insolvent for account of the owner of the merchandise to be cashed 
and remitted, in due time, to the said owner; all of which shall 
be a legal presumption when the amount involved in any such sale 
shall not have been credited on the books of both the owner of the 
merchandise and of the insolvent. 
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8. Merchandise bought on credit by the insolvent so long as 
the actual delivery thereof has not been made to him at his store 
or at any other place stipulated for such delivery, and merchandise 
the bills of lading or shipphig receipts of which have been sent him 
after the same has been loaded by order of the purchaser and for his 
account and risk. 

In all cases arising under this paragraph assignees may retaia the 
merchandise so purchased or claim it for the creditors by paying the 
price thereof to the vendor. 

9. Goods or chattels wrongfully taken, converted, or withheld by 
the insolvent if still existing in his possession or the amount of the 
value thereof. 

Sec. 49. All creditors, except those whose claims are mentioned 
iQ the next foUowiug section, whose debts are duly proved and 
allowed shall be entitled to share in the property and^ estate pro 
rata, after the property belonging to other persons referred to in 
the last precedmg section has been deducted therefrom, without 
priority or preference whatever: Provided, That any debt proved by 
any person liable as bail, surety, guarantor, or otherwise, for the 
debtor, shall not be paid to the person so proving the same until 
satisfactory evidence shall be prodnced of the payment of such debt 
by such person so liable, and the share to which such debt would be 
entitled may be paid into court, or otherwise held, for the benefit of 
the party entitled thereto, as the court may direct. 

Sec. 50. The following shall be preferred claims which shall be 
paid in the order named : 

(a) Legal expenses, and expenses incurred in the adnunistration 
of the insolvent's estate for the common interest of the creditors, 
when properly authorized and approved by the court; 

(Jb) mcessary funeral expenses of the debtor, or of his wife, or 
children who are under their parental authority and have no prop- 
erty of their own, when approved by the court; 

(c) Debts, taxes, and assessments due to the Insular Government; 

{d) Debts, taxes, and assessments due to any province or provinces 
of the Philippine Islands ; 

(e) Debts, taxes, and assessments due to any municipality or 
municipalities of the Philippine Islands ; 

(f) Debts for personal services rendered the insolvent by clerks, 
laborers, or domestic servants during the sixty days immediately 
preceding the commencement of proceedings in insolvency, not to 
exceed two hundred pesos for each claimant. 

All other creditors shall be paid pro rata. 

Chapter VII. 

partnerships and corporations. 

Sec. 51. A partnership, during the continuation of the partner- 
ship business, or after its dissolution and before the final settlement 
thereof, may be adjudged insolvent, either on the petition of the 
partners, or any one or them, or on the petition of three or more 
creditors of the partnership, qualified as provided in section twenty 
of this Act, in either of whicn cases the court shall issue an order 
in the manner provided by this Act, upon which all the property 
of the partnership, and also all the separate property of each of 
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the partners, if they are liable, shall be taken, excepting such parts 
thereof as may be exempt by law ; and all creditors of the partnership, 
and the separate creditors of each partner, shall be allowed to prove 
their respective claims; and the assignee shall be chosen by the 
creditors of the partnership, and shall also keep separate accoimts 
of the property of the partnership, and of the separate estate of 
each member thereof. The expenses of the proceedings shall be 
paid from the partnership property and the individual property of 
the partners in such proportions as the court shall determine. The 
net proceeds of the partnership property shall be appropriated to 
the payment of the partnership debts and the net proceeds of the 
individual estate of each partner to the payment of his individual 
debts. Should any surplus remain of the property of any partner 
after paying his indiviaual debts, such surplus shall be added to 
the partnership assets and be applied to the payment of the part- 
nership debts. Should any surplus of the partnership property 
remain after paying the partnership debts, such surplus shall be 
added to the assets of the individual partners in the proportion of 
their respective interests in the partnership. Certificate of dis- 
charge shall be granted or refused to each partner as the same would 
or ought to be if the proceedings had been by or against hifh alone 
under this Act; and in all other respects the proceedings as to the 
partners shall be conducted in -like manner as if they had been 
commenced and prosecuted by or against one person alone. If 
such partners reside in different provinces, the court in which the 
petition is first filed shall retain exclusive jurisdiction over the 
case. If the petition be filed by less than all the partners of a part- 
nership, those partners who do not join in the petition shall be 
ordered to show cause why they, as individuals, ana said partnership, 
should not be adjudged to be insolvent, in the same manner as other 
debtors are recjuired to show cause upon a creditor's petition, as in 
this Act provided; and no order of adjudication shall be made in 
said proceedings until after the hearing of said order to show cause. 
Sec. 52. The provisions of this Act shall apply to corporations 
and sodedddes anonimdSj and upon the petition of any officer of 
any corporation, or sodedad anonima, duly authorized by the vote 
of the board of directors or trustees, at a meeting specially called for 
that purpose, or by the assent in writing of a majority of the directors 
or trustees as the case may be, or upon a creditor's petition made and 
presented in the maimer provided in respect to debtors, like proceed- 
ings shall be had and taken as are provided in the case of debtors: 
Provided, That in case the^ articles of association or by-laws of anv 
corporation or sodedad anonima provide a method for such proceed- 
ings, such method shall be followed. All the provisions of this Act 
which apply to the debtor, or set forth his duties, examination, 
and liabilities, or prescribe penalties, or relate to fraudulent con- 
veyances, payments, and assignments, apply to each and every 
officer of any corporation or sodedad anonima in relation to the 
same matters concerning the corporation. Whenever anv corpo- 
ration is declared insolvent, its property and assets shall be dis- 
tributed to the creditors; but no discharge shall be granted to any 
corporation. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to corpo- 
rations engaged principally in the banking business, or to anv other 
corporation as to which there is any special provision of law for 
its liquidation in case of insolvency. 
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Chapter VIII. 

PROOF OF DEBTS. 

Sec. 53. All debts due and payable from the debtor at the time 
of the adjudication of insolvency, and all debts then existing but 
not payable until a future time, a discoimt being made if no interest 
is payable by the terms of the contract, may be proved against the 
estate of the debtor. 

Sec. 54. If the diebtor is boimd as indorser, surety, bail, or guar- 
antor, upon any bill, bond, note, or other specialty or contract, 
or for any debt of any person, and his liabiUty shall not have become 
absolute until after tne adjudication of insolvency, the creditor may 
prove the same after such liabiUty shall have become fixed, and 
before the final dividend shall have been declared. 

Sec. 65. In all cases of contingent debts and contingent Kabilities, 
Contracted by the debtor, and not herein otherwise provided for, 
the creditor may make claim therefor and have his claim allowed, 
with the right to share in the dividends, if the contingency shall 
happen before the order of the final dividend; or he may, at any 
time, apply to the court to have the present value of the debt or 
liability ascertained and liquidated, which shall be done in such 
maimer as the comt shall order, and it shall be allowed for the amount 
so ascertained. 

Sec. 56. Any person liable as bail, surety, or guarantor, or other- 
wise, for the debtor, who shall have paid the debt, or any part 
thereof, in dischai^e of the whole, shall be entitled to. prove such 
debt, or to stand in the place of the creditor, if he shall have proved 
the same, although sucn payments shall have been made after the 

{)roceedings in insolvency were commenced; and any person so liable 
or the debtor, and who has not paid the whole of said debt, but 
is still liable for the same, or any part thereof, may, if the creditor 
shall fail or omit to prove such debt, prove the same in the name of 
the creditor. 

Sec. 57. Where the debtor is liable to pay rent, or other debt 
falling due at fixed and stated periods, the creditor may prove for 
a proportionate part- thereof up to the time of the insolvency, as 
if the same became due from day to day, and not at such fixed and 
stated periods. 

Sec. 58. In all cases of mutual debts and mutual credits between 
the parties, the accoimt between them shall be stated, and one debt 
set off against the other, and the balance only shall be allowed and 
paid. But no set-off or coimterclaim shall be allowed of a claim 
m its nature not provable against the estate: Provided j That no 
set-off or coimterclaim shall be allowed in favor of any debtor to 
the insolvent of a claim purchased by or transferred to such debtor 
within thirty days immediately preceding the filling, or after the 
filling of thepetition by or against the insolvent. 

Sec. 59. When a creditor has a mortgage, or pledge of real or 
personal property of the debtor, or a lien thereon, for securing the 
payment of a debt owing to him from the debtor, or an attachment 
or execution on property of the debtor duly recorded and not dis- 
solved under this Act. ne shall be admitted as a creditor for the 
balance of the debt only, after deducting the value of such property, 
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such value to be ascertained by agreement between him and the 
receiver, if any, and if no receiver, then upon such sum as the court 
or a judge thereof may decide to be fair and reasonable, before the 
election of an assignee, or by a sale thereof, to be made in such 
maimer as the court or judge thereof shall direct; or the creditor 
may release or convey his claim to the receiver, if any, or if no receiver 
then to the sheriflF, before the election of an assignee, or to the assi^ee 
if an assignee has been elected, upon such property, and be admitted 
to prove nis whole debt. If the value of the property exceeds the 
sum for which it is so held as security, the assignee may release to the 
creditor the debtor's right of redemption thereon on receiving such 
excess; or he may sell the property, subject to the claim of the cred- 
itor thereon, and in either case the assignee and creditor, respectively, 
shall execute all deeds and writings necessary or proper to consum- 
mate the transaction. If the property is not sold or released, and 
delivered up, or its value fixed, the creditor shall not be allowed to 
prove any part of his debt, but the assignee shall deliver to the 
creditor all such property upon which the creditor holds a mortgage, 
pledge, or lien, or upon which he has an attachment or execution. 

Sec. 60. No creditor, proving his debt or claim, shall be allowed 
to maintain any suit therefor against the debtor, but shall be deemed 
to have waived all right of action and suit against him, and all pro- 
ceedings already commenced, or any imsatisfied judgment already 
obtained thereon, shall be deemed to be discharged and surrendered 
thereby; and after the debtor's dischaige, upon proper appUcation 
and proof to the court having jurisdiction, all such proceedings 
shall be dismissed, and such imsatisfied judgments satisfied of 
record: Provided , Tnat no valid lien existing in good faith thereimder 
shall be thereby aflFected. A creditor proving his debt or claim 
shall not be held to have waived his right of action or suit against 
the debtor when a discharge has been refused or the proceedings 
have been determined without a dischaige. No creditor whose 
debt is provable under this Act shall be allowed, after the commence- 
ment or proceedings in insolvency, to prosecute to final judgment 
any action therefor against the debtor imtil the question of the debtor's 
discharge shall have been determined, and any such suit or proceed- 
ing shall, upon the application of the debtor or of any creditor, or the 
assignee, be stayed to await the determination of the court on the 
(question of discharge: Provided, That it theamoimt due the creditor 
is in dispute, the smt, by leave of the court in insolvency, may pro- 
ceed to judgment for the purpose of ascertaining the amoimt due, 
which amoimt, when adjudged, may be allowed in the insolvency 
proceedings, but execution shall be stayed as aforesaid. 

Sec, 61. Any person who shall have accepted any preference, 
having reasonable cause to believe that the same was made or given 
by the debtor contrary to any provision of this Act, shall not be 
allowed to prove the debt or claim on account of which the preference 
was made or given, nor shall he receive any dividend thereon, until 
he shall have surrendered to the assignee all property, money, benefit, 
or advantage received by him under such preference. 

Sec. 62. The court may, upon the application of the assignee, or 
of any creditor, or without any application, before or after adjudica- 
tion m insolvency, examine upon oath the debtor in relation to his 
property and his estate and may examine any other person tendering 
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or making proof of claims, and may subpoena witnesses to give 
evidence relating to such matters. All examinations of witnesses 
shall be had and depositions shall be taken in accordance with and 
in the same manner as is provided by the Code of Civil Procedure. 

Chapter IX. 

COMPOSITIONS. 

Sec. 63. An insolvent may offer terms of composition to his 
creditors after, but not before, he has filed in court a schedule of 
his property and list of his creditors as provided in this Act. An 
application for the confirmatjion of a composition may be filed in 
the insolvency court after, but not before, it has been accepted in 
writing by a majority in number of all creditors whose claims have 
been allowed, wnich number must represent a majority in amount 
of such claims and after the consideration to be paid by the insolvent 
to his creditors and the money necessary to pay all debts which have 
priority and the costs of proceedings have been deposited in such 
place as shall be designatea by and subject to the order of the court. 
A time shall be fixed by the court for the hearing upon an applica- 
tion for the confirmation of a composition, and for the hearing of 
such objections as may be made to its confirmation. The court 
shall confirm a composition if satisfied that (1) it is for the best 
interest of the creditors; (2) that the insolvent has not been guilty 
of any of the acts, or of a failure to perform any of the duties, 
which would create a bar to his discharge; and (3) that the offer 
and its acceptance are in good faith, and have not been made or 
procured except as herein provided, or by any means, promises, or 
acts herein forbidden. Upon the confirmation of a composition 
the consideration shall be distributed as the judge shall direct, and 
the case dismissed, and the title to the insolvent's property shall 
revest in him. Whenever a composition is not confirmed, the estate 
in insolvency shall be administered as herein provided. The court 
may, upon application of a party in interest, filed at any time within 
six months after the composition has been confirmed, set the same 
aside, and reinstate the case if it shall be made to appear upon a 
trial that fraud was practiced in the procuring of such composition, 
and that the knowleage thereof has come to the petitioner smce the 
confirmation of such composition. 

Chapter X. 

DISCHARGE. 

Sec. 64. At any time after the expiration of three months from 
the adjudication of insolvency, but not later than one year from 
such adjudication, unless the property of the insolvent has not been 
converted into money, the debtor may apply to the court for a 
discharge from his debts, and the court shall thereupon order notice 
to be given to all creditors who have proved their debts to appear 
on a dav appointed for that purpose and show cause why a dis- 
charge snould not be granted to the debtor; said notice shall be 
given by registered mail and by publication at least once a week, 
for six weeks, in a newspaper puohshed in the province or city, or, if 
there be none, in a newspaper which, in the opinion of the judge, 
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will best give notice to the creditors of the said insolvent: Provided^ 
That if no debts have been proven, such notice shall not be required. 

Sec. 65. No discharge shall be granted, or if granted shall be 
valid, (1) if the debtor shall have sworn falsely in his affidavit 
annexed to his petition, schedule, or inventory, or upon any exami- 
nation in the course of the proceedings in insolvency, in relation to 
any material fact concerning his estate or his debts or to any other 
material fact; or (2) if he has concealed any part of his estate or 
effects, or any books or writing relating thereto; or (3) if he has 
been guilty of fraud or willful neglect in the care or custody of his 
property or in the delivery to the assignee of the property belonging 
to him at the time of the presentation of his petition and inventory, . 
excepting such property as he is permitted to retain under the pro- 
visions or this Act; or (4) if, within one month before the commence- 
ment of such proceedings, he has procured his real estate, goods, 
moneys, or chattels to be attached or seized on execution; or (5) if 
he has destroyed, mutilated, altered, or falsified any of his books, 
documents papers, writings, or securities, or has made, or been 
privy to the making of, any lalse or fraudulent entry in any book of 
account or other document with intent to defraud his creditors; or 
(6) if he has given any fraudulent preference, contrary to the pro- 
visions of this Act, or has made any fraudulent payment, gift, 
transfer, conveyance, or assignment of any part of his property, or 
has admitted a false or fictitious debt against his estate; or (7) if, 
having knowledge that any person has proven such false or fictitious 
debt, he has not disclosed the same to his assignee within one month 
after such knowledge; or (8) if, being a merchant or tradesman, he 
has not kept proper books of account in Arabic numerals and in 
accordance with tne provisions of the Code of Commerce; or (9) if 
he, or any other person on his account, or in his behalf, has influenced 
the action of anv creditor, at any stage of the proceedings, by any 
pecuniary consideration or obligation; or (10) if he has, in contem- 
plation of becoming insolvent, made any pledge, payment, tranrfer, 
assignment, or conveyance of any part or his property, directly or 
indirectly, absolutely or conditionally, for the purpose of preferring 
any creditor or person having a claim against him, or who is, or may 
be, under liability for him, orror the purpose of preventing the property 
from coming into the hands of the assignee, or of beinff distributed 
under this Act in satisfaction of his debts; or (11) if he has been 
convicted of any misdemeanor under this Act, or has been guilty of 
fraud contrary to the true intent of this Act; or (12) in case of volun- 
tary insolvency, has received the benefit of this or any other Act of 
insolvency or bankruptcy within six years next preceding his appli- 
cation for discharge; or (13) if insolvency proceedings in which he 
could have applied for a discharge are pendmg by or against him in 
the Court or First Instance of any other province or city in the 
Philippine Islands. Before any discharge is granted, the debtor 
shall take and subscribe an oath to the emct that he has not done, 
suffered, or been privy to any act, matter, or thing specified in this 
Act as grounds ror withholding such discharge or as invalidating 
such discharge, if granted. 

Sec. 66. Any creditor opposing the discharge of a debtor shall file 
his objections thereto, specifying the grounds of his opposition, and 
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after the debtor has filed and served his answer thereto, which plead- 
ings shall be verified, the court shall try the issue or issues raised, 
according to the practice provided by law in civil actions. 

Sec. 67. If it snail appear to the court that the debtor has in all 
things conformed to his duty under this Act, and that he is entitled 
under the provisions thereof to receive a discharge, the court shall 
grant him a discharge from all his debts, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and shall give him a certificate thereof, under the seal of the 
court, in substance as follows: ''In the Court of First Instance of 

the , PhiHppine Islands. Whereas, , has been 

duly adjudged an insolvent under the insolvencv law of the Philippine 
Islands, and appears to have conformed to all the requirements of 
law in that behalf, it is therefore ordered by the couijt that said 

- be forever discharged from all debts and claims, which 

by said insolvency law are made provable against his estate, and 
which existed on the day or , on which the peti- 
tion of adjudication was filed by (or against) him, excepting such 
debts, if any, as are by said insolvency law excepted from the opera- 
tion of a discharge in insolvency, (riven under my hand, and the 

seal of the court, this day of , anno Domini 

- Attest: , clerk. (Seal. ) , judge.'' 

Sec. 68. No debt created by the fraud or embezzlement of the 
debtor, or by his defalcation as a public officer or while acting in a 
fiduciary capacity, shall be discharged under this Act, but the debt 
may be proved, and the dividend thereon shall be a payment on 
account of said debt. No discharge granted under this Act shall 
release, discharge, or affect any person Hable for the same debt, for 
or with the debtor, either as partner, joint contractor, indorser, 
surety, or otherwise. 

Sec. 69. A discharge, duly granted under this Act, shall, with the 
exceptions aforesaid, release the debtor from all claims, debts, lia- 
bilities, and demands set forth in his schedule, or which were or 
might have been proved against his estate in insolvency, and may 
be pleaded by a simple averment that on the day of its date sucn 
discharge was granted to him, setting forth the same in full, and the 
same shall be a complete bar to all suits brought on any such debts, 
claims, liabilities, or demands, and the certificate shall be prima facie 
evidence in favor of such fact and of the regularity of such discharge: 
Provided^ however, That any creditor whose debt was proved or 
provable against the estate in insolvency who shall see fit to contest 
the validity of such discharge on the ground that it was fraudulently 
obtained and who has discovered the facts constituting the fraud 
subsequent to the discharge, may, at any time within one year after 
the date thereof, apply to the court which granted it to set it aside 
and annul the same. 

Chapter XI. 

FRAUDULENT PREFERENCES AND TRANSFERS. 

Sec. 70. If any debtor, being insolvent, or in contemplation of 
insolvency, within thirty days before the filing of a petition by or 
against him, with a view to giving a preference to any creditor or 
person having a claim against him or who is under any liabiUty 
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for him, procures any part of his property to be attached, sequestered, 
or seized on execution, or makes any payment, pledge, mortgage, 
assignment, transfer, sale, or conveyance or any part of his property, 
either directly or indirectly, absolutely or conditionally, to any one, 
the person receiving such payment, pledge^ mortgage, assignment, 
transfer, sale, or conveyance, or to be benefited thereby, or Dy such 
attachment or seizure, having reasonable cause to believe that such 
debtor is insolvent, and that such attachment, sequestration, seizure, 
payment, pledge, mortgage, conveyance, transfer, sale, or assignment 
IS made with a view to prevent his property from coining to his 
assignee in insolvency, or to prevent the same from being distributed 
ratably among his creditors, or to defeat the object of, or in any 
way liinder,. impede, or delay the operation of or to evade any of 
the provisions of this Act, such attachment, sequestration, seizure, 
payment, pledge, mortgage, transfer, sale, assignment, or convey- 
ance is void, and the assignee, or the receiver, may recover the 
property, or the value thereof, as assets of such insolvent debtor. 
If such payment, pledge, mortgage, conveyance, sale, assignment, 
or transfer is not made in the usual and ordinary course of business 
of the debtor, or if such seizure is made under a judgment which 
the debtor has confessed or offered to allow, that fact shall be prima 
facie evidence of fraud. Any payment, pledge, mortgage, convey- 
ance, sale, assignment, or transfer of property of whatever character 
made bv the insolvent within one month before the filing of a petition 
in insolvency by or against him, except for a valuable pecuniary 
consideration made in good faith, shall be void. All assignments, 
transfers, conveyances, mortgages, or incumbrances of real estate 
shall be deemed, under this section, to have been made at the time 
the instrument conveying or affecting such realty was filed for record 
in the office of the register of deeds of the province or city where the 
same is situated. 

Chapter XII. 

PENAL PROVISIONS. 

Sec. 71. From and after the taking effect of this Act, a debtor 
who commits any one of the following acts shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by imprisonment for not less than three months 
nor more than five years for each offense: 

1 . If he shall, after the commencement of proceedings in insolvencv, 
secrete or conceal any property belonging to his estate or part with, 
conceal, destroy, alter, mutilate, or falsify or cause to be concealed, 
destroyed, altered, mutilated, or falsified, any book, deed, document, 
or writing relating thereto, or remove, or cause to be removed, the 
same or any part thereof, with the intent to prevent it from coming 
into the possession of the assignee in insolvency, or to hinder, impede, 
or delay nis assignee in recovering or receiving the same, or if he shall 
make any payment, gift, sale, assignment, transfer, or conveyance of 
any property belongmg to his estate, with like intent, or shall spend 
any part thereof in gaming; or if he shall, with intent to defraud, 
willfully and fraudulently conceal from his assignee, or fraudulently 
or designedly omit from his schedule any property or effects whatso- 
ever; or if, in case of any person having, to nis knowledge or belief, 
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proved a fake or fictitious debt against his estate he shall fail to 
disclose the same to hfs assignee within one month after coming to 
the knowledge or behef thereof; or if he shall attempt to account for 
any of his property by fictitious losses or expenses; 

2. If he shall, within three months before commencement of 
proceedings of insolvency, under the false pretense of carrying on 
business and dealing in the ordinary course of trade, obtain on 
credit from any person any goods or chattels with intent to defraud, 
or shall, with intent to defraud his creditors, pawn, pledge, or dispose 
of, otherwise than by bona fide transactions in the ordmary way of 
his trade, any of his goods and chattels which have been obtamed 
on credit and remain unpaid for, or shall have suffered loss in any 
kind of gaming when such loss is one of the causes determining the 
commencement of proceedings in insolvency, or shall have sold at a 
loss or for less than the current price any goods bought on credit and 
still unpaid for, or shall have advanced payments to the prejudice 
of his creditors; 

3. If he shall, from and after the taking effect of this Act, during 
the proceedings for the suspension of payments, secrete or conceal, 
or destroy, or cause to be destroyed or secreted any property belong- 
ing to h& estate; or if he shall secrete, destroy, alter, mutilate, or 
falsify, or cause to be secreted, destroyed, altered, mutilated, or 
falsined, any book, deed, document, or writing relating thereto, or 
if he shall, with intent to defraud his creditors, make any payment, 
sale, assignment, transfer, or conveyance of any property belonging 
to his estate; or if he shall spend any part thereof in gammg; or if he 
shall falsely swear to the schedule and inventory exacted by paragraph 
two of section two as required by sections fifteen, sixteen, and seven- 
teen of this Act, with intent to defraud his creditors; or if he shall 
violate or break in any maimer whatsoever the injunction issued by 
the court under section three of this Act. 

Chapter XEEI. 

miscellaneous. 

Sec. 72. If any debtor shall die after the order of adjudication, 
the proceedings shall be continued and concluded in like maimer 
and with like validity and effect as if he had lived. 

Sec. 73. Pending insolvency proceedings by or against any person, 
partnership, corporation, or sodedad anonima, no statute of limita- 
tions shall run upon a claim of or against the estate of the debtor. 

Sec. 74. Any creditor, at any stage of the proceedings, may be 
represented by nis attorney or duly authorized agent, and the attorney 
or agent, properly authorized, shall be entitled to vote at any credit- 
ors' meetmg as and for his principal. 

Sec. 75. Jt shall be the duty of the court having jurisdiction of 
the proceedings, upon petition and after hearing, to exempt and set 
apart, for the use and benefit of said insolvent, such real and personal 
property as is by law exempt from execution, and also a homestead, 
as provided in section four hundred and fifty-two of the Code of 
Civil Procedure; but no such petition shall De heard as aforesaid 
until it is first proved that notice of the hearing of the application 
therefor has been duly given by the clerk, by causing such notice to 
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be posted in at least three public places in the province or city at 
least ten days prior to the time of such hearing, which notice shall 
set forth the name of said insolvent debtor, and the time and place 
appointed for the hearing of such application, and shall briefly 
indicate the homestead sought to be exempted or the property 
sought to be set aside; and the decree must show that such proof 
was made to the satisfaction of the court, and shall be conclusive 
evidence of that fact. 

Sec. 76. The filing of a petition by or against a debtor u})on 
which, or upon an amendment of which, an order of adjudication 
in insolvency may be made, shall be deemed to be the commencement 
of proceedi^s in insolvency under this Act. 

oEC. 77. Words used in this Act in the singular include the plural, 
and in the plural, the singular, and the word '' debtor" includes 
partnership, corporations^ and sodedades andnimas. 

Sec 78. Upon the filmg of either a voluntary or involuntary 
petition in insolvency, a receiver may be appointed by the court in 
which the proceeding is pending, or by a judge thereof, at any time 
before the election of an assignee, wnen it appears by the verified 
petition of a creditor that the assets of the insolvent, or a considerable 
portion thereof, have been pledged, mortgaged, transferred, assigned, 
conveyed, or seized, on legal process, in contravention or violation 
of the provisions of section seventy of this Act, and that it is necessary 
to commence an action to recover the same. The appointment, 
oath, undertaking, and powers of such receiver shall in all respects 
be regulated by the general laws of the PhiKppine Islands apphcable 
to receivers. When an assignee is chosen, and has qualified, the re- 
ceiver shall forthwith return to court an account of the assets and 
property which have come into his possession, and of his disburse- 
ments, and a report of all actions or proceedings commenced by him 
for the recovery of any property belonging to the estate, and the 
court shall thereupon summarily hear and settle the receiver's 
account, and shall allow him a just compensation for his services and 
his expenses, including a reasonable attorney's fee, whereupon the 
receiver shall deUver all property, assets, or effects remaining in his 
hands, to the assignee who shall be substituted for the receiver in 
allpending actions or proceedings. 

Sec 79. When an attachment has been made and is not dissolved 
before the commencement of proceedings in insolvency, or is dis- 
solved by an undertaking given by the defendant, if the claim upon 
which the attachment suit was commenced is proved against the 
estate of the debtor, the plaintiff may prove the legal costs and 
disbursements of the suit, and of the Keeping of the property, and 
the amount thereof shall be a preferred debt. 

Sec. 80. In all contested matters in insolvency the court may, 
in its discretion, award costs to either party to be paid by the other, 
or to either or both parties to be paid out of the estate, as justice and 
equity may require. In awarding costs, the court may issue execu- 
tion therefor, in all involuntary cases under this Act, the court shall 
allow the petitioning creditors out of the estate of the debtor, if any 
adjudication of insolvency be made, as a preferred claim, all legal 
costs and disbursements incurred by them in that behalf. 
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Sec. 81. If no creditor files written objections, the court may, 
upon the appUcation of the debtor, if it be a voluntary petition, or 
or the petitioning creditors, if a creditor's petition, dismiss the peti- 
tion and discontinue the proceedings at any time before the appoint- 
ment of an assignee, upon giving not less than two nor more than 
eight weeks' notice to tne creditors, in the same maimer that notice 
of the time and place of election of an assignee is given: Provided y 
however, That by written consent of all creditors filed in the court 
the proceedings may be dismissed at any time. After the appoint- 
ment of an assignee, no dismissal shall be made without the consent 
of all parties interested in or affected thereby. 

Sec. 82. An appeal may be taken to the Supreme Court in the 
following cases: 

1. From an order granting or refusing an adjudication of insol- 
vency and, in the latter case, from the order fiLxing the amount of 
costs, expenses, damages, and attorney's fees allowed the debtor. 

2. From an order made at the hearing of any account of an assignee, 
allowing or rejecting a creditor's claim, in whole or in part, when the 
amount in dispute exceeds three hundred pesos. 

3. From an order allowing or denying a claim for property not 
belonging to the insolvent, presented under section forty-eight of 
this Act. 

4. From an order settling an account of an assignee. 

5. From an order against or in favor of setting apart homestead 
or other property claimed as exempt from execution. 

6. From an order granting or rerusin^ a discharge to the debtor. 

Chapter forty-two of the Code of Civil Procedure, so far as ap- 
plicable, shall govern appeals under this Act, except that when an 
assignee has given an official undertaking and appeals from a judg- 
ment or order in insolvency, his official undertaking stands in the 
place of an undertaking on appeal, and the sureties thereon are Uable 
on such undertaking: Proviaedy however y That an interlocutory appeal 
shall not stay proceedings unless a written undertaking be entered 
into on the part of the appellant, with at least two sureties, in such an 
amount as the court, or a judge thereof, may direct, but not less than 
double the value of the property involved, to the effect that if the 
order. appealed from be affirmed, or the appeal dismissed, appellant 
will pay all costs and damages which the adverse party may sustain 
by reason of the appeal and the stay of proceedings. 

Sec. 83. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 
Sec. 84. This Act shall take effect on its passage.

AN ACT To authorize the township of Baguio, subproyince of Benguet, Mountain 
Province, to provide for street, sewer, water, and otner improvements, and levy and 
collect the expenses thereof by general, special, or local assessment. 

By authority of the United States j he it enacted hy the Philippine Oorrv- 
mission, that: 

Section 1. The municipal council of the township of Baguio, sub- 
province of Bei^uet, Mountain Province, is hereby authorized: 

(a) To provide for laying out, opening, extending, widening, 
straightening, closing up, or constructing, in whole or in part, any 
plaza, square, street, trail, park, sewer, sewer connection or connec- 
tions, waterworks, water mains, or water connections either on, in, 
or upon pubUc or private property: Provided, That no change ^hall 
be made in the existing park system either bV; closing any existing 
park or opening anjr new one or by changing the size of any existing 
park or relating to improvements thereon or the use thereof by the 
public or otherwise without the previous approval in writing of the 
committee on the development or the Baguio Reservation and control 
and management of the park system designated by resolution of the 
Philippine Commission of March thirtieth, nineteen hundred and 
seven, as amended;

the pubUc interests require. The proceeds of all tolls collected under 
the provisions of this Act shall be devoted, under the direction of the 
Governor-General, to the payment of the expenses of collection 
of the toll and of the maintenance and repair of said road. The Gov- 
ernor-General may exempt vehicles of the Army, Navy, or other De- 
partment of the United States Government from the payment of 
the toll.

Resolved hy the Philippine Commission and the Philippine Assembly, 
That Dimas Guzman be and is hereby given the right and authority to 
translate into the Ibanag dialect the Municipal Code and amendments 
thereof and to publish the same in said dialect: Provided, however, 
That the right and authority hereby granted shall not be construed 
as an approval of the accuracy of the translation and that such trans- 
lation shall have no eflFect whatever to vary the meaning and intent 
of the said Municipal Code, as amended and passed by the Philippine 
Commission; and 

Resolved farther, that a copy of this resolution in the Ibanag dialect 
shall be printed in each volume of the Municipal Code to tje pub- 
lished by said Dimas Guzman, as well as a statement of the legislative 
period covered by the translation.

(C. J. R. No. 7. — Joint resolution No. 14.) Authorizing the Executive Secretary to 
reimburse Vemor H. Petre, private secretary to Honorable W. Morgan Shuster, for the 
amount which Mr. Petre has so far paid on account of transportation furnished him 
from his home in the United States to Manila while returning from authorized leave 
of absence and the amount expended by him for actual and necessary traveling 
expenses while returning from said leave. 

Whereas it appears that Vernor H. Petre, private secretary to 
Commissioner Snuster, will be called upon dn an early date, owing 
to the retirement of Commissioner Shuster, to vacate his present 
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{)osition, and that no other suitable position now exists or may exist 
or some time to which he could be transferred; and 

Whereas it also appears that he returned from authorized leave 
of absence on September twenty-seventh, nineteen hundred and 
eight, less than five months ago, and that by being obliged in this 
maimer to resign he will be unable, through no fault of his own and 
owing to circumstances beyond his control, to fulfill the two years' 
service required by the Civil Service Law before he can secure the 
reimbursement of the cost of his transportation and traveling ex- 
penses while returning from said leave of absence; and 

Whereas, on December seventh, nineteen hundred and six, the 
Commission determined by resolution that where a regularly ap- 
pointed employee of the permanent service is separated therefrom 
Decause of death, lack of work, or abolishment or his position, and 
through no fault of his own, he should be allowed such accrued leave 
as he may have earned for the time served, and the traveling expenses 
incurred by him, as well as half pay earned en route from tne United

private secretaries as such were members of the classified service: 
Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Philippine Commission and the Philippine AssemMy, 
That the Executive Secretary be, and hereby is, authorized to reim- 
burse Vernor H. Petre, private secretary to the Honorable W. Morgan 
Shuster, for the amount which Mr. Petre has so far paid on account 
of transportation furnished him from his home in the United States 
to Manila while returning from authorized leave of absence and the 
amount expended by him for actual and necessary traveling expenses 
while returning from said leave, which amounts would be due him 
under the provisions of Act Numbered Sixteen hundred and ninety- 
eight, known as the Revised Civil Service Act, were he to complete 
two years of service from the date of his return.

(C. J. R. No. 10. — ^Joint resolution No. 16.) Approving, ratifying, and confirming 
the acceptance by the Insular Coal Company, of the fraiichise granted in Act Num- 
bered Eighteen hundred and thirty-five, and the action of tne Acting Secretary 
of Commerce and Police in receiving and considering said acceptance as a com- 
pliance with the law. 

Whereas in section ten of Act Numbered Eighteen hundred and 
thirty-five, entitled *'An Act to grant to the Insular Coal Company, 
Incorporated, a franchise to construct, maintain, and operate a 
railway line from the shore line at the port of Danao to the coal 
district of Camansi, Province of Cebu," passed by the Philippine 
Legislature on May twenty-first, nineteen hundred and eight, it 
was provided ''that the grant of the franchise shall not become 
operative or effective unless the ^antee shall, within one month after 
the passage of this Act, file with the Secretary of Commerce and 
Police its acceptance of the franchise and its agreement to comply 
with all the terms of this Act;" and 

Whereas the grantee failed to file an acceptance of the agreement 
within the time specified by said section, due to the failure of the 
company to receive notice of the passage of the Act until the time 
for tne acceptance of the franchise nad elapsed; and 

Whereas it appears that upon receiving said notice the company, 
in letters dated!^ July seventeenth, and twenty-eighth, nineteen hun- 
dred and eight, notified the Secretary of Commerce and Police of its 
desire to accept the franchise and to agree to comply with all the 
terms of the Act, and in a letter dated September second, nineteen 
hundred and eight, made the following statement through its manag- 
ing director, Mr. D. M. Carman, namely: 

We have been since June twenty-first, nineteen hundred and 
eight, and are now ready and willing to accept the terms of the said 
Act, and we do now so accept and agree to comply with them at 
anv and all times;" and 

Whereas, after an examination of the case, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral states that ''it appears that said company has done all that 
could reasonably be required of it in manifesting its desire and 
willingness to accept and comply with the terms of said Act Num-

mit the Philippine Legislature to enact laws upon said subjects.

Whereas Lorenzo Fenoy, Delegate to the Philippine Assembly from 
the Fourth District of Pangasinan, and Andres Asprer, Delegate to 
the Philippine Assembly from the First District or La Union, have 
requested authority to publish the Municipal Code and its amend- 
ments, the Election Law and its amendments, and the Provincial 
Government Act and its amendments, in the Ilocano tongue; and 

Whereas the Attorney-General, on the eleventh day of April, nine- 
teen hundred and seven, ruled in similar cases that the translation 
and publication of the laws of the Philippine Legislature by private 
citizens required the authorization of trie Legislature: Now, there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved hy the Philippine Commission and the Philippine Assembly y 
That Lorenzo Fenoy and Andres Asprer be, and hereby are, author- 
ized to translate the Municipal Code and its amendments, the Election 
Law and its amendments, and the Provincial Government Act and 
its amendments, in the Ilocano tongue, and to publish the same in 
said tongue: Provided, however, That the right and the authorization 
herein granted shall not be interpreted as an approval of the correct- 
ness of the translation, and that the said translation shall not in any 
way operate to change the meaning and the purpose of the said 
Municipal Code, Election Law, and Provincial Government Act, as

in the making of their own laws were brought about through the

Resolved by the Philippine Assembly y the Philippine Com/mission 
concurring, That on this, the fourth day of March, nineteen him- 
dred and nine, both houses of the Philippine Legislature express, 
and they do hereby express, their admiration and respect for the 
President of the Unitea States this day inaugiu'ated, and sincerely 
believe that his administration as President will be one of justice 
and righteousness and will aboimd in all kinds of blessings and bene- 
fits both for the American and for the PhiUppine people; and 
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Resolved furiker, That the Chief Executive of the Government of 
the Philippine Islands be requested to transmit this resolution by 
telegraph to the Government at Washington.
